Derailed on California 
Line : 



OVER TWENTY REPORTED KILLED 



Victims Said to Have Belonged to 
Cleveland, Buffalo, and Read- 
ing Temples 



Honda, Cal., May 11.— Probably a 
score of passengers were killed and 
as many Injured In a wreck this af- 
ternoon on tho coast lino of tho South- 
ern Pacific five miles south of here. 
The train was a special loaded with 
Mystic Shrlners who were on their 
way from Los Angeles to their homes 
in tho east. The train consisted of 
six coaches, While running at high 
speed a wheel on tho engine broke and 
the locomotive jumped the track and 
turned over. Four of the front cars 
of tho train followed it, and wero 
smashed to pieces. The dead and 
injured were thrown in every direc- 
tion. The train caught fire immedi- 
ately after the wreck, but tho fire 
was extinguished by passengers of the 
two rear coaches, who were uninjured. 
Tho cars were thrown all over tho 
engine, and many of the passengers 
were burned and scalded to death by 
tho escaping steam. 

Tho wreck occurred on a level 
stretch of track near tho beach. 

Tho roadbed is of sand at this point 
and tho broken cars ploughed into it 
and were half buried. The engineer 

as hurt about the head and wand- 
ered down the track in a da^ed con- 
dition toward Surf, a few mih's dis- 
tant. He had almost reached that 
place when overtaken and was car- 
ried back to the scene of tho wreck. 

A wrecking train reached the spot 
from Santa Barbara with a largf 
number of physicians and nurses on 
board. The Injured, wcref given Im- 
mediate attention. Some of them wero 
mutilated beyond recognition. Tho 
tlrst man to roach . here from tho 
wreck, a fow minutes before nlno 
o'clock, said that he had counted ten 
dead who had been taken from the 
wreckage and laid besldo tho track. 
A score or more, wero terribly In- 
jured. Many others received less 
serious injuries. They wore placed 
witli all speed on the train to bo tak- 
en either to Santa Barbara or San 
Luis ..Obispo. 

San Francisco, May 11. — 9 p.m. — 
The following official despatch has 
been received at the Southern Pacltlc 
headquarters: "Extra 211, Engineor 
Cliamplaln, with Shrlners, derailed at 
Honda, 65 miles north of Santa Bar- 
bara, caused by an obstruction on the 
track, wrecking tho engine and bag- 
gaga car. Dining car broken in two. 
Three sleepers derailed, not badly 
damaged. Will pass trains around 
wreck at 9 p.m.. 

"Killed so far reported: S. A. 
Wasson, Buffalo; Mrs. Fisher, Cleve- 
land; Miss Young, Cleveland; Chas. 
Lowing, Buffalo; — Austin, touring 
agent; F. W. Hippie, Reading, Pa.; 
U. Stoffe, Reading, Pa.; Harry Hendle 
Reading, Pa.; George Agerman, Read- 
ing; Harry Slot/., Reading; Harry 
Miller, Reading; T. Roth, Reading; 
H. W. Lebannon, Ohio; W. Cutter and 
wife, residence not given. Twenty- 
two severely injured will probably 
die. Specials from Santa Barbara, 
Lompere and San Luis Obispo with 
doctors and nurses Ikivp been sent 
out. Tho most seriously Injured were 
sent to San Luis Obispo. 

San Luis Obispo, May 11— At 8.30 
o'clock a special train arrived here 
bringing two cars of dead and wound- 
ed from the wreck at Honda. Pas- 
sengers who accompanied the train, 
and who wero injured slightly, assert 
that the number of dead exceeds 21, 
and tho total will bo in the neighbor- 
hood of 28. Five of tho injured pas- 
sengers died on tho way here, and 
others aro so seriously hurt that 
death Is only a matter of a few hours. 
Tho ladles of this city organized a 
relief corps before the train arrived, 
and the Injured were hurried to the 
hospitals and residences, whore pre- 
parations had been made for their re- 
ception. 

Trainmen who came from tho 
sccno of tho wreck say that tho cars 
wore crowded with passengers, and 
that the dining car was demolished, 
together with the baggage cars. Tho 
latter piled on top of the locomotive. 
Many of the dead wore scalded so 
that they wero unrecognizable. Con- 
ductor Lustin Is reported killed, and 
the brakeman is missing. 

Official Reports 

Santa Barbara, Cain., May 11. — Tho 



first authentic news of the train 
wreck at Honda was received this 
evening in a message to the railroad 
officials stating that the -dead num- 
bered 21. On the same authority most 
of tho killed were riding In the buffet 
and dining cars. It is now shown 
that tho wrecked train was tho sec- 
ond section of train 21, which left 
Santa Barbara at 12,10 p. m. today 
and was scheduled to arrive at Surf, 
3 or 4 miles from the scene of the 
wreck, at 12.30. It is probable that 
tho train carried members of the or- 
der of tho Mystic Shrlners; from Now 
York, Brooklyn and Buffalo. 

The railroad advices are that a spe- 
cial train beating 21 dead and 20 in- 
jured will arrive at 9.25 tonight from 
the wreck at Honda. No details will 
bo available until that hour. Many 
of the seriously Injured havo been 
taken to San Luis Obispo. 

Where Victims Belong. 

Los Angeles, May 11. — Past Imperial 
Potentate of the .Mystic Shrino Alva 
P. Clayton to-night received a tele- 
gram from Imperial Treasurer W. H. 
Brown, of Pittsburg, who was on tho 
train that followed the wrecked sec- 
tion of No. 21.— Mr. Brawn stated that 
the dead Shrlners wero members of 
Alkoran temple, of Cleveland, Ismallla 
temple, of Buffalo, and Ralfah temple, 
of Reading 1'a. Tho message says 
that some of the dead are known to 
bo trainmen. The numbers given are 
twenty-one dead and about as many 
injured seriously. 

Because of the Isolation of Honda, 
which Is half way between San Loui3 
Obispo and Suiita Barbara, authenti- 
cated details of tho disaster wero im- 
possible to obtain for hours. The 
station is on the San Francisco divis- 
ion, and tho railway officials here were 
ilrst apprised of tho accident through 
the Associated Press. Correspond- 
ents were dispatched from Lompere, 
fifteen miles away, and Santa Bar- 
bara, nearly sixty miles from Honda. 
From Santa Barbara a Bpeclal train 
bearing physicians and nurses sup- 
plied with bandages and medical aid 
of ail sorts for the wounded left 
shortly before 3 o'clock.

Messina, Sicily, May 11.— New crat- 
ers have opened la Mounts Etna and 
Stromboll, whose eruptions are in- 
creasing. The observatories of Mes- 
sina continue to register earth shocks, 
but they aio light. The alarm of tho 
population of this Island is growing, 
especially among tho people inhabit- 
ing tha vil.ages in the luxuriant cone 
around Mount Aetna, although the 
director of tho Catania observatory 
has assured the people that they uro 
in no, danger. The smoke and Jlames 
Issuing from tho main crater of 
Mount Aetna are visible from a mng 
distance. 

Frank A. Perrct, of New York, as- 
sistant director of the royal observa- 
tory on Mount Vesuvius, and tho 
companion of Professor Malteucel, the 
director of tho observatory during the 
eruption of Vesuvius in April, 1906, 
returned hero today after having vis- 
ited Mounts Etna and Stromboll. Ho 
made most important observations 
and took interesting photographs. He 
said: 

"Tho disturbances much resemble 
those which preceded the eruption ot 
Mount Vesuvius last year. Tho smoke 
is now more dense and the dynamic 
force in tho main force has increased. 
The roaring of tho volcanoes and the 
violent discharges givo the impros- 
'sion that strong eruptions aro immin- 
ent." 

Naples,' May 11. — Enormoktfl clouds 
of gray ashes appeared thin afternoon 
from tho sea, darkened the sky and 
fell on the town. Considerable ap- 
prehension was felt when It was real- 
ized that tho clouds wero ashes and 
cinders from Mounts Etna and Strom- 
boll. A similar phenomenon was 
noticed along the southern coast, and 
caused panics In several places. 



Ottawa, May H.— Cabinet has de- 
cided to do nothing regarding tho Yu- 
kon commissionorsnlp until Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier returns from England. 
Unexpected opposition has developed 
to Dr. Thompson from the Liberal 
ranks, and this has stopped the gov- 
ernment for the time being. Hon. F. 
Oliver lias left for Edmonton for 
lengthy visit, and pending Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler's return ho has no recommen- 
dation to offer. Meanwhile Mr, Lith- 
gow will bo acting commissioner under 
the statuo of last session. . ' 

The Department of Interior will sur- 
vey during tho coming summer 11, 
000,00 acres of land for Die Incoming 
flood of settlers to locate upon. Last 
season lines were laid down on about 
1,000,000 acres. At tho end of the sum 
mer tho total of land surveyed in the 
Canadian west will total 120,000,000 
acres. It Is estimated that there Is at 
least this much more good arable land 
unsurvoyod, but thoroughly fit for set 
tlement. It lies chiefly to the north 
and east of Edmonton, where there is 
a great basin of land of a low attitude 
whore the climate is moderate and the 
hours of sunlight long. 

Baron Komura cables that Prince 
Fushiml appreciates tho invitation of 
the Dominion government to extend 
his visit through Canada, but for rea- 
sons of stato ho cannot prolong his 
stay for more than two weeks. He 
will therefore sail from Seattle on tho 
Minnesota on Juno 21. The Governor- 
General will shorten his stay in Eng- 
land in order to escort Prince Fushiml 
to Canada. They will leave Liverpool 
by the Empress of Ireland on May 
31st. 

Tho financial returns for the fiscal 
period ending March 31 are not all in, 
but there are enough to show that tho 
vear will bo ono of tho best In tho his- 
tory of the Dominion. Tho revenue 
for tho nine months is $67,138,594, but 
this will bo increased by 2,000,000 
when all the collections are made. Hon. 
Mr. Fielding in his bugct spech made 
an estimate of $65,000,000, but it will 
be about four millions more. The ex- 
penditure Mr. Fielding put at $52,000,- 
000. Ordinary revenue, and on capi- 
tal $12,500,000. To date l lie. ordinary 
expenditure Is $45,000,000, but this will 
be Increased by four or five millions, 
and the capital is about $12,000,000 
which will be increased by half a mil- 
lion or more, so that tho revenue has 
increased and the expenditure has 
been kept down to a greater extent 
than ' Mr. Fielding anticipated. The 
surplus on ordinary revenue Mr. Field- 
ing estimated at $13,00,000 and judg- 
ing from oil appearances it will be 
three or four millions better making 
the largest on record. This will bo suf- 
ficient to meet the capital expenditure 
and all other liabilities, and reduce tho 
net debt by a handsome sum. 



FIRE IN TORONTO 

Toronto, May 11.— Fire did $10,000 
damage to the plant and building of 
tho Barber Asphalt Company this 
morning. The fire, was, causi/d by 
one of the workmen putting too big 
a fire under the kettles, and tho 
flames spread to the building. The 
whole place was gutted. Tho place 
was insured fully by the head office In 
Philadelphia. 



E. L. P. OSLER DEAD 

Toronto, May 11.— E. L. P. Osier, 
brother of Hon. Justice Osier, Ontario 
Court of Appeals, and of Dr. Wm. Os 
ler, died at his residence here last 
night at tho age of 65. For fifteen 
years he was a practicing barrister at 
Selkirk, Man. H. F. Osier, of tho firm 
of Osier, Hammond and Manton, Win 
nipeg, is a nephew of the deceased. 



FOR CHURCH PURPOSES 

Ottawa, May 11. — In connection with 
the effort of tho Anglicans of Ottawa 
diocese to raise $100,000 as an aug- 
mentation fund, $45,000 lias already 
been promised, $25,000 of this amount 
being subscribed within a week. Bish- 
op Hamilton, of Ottawa, has offered 
$3,000 and Miss Hamilton, his sister, 
has offered $4,000. 

SLIDE TIES UP TRAFFIC 

Pernio, May 11.— Traffic Is held up 
today on the Great Northern branch 
owing to a big gumbo slide three 5 
miles west of Pernio. The slide Is 
a large ono, being about 70 feet long 
and ten feet deep. It was caused by 
tho late heavy rains in this' vicinity, 
and will probably take a day and a 
half to clear away. Tho passenger 
train which should have left at 7.30 
a. m. will go over the C. P, R. tracks 
to Morrlssey, and there cross to tho 
Great Northern road. One freight la 
held up on tho other side of tho 
slide.

MUCH FREIGHT ACCUMULATING 



Representatives of Companies Say 
They Will Not Accede to De- 
mands of Men 



Awards to Preferred Creditors 
to be Liquidated 
by July I

"Washington, May 11. — Payment Dy 
Venezuela of J;ho United States and 
seven other nations will be begun soon 
after July 1 next. By that time the 
claims of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy will have been liquidated, and 
the deferred creditors will come in for 
a settlement. 

It is estimated that six years will 
bo required to settle the claims held 
by the eight deferred creditors, sinco 
they amount to something more than 
one half of the total debts against 
Venezuela at the time tho awards 
wero made by Tho Hague tribunal, 
four years ago. The preferred cred- 
itors were: Great Britain, 9,401,267 
bolivars; Germany, 2,091,908, and 
Italy 5,785, 902, a total of 17,297,132 
bolivars. The awards to the other 
claimants wero: France, 2,6G7,07!> 
bolivars; Spain, 1,074, SIS; Belgium, 
10,898,643; Sweden and Norway, 174,- 
359; the Netherlands, 5,441,310; Unit- 
ed States, 2.413,711, and Mexico, 2,577,- 
328, a total of 38,829,376 bolivars. A 
bolivar is worth 20 cents. 

Officials of the state department 
havo observed with great interest tho 
settlement of tho preferred claims. Af- 
ter tho blockade of Venezuelan ports 
on Dec. 20, 1902, by Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy, the claims of all 
powers wero referred to Tho Hague 
tribunal, and a decision was reached 
in 1903. By this award the blockad- 
ing powers were declared to be en- 
titled to preferential treatment. Ven- 
ezuela had agreed to set aside 30 per 
cent of tho customs receipts of La 
Gualra and Pnreo Cabollo, and with- 
in throe months of this decision the 
payments were begun. 

It has boon charged that President 
Castro has diverted Importations from 
tho ports on which the levy was made 
for tho payment of tho public debt, 
but despite this only about four years 
lias been required to accumulate 
celpts sufficient for tho settlement of 
tho claims of tho blockading power 
From this fact it Is believed that six 
years will be time enough fpr the set 
tlement of the other debts. 

HAMILTON STREET RAILWAY 

Alternative Propositions Submitted by 
Power Company 

Hamilton, May 11.— Col. J. M. Gib 
son and W. C. Hawkins, of the Catar- 
act Power company, appeared before 
tho aldermen and made two proposi- 
tions. Mr. Gibson statod that it 
would cost between $300,000 and $400,- 
000 to install a now car system and 
extensions, and ho offered to do this 
in ono year, building the cars in 
Hamilton, if the city would guarantee 
the bonds that would havo to bo 
issued, the city to havo nil tho profits 
made for tho first ten years and all 
In recent years with the exception of 
5 per cent dividends to tho stockhold- 
ers. His second proposition was that 
tho city should bo satisfied for ten 
years with tho amount now received 
In mileage and percentage and tho 
full percentage on the earnings of the 
last ten years, with the exception of 
the. amount of Increase shown In tho 
first ten years.. The mayor asked 
what would be done for an annual 
bonus, Mr. Gibson will reduce theso 
three propositions to writing. 



New York, May 11. — Today's events 
indicate that tho crisis In tho long- 
shoremen's strike is approaching. 

The ten thousand or twelve thou- 
sand men who are out are apparently 
nearing the limit of their patience and 
both sides seem waiting for what 
promises to be the final struggle. 

In the meantime the police aro in 
readiness to quell any rioting thait 
may occur. The reserves at all pr,)- 
cints near the waterfront have b> en 
doubled, and many of tho dinners that 
usually follow the annual police jar- 
ade, which took place today, wero 
called off tonight becauso of tho need 
of tho men at stations in case of 
trouble. 

The steamships Umbria of the Cun- 
ardard line, New York of the Ameri- 
can line, and Koenlgen Luise, of tha 
North German Lloyd, and Vaderland, 
of the Red Star line, sailed on time 
In the forenoon. They wero the prin- 
cipal trans-Atlantic liners scheduled 
to depart, and they wero not delayed 
although they all sailed light. Tho 
Carmania, of the Italian line, which 
was scheduled to sail, is still at her 
pier. A riot on the i.ler this morning 
drove, away all of the strlke-breaker3 
who were at work on the. vessel. Tha 
Scandinavian- American line has an- 
nounced that tho steamer Florida, 
which is duo tonight or tomorrow 
morning, will bo sent at once to Phil- 
adelphia to unload. Other lines de- 
clare that if they are not to obtain 
the number of men here to handle 
the cargoes their ships will be divert- 
ed to other ports. 

There were three separate attacks 
on strike-breakers during tho day. ■ 

Tho first occurrence in the morning, 
when a crowd of strikers attacked 
non-union mem. on tho Italian '.line! 
pier at the foot of West 34th street. 
Several hundred strikers . rushed 
through the doors of , the pier house 
and drove tho Italian strike-breakers 
off the pier, beating a number of 
horn. One Italian was seriously hurt 
and was taken to the hospital. 

Two policemen were powerless to 
stop tho affray, and It was only when 
tho reserves arrived that the srik- 
ers wero driven away. 

Another riot took place at the foot 
of West 24th street, where a party of 
strikers atacked a number of strike- 
breakers at tho pier of the Panama 
line. They were driven off by tho 
police before anyone was seriously In- 
jured. 

West street, which runs along the 
Hudson river, is being newly paved 
with granite blocks, and great piles 
of heavy missiles lay ready to the 
strikers' hands. Many of them wero 
used in tha two attacks today. When 
the strikers left the pier at Hoboken 



this evening a third riot occurred. A 
number of tho longshoremen employ- 
ed by the North Gorman Lloyd re- 
fused to strike a week ago, and when 
tho men left tonight they were at- 
tacked by a largo number of strikers 
Many men were badly beaten, and tho 
police used their clubs freely. A num- 
ber of arrests wero made. The police 
guard at tho Hoboken piers has been 
enlarged, as more trouble is feared 
during the night. 

It was announced tonight that sixty 
checkers employed on the Cunard 
piers had struck. 

There aro several hundred check- 
ers employed on the piers, and an ef- 
fort will be made to Induce them all 
to strike. 

An effort has boon made to Induce 
the teamsters who are employed in 
hauling perishable goods from tho 
piers to strike In sympathy with tho 
longshoremen, but so far in vain. 
Many of the companies have notified 
shippers that they will bo unable to 
handle freight until the present 
blockade has been removed. Streets 
nc.vr tho piers are plied high with 
freight, which cannot bo handled. Tho 
plor superintendants of tho trans- 
Atlantic lines declare, however, that 
they arc well satisfied with tho situ- 
ation, and that within a few days 
they will havo everything running as 
usual. They report with emphasis 
that they will not recognize tho de- 
mands of tho men, and that those who 
do not return to work Immediately 
will not bo employed. 

Tho annual parado of tho police was 
held today, although up to the last 
minute It was not certain whether 
tho police could bo spared from their 
precincts. Thero wero moro than 
Z 000 police in lino, and tho parado 
was tho best evor soon in Now York.

MONTREAL ABATTOIR FIRE 

Montreal, May 11.— Fire broke out 
last night in tho Union Abattoir com- 
pany's premises on Frontenao street. 
The' slaughter house was destroyed 
and considerable damago done to th« 
large refrigerator apartment alongside, 
with an estimated loss of $100,000. 
The cause of the fire la unknown. It 
started in the slaughUBr house, in 
practically a cold rooal, Where there 
wero no stoves or furnaces, and whero 
no men wore at Work. As the 
building was lighted by electricity it 
is thought a defective wire may have 
had something to do with the fire, 
which kept the firemen busy well af- 
ter midnight.

Company Meeting 

A meeting of No. .1 company 
regiment, will be held at th 
hall tomorrow evening at 8 o'clock 
sharp. It Is very important that 
there should be a large attendance, as 
business of Importance will be con- 
sidered. Included In the business to 
be discussed will be the question of 
holding a picnic during the summer 
months, and every member of the 
company is urged to make it a point 
to attend. Refreshments will be 
served, and besides discussing busi- 
ness an enjoyable evening is antici- 
pated. 



The section of Victoria known as 
North Ward, or otherwise described 
as that portion of the city bounded on 
the south by Pandora street, on the 
cast by Cook street, on the west by 
Government street, and on the north 
by the city limits, is being built up 
in a surprising manner. In every 
direction hundsomo new homes are 
lifting their heads into the air, and 
in the near future this part of the 
city is likely to become one of the 
most thickly populated sections of the 
city. The houses in course of erec- 
tion aro for the greater part very 
valuablo additions to the homes of 
Victoria and if the building activity 
continues as It lias begun this year, 
there will be every reason to call 
Victoria the city of pretty homes. In 
practically every instance, tho houses 
aro being very strongly constructed, 
and the use of shingles instead of 
shiplap is being very largely adopted. 

Tho total number of new residences 
erected since the first of tho year, and 
those now in cours e of construction, 
Is much greater than has ever been 
tlio case for tho same period for 
many years past. It is not only on 
tho recognized streets that the houses 
aro being built, but new thorough- 
fares are being opened, and in every 
case new residences will adorn the 
streets before the closo of the year. 
The building -operations did not ex- 
actly commence this year, for the last 
part of lOOti also saw many improve- 
ments in the building line, and with 
those constructed last year, thoao 
now in course of construction, and 
those under contemplation the total 
amount Invested will be far greater 
than is commonly imagined. 

All told, there aro at present under 
construction thirty now homes, the 
approximate value being close on 
$100,000. With this amount to be 
expended In this section of the city 
alone, not to speak of^ that in other 
parts, there Is a very bright outlook 
for the carpenters of Victoria. 

In the majority of cases, also, tho 
builders are adopting the' 'system of 
good stono foundations, making the 
buildings appear more serviceable 
and also giving them a better appear- 
ance. 

Although the greater number of 
the new buildings are residences, 
there are several new business build- 
ings which Increase the total estimat- 
ed expenditure considerably. Among 
the latter is tho recent addition to the 
Victoria and Phoenix brewery, which 
when completed will cost in tho neigh- 
borhood of $12,000. Tho new build- 
ing for IS. G. Prior & Co., Ltd., on 
Pembroke street Is also one of the 
structures completed this ■ year, and 
this will cost about $1,500. This 
building is a very large structure, 
faced with Iron, and Is already utiliz- 
ed to Its utmost capacity. 

Work has also been commenced on 
the 'new premises to bo occupied by 
the Bracktnan-Ker Milling Co., on 
Pandora street. This will bo of brick, 
and will be a decided acquisition to 
the business blocks of Victoria. 

Tho additions to the residences of 
the city can bo largely noticed in that 
section of tho city which was swept 
by fire a few years ago. In this part 
of the city many pretty residences 
have been constructed, but there is 
still room for others. Although there 
is considerable building being done, 
there would bo much more If the 
price of lumber was not so high. De- 
spite this, however, the showing mado 
is highly satisfactory. 

Among the now homes that are be- 
ing added to the already long list in 
Victoria arc some for several of, Vic- 
toria's best known citizens, who have 
showed their faith in tho welfare of 
the city by deciding to build. One of 
the prettiest residences now in course 
of construction is that of G. A. Rich- 
ardson, at tho corner of Cook and 
Pandora streets. This Is a very 
pretty house, and when completed will 
havo cost about $G,000. Almost im- 
mediately behind this Messrs. Moore 
& Whlttlngton have erected two ono- 
storcy-and-a-half residences, costing 
$1,200 each. At the corner of Quadra 
und Flsguard streets, C. H. Merklcy 
has commenced work on a one-storey 
residence for A. D. Munro. 

Work iias also been started on :i 
new homo for Gideon Hicks on 
Quadra street. The ulto for this ad- 
dition to Victoria's homes Is a very 
pretty one, and tho Mouse is expected 
to be in keeping with tho locality. On 
Blanchard street, where, it Is known 
as Lennox Gardens, C. Clear Is erect- 
ing a. one-and-a-half-storey house, 
costing $1,500. Proceeding further out 
Blanchard street, tho first now resi- 
dence to bo seen is that of Geo. Chad- 
wick. This is a nice little cottage, 
and when finished will compare with 
any In the neighborhood. Mrs, Beech - 
er has also had erected on Blanchard 
street a neat frame cottage costing 
$1,500. 

Although Mr. Chad wick's houso is 
tho first new one to be seen, it can 
hardly be said that It will always bo 
tho first, for already W. Luney has 
started work on a 'now home. Here a 
..fine foundation will be given to the 
house, and when completed It will cost 
in the neighborhood of $'t,500. Mc- 
Brlde avenue, a n«w street running 



between Queen's avenuo and Bay 
street, has already got a house. R. 
D. Flnlayson has there erected a fl'nc 
home, costing $5,000. On Bay street 
tho foundation has boon laid for a 
ono-storey-and-a-half house for Mr, 
Virgo, costing $1,800. 

C. H. Merkloy has under contempla- 
tion a very up-to-date residence. It 
will be built in bungalow style, and 
when finished will represent $5,000. A 
start has already been mado on this 
residence, and it will bo rushed 
through to an early completion. On 
tho extension of Hillside avenuo a fine 
two'-storoy house has boon erected, 
and it is expected that within the next 
few weeks work will bo started on 
three others. Mrs. Ann Buckler has 
recently completed a one-storey houso 
on Douglas street, costing $1,500. At 
tho corner of Quadra and Hillside 
avenue Mr. Hnmblcton has erected a 
one-storey brtek building oosting 
51,500. 

In addition to those houses and 
business blocks, a very important step 
has been taken on Topaz avenue, 
where Messrs. Taylor & Co. havo con- 
structed a largo lumber platform im- 
mediately alongside the railway track. 
This has been done in order to facili- 
tate the shipment of lumber to the 
Northwest. ' On the whole the outlook 
for the northern part of the city Is 
very promising, and if tho present 
prosperity continues, which is to be 
expected, there is every reason to look 
for the North Ward socurlng its 
share. 



OPENING OF SEASON 
AT THE GORGE PARK 



B. C. Electric Railway Company 
Making Many Improvements 
at Pretty Resort 



Work on tho Improvements to the 
B. C. Electric Railway Company's park 
at the Gorge is proceeding apace. For 
some weeks a number of men have 
been engaged in clearing and prepar- 
ing an acre of land, which was grant- 
ed to tho Japanese of tho city for con- 
vention into an Oriental tea garden, 
for the establishment of such an at- 
traction. The Indications aro that the 
undertaking will be practically com- 
pleted before the advent of the vci«y 
warm weather. Thus matrons of tins 
recreation centre will be able to take 
afternoon tea, served by Japanese l£»- 
dies in native costume, amid surrounco- 
ings savoring of tho land of the chry- 
santhemum, throughout the summer. 
The plans of those who have charge 
of this enterprise, however, will not be 
carried out to tho fullest extent this 
season. That would be Impossible. The 
finishing touches, It Is announced, will 
be administered next year. 

Other improvements, which have 
been mentioned •'> heretofore in those 
columns, aro well under way. Among 
the latter is the augmentation of the 
available accommodation for boaters, 
the beautifying of tho foreshore, etc. 
Whether such will be done in the lat- 
ter direction is a matter of conjecture, 
but, it is understood, the policy of the 
local management of tho company con- 
cerned is to carry on annual improve- 
ments which, ultimately, will make tho 
park one of the finest anywhero in the 
north Pacific. 

Attention has been drawn to tho fact 
that tho rush of canoes, small row 
boats, launches and other pleasure 
craft, which gather off tho park on oc- 
casions of evening entertainments, for 
tho Gorge rapids immediately after 
tho Dorformanco constitutes a real 
dancer. On this account it is under- 
stood that some steps will bo taken 
to prevent tho crowding of the nar- 
row swirling waters at this spot by 
those in such boats anxious to reach 
home as soon as possible. What may 
be done has not been announced but it 
is stated that the same conditions as 
provailod last year will not be al- 
lowed to continue. Representations 
will be made to the city council and to 
other local authorities who, although 
they may not havo any direct author- 
ity over people upon tho waters in 
that vicinity, will bo impressed with 
tho importance of initiating some pol- 
icy which will prevent these oft re- 
curring and extremely dangerous 
crushes. 

It is well known by all who fro fond 
of natatorial pursuits that 6f lato it 
has been the habit of largo numbers 
of people to gather on tho Gorge 
bridge which overlooks the aforemen- 
tioned rapids. From this commanding 
position they enjoy 1 watching the 
canoeists or those occupying row 
boats endeavoring to overcome the 
current either in their progress to the 
head waters of tho arm or vice versa. 
In itself, as Is yiointed out, this may 
bo harmless enough, but when tho tide 
Is running swiftly anil when there may 
be some hundreds of boats anxious to 
got through at tho same time, tho 
shouts and cheers of encouragement 
from the bridge and tlio banks on 
cither side Is apt to cause those be- 
low to Ipso their heads or self confi- 
dence with disastrous results to them- 
selves and those In closo proximity. 
This, it is claimed constitutes a danger 
Therefore, those interested contend, 
that something should be done to pre- 
vent the samp conditions prevailing 
throughout the pending summer.

Another sign of the present pros- 
perous condition of tho city is the 
largo number of telephones being in- 
stalled by the local company. So 
great has been tho demand for tele- 
phones of la#e that tho reservo sup- 
ply was exhausted and a large sup- 
ply of new instruments was ordered 
from tho east. These have been de- 
layed owing to the blockade, but ar- 
rived last night. The local manager 
has applications at the present time 
from seventeen new subscribers. 

A couple of eastern tobacco men 
wno uro in the city have become so 
impressed with climatic and other 
conditions In this vicinity that they 
aro looking for a suitable sight with 
the object of starting a tobacco plan- 
tation. Tho gentlemen are thorough- 
ly conversant with the tobacco indus- 
try, and declare that the climate of 
Vancouver Island is unexcelled for tho 
growing of the weed. If a suitable 
site can be secured they will com- 
mence operations In a few weeks. 

Coal boring operations, which have 
been carried on in Cedar district, 
have come to a sudden termination. 
Work was stopped yesterday and the 
boro abandoned for tho present time. 
Just why tho work has been stopped 
has not been given out. It Is said 
that tho bore reached a depth of 1,'JOO 
feet, when only a thin seam of coal 
was struck. Owing to the great 
depth It Is believed that it would bo 
too expensive to sink a shaft with the 
present indications. However, sev- 
eral members of the company are con- 
fident that an excellent seam of coal 
lies beyond this point, and that when 
the boro was stopped indications were 
exceedingly bright. There aro vari- 
ous rumors connected with the stop- 
page o£ work, one being to tho effect 
that tho death of Mr. Russell, In 
chargo of G. T. P. affairs on the 
coast, brought about the determination 
to cease operations on the part of 
those interested. It is also stated 
that the company wish an extension 
of time. At any rate, it is believed 
that the boring will bo continued at 
an early date. Tho plant in tho mean- 
time will bo removed to another point 
at which tho company has interests. 

Samuel Thompson, of Nanaimo, 
has been appointed foreman of the 
Rosella mines, in which many Vic- 
torians are Interested. Mr. Thompson 
leaves for tho north with a number of 
Nanalmo mon, v who will spend tho 
season on tho Rosella mines, where 
extensive development work is to bo 
prosecuted throughout tho summer

by his young brother near a stove 
when It wriggled out of his arms, fall- 
ing on its face on the floor.

L. L. Mason, an Edmonton Trail 
blazer, and Partner Going to 
Alaska in Little Craft 



"Mason and Oscar P. L. Weber left 
Seattle on Friday in tlio little gaso- 
line propelled launch Meteor for 
Knight island, Alaska. The craft In 
which the two men will make a voy- 
age of 1,600 miles, over half of the 
distance on the open ocean, Is thirty- 
two feet in length and Is propelled 
by an elght-horso power gasoline en- 
gine. The Meteor will tako the In- 
side passage as far as Capo Spencer, 
slopping at Llfuya bay. Yakutat and 
Kyak. Tho voyage has never before 
been attempted by a vessel of tho 
size oC the Meteor. 

L. L. Mason, who has charge of the 
expedition, is searching for a copper 
deposit located after an adventurous 
journey over the famous Edmonton 
trail. Mr. Mason wns of the first 
party which ever went by the Ed- 
monton route, his brother being head 
of the first expedition. After the death 
of his brother, Mason took charge of 
the expedition. 

Tho first party to attempt the Ed- 
monton trail consisted of fourteen 
easterners witli twelve pack horse.'. 
This parly left Calgary in the spring 
of '0:i, going overland to the Peace 
river and rafting down that FArcain 
to Liard,

the expedition died and L. L, Mason 
took charge. Tho party was in a 
wild mountainous district and wlnhi' 
was at hand.

At the mouth of the Stlcktno 
Mason and de Boc. mado a boat, hew- 
ing the logs of their raft into bOMfe 
In Ibis rude boat Mason and dc Hoc 
mado their way, up the coast, pros- 
pecting and limiting from "mo.- .to 
time. ^Eventually they reached Vuldey. 
In the fall of 1900, having been two 
years In tho wilderness.

SUBMARINE'S PERFORMANCE. 

Tests For Quick Diving Successfully 
Passed. 

Newport, R. I., May 11. — All Ameri- 
can records for quick diving by a sub- 
marine boat were broken yesterday, 
when the submarine Octopus wont 
through a series of extraordinary tests 
hi the Comington Cove In a nasty sea, 
with a thick fog that cleared at times 
and a wind that blew at a rate of 35 
to -10 miles an hour. , The principal 
thing was to determine whether the 
Octopus would be able to be submerg- 
ed quickly should an enemy bo sight- 
ed. Running at full speed on the sur- 
face, propelled by gasoline engines, 
the Octopus received a .signal from 
members of the naval trial board on 
board the tender Nina. Immediately 
the engines were stopped and power 
was furnished by storage batteries, 
diving rudders were adjusted, the 
marine took three tons of water Into 
her tank and sank to a depth of 20 
feet, so that the deck, which is four 
feet above tho axis of boat was at a

Tho submarine Im- 
mediately dived and escaped a collis 
Ion by sinking so deep that tho tow 
passed above her hi safety. At an- 
other time the Octopus was running 
ut a speed of ton knots an hour when 
she dived and was completely sub- 
merged within 23 seconds.

At a meeting held | n the u.lj nail 
last evening the British Columbia Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society was launched un- 
der the act of incorporation secured 
from tho legislature at its recent ses- 
sion. By-laws wero adopted and other 
arrangements made, for getting tho 
project for a provincial sanitarium 
under way. The officers elected at the 
annual meeting of the original society, 
held on April 3 last, wero entrusted 
with the tn.sk of sotting tho machinery 
In motion and getting the proposed san- 
itarium In operation pending the regu- 
lar election of officers and directors In 
January next, the machinery for which 
Is not yet In shape. The mooting was 
representative of Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, tho Trades and Labor Council of 
the former city having two delcgutea 
In attendance. 

In the absenco of the president, R. 
Marp'ole, Mayor Morloy occupied tho 
chair: while Dr. C. J. Fagan, provin- 
cial health officer, acted as secretary. 
The minutes of the last annual meeting 
previous to Incorporation wero read and 
adopted. 

Dr. Fagan reported that tho execu- 
tive committee had adopted a set of 
by-laws, which Were submitted to tho 
meeting for ratification. The by-laws 
lind been drawn under the provisions 
of tho act of incorporation passed lit the 
recent session of the legislature. These 
by-laws provided for the establishment 
of a sanitarium and for its manage- 
ment, government, etc. They were 
then taken up, clause bv clause, and 
passed, some slight amendments being 
made to the original draft. 

Difficulty was found In regard to 
starting the machiner;.- of the organ- 
ization In motion, and it was eventually 
decided that the officers elected in 
April last and tho executive then ap- 
pointed, and since added to, as provided 
for at that meeting, should bo entrusted 
with the work of completing tho organ- 
ization, the selection of a site for a 
sanitarium and the erection of a build- 
ing. Tho committee Is as follows: 
Rev. XV. Leslie Cluy, Mrs. Jenkins, A. 
S, Bar'toni A. J. Dallaln, A. J. C, Gal- 
letly, A. Johnson; Dr. Walker, A. G. 
perry, R. P. Petflplece, P. Donnelly, 
Dr. Underbill, Dr. Proctor, Dr. Stephens; 
Mayor Gordon of Kamloops, Mayor 
Megnw of Vernon, J. S. C. Fraser of 
Rossland and Dr. Arthur of Nelson, 
with tho president, secretary and treas- 
urer of the old society. 

Tho following resolution, moved by 
Dr. Fagan, was unanimously adopted: 

"Whereas tuberculosis is tho cause of 
1 death In every 7 recorded, and 1 in 
every 3.5 deaths occurring between the 
ages of 15 and 15; , 

"Whereas tho death rate from tuber- 
culosis in British Columbia is about 200 
every year, and the invalidism Is 
largely in excess of .this; . 

"Whereas, the affected persons are in- 
valided at a time in life when they are 
most useful to their; families and to- tho 
state; r-tf ■ ■ 

"Whereas tuberculosis is an infec- 
tious disease; 

"Whereas it is a disease that may be 
cured and can be prevented; 

"Whereas there is at present no in- 
stitution for the treatment of con- 
sumption, -and our public hospitals re- 
fuse- to admit persons suffering from 
this disease. 

"It is therefore resolved that the. 
public generally bo asked to endorse 
and assist In attaining the aims and 
objects of tho British Columbia Antl- 
Tuberculosls Society. 

"Resolved that the attention of the 
federal and local authorities be called 
to the fact that citizens are invalided 
and dying from a curable and prevent- 
able disease, against which so far no 
action has been taken. 

"Resolved that municipal authorities 
be reminded that the health and lives 
of inhabitants of their districts are In 
tho care of tho municipal authorities. 

"Resolved, that members ot religious, 
friendly, benevolent, trades and other 
societies be requested to assist in the 
movement to combat man's greatest 
scourge. 

"Resolved that an effort be made to 
collect a sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars to erect and OQUip suitable 
buildings to handle our consumptives, 
both incipient and advanced." 

In moving this, Dr. Fagan said that 
the provincial government had recently 
ofTered tho association $10,000 in addi- 
tion to their first grant of that amount, 
on condition that the sanitarium handle 
advanced cases, . as well as incipient 
ones. He. drew attention to tho rav- 
ages of this disease and its contagious- 
ness. It was one disease to light 
which no steps havo been taken. As 
civilized men, action was called for. 

A. G. Ferry, one of the representa- 
tives of tho Vancouver Trades and 
Labor Council, in seconding the resolu- 
tion said tills was a work that should 
be taken up by the state, but as the 
state did not seo \\s way clear to do so. 
It devolved upon the public to take ac- 
tion, and perhaps the state would later 
step in and do its duty. 

Tho following motion, moved by Dr. 
Stephens of Vancouver and seconded by 
Rev. T. W. Gladstone, was also unani- 
mously passed: 

"That this meeting ask the provi- 
sional directors (a) to proceed at once 
to form a constitution and by-laws for 
branch societies; (b) to proceed at once 
to make a thorough canvass of British 
Columbia for funds, establishing branch 
societies In all districts where suitable; 
(c) to print a membership card; (d) to 
proceed to take all necessary steps 
toward getting a site, and proceed 
toward tho erection of a building as 
soon as finances justify such a proced- 
ure; (e) to procure and secure a medi- 
cal superintendent at such ' time as is 
thought, advisable." 

Dr. Fagan then reported that out of 
the $100,000 aimed at, $00,000 had al- 
ready been secured. This Included 
$10,000 from Lieutenant-Governor Duns- 
mulr, $20,000 from the provincial gov- 
ernment, $5,000 from Vancouver, $5,000 
from the C. 1'. R. and $10,000 from pri- 
vate subscriptions In Vancouver and 
$11,000 from a similar source in Vic- 
toria. The city council of Victoria bad 
not yet scon its way clear to make a 
grant, but when it did so, it was hoped 
it would be a liberal one, for other cities 
and municipalities wore wntching tho 
capital, 

After tho general meeting adjourned, 
a meeting of tho directors was held, at 
which Rev. W. Leslie Clay was elected 
chairman and the following executive 
committee appointed, with power to act 
In tho matter of organization: Rev. 
W. Lesllo Clay, Dr. C. .1. Fagan, A. J. 
C. Galletly, A. Johnson, Mrs. Jenkint,, A. 
S. Barton and A. J. Dallain.

Noted Magazine Publisher Says 
Japs Are Growing Am- 
bitious 



T. Shaw Fitchett, of Melbourne, 
editor of Australian Life and Tho 
Australian Xew Idea magazines, hav- 
ing a larger Australian circulation 
than any others in the world, was a 
passenger by tho steamer Manuka. 
Ho will proceed to eastern Canada, 
tho United States and England for 
tho purpose of studying magazine 
methods. 

Mr. Fitchett gave a reporter some 
very interesting facts about Australia 
and Australian life, when interviewed. 

If you could pick up all Europe and 
dot it down in our country it would 
not all be covered up, or if Alabama 
was lifted out of the United States 
and all the rest of that country put 
on top of us, we would not be en- 
tirely hidden," he said. "When ono 
considers that the population of all 
Australasia is only G,000,000 and that 
vast areas of farming and ranching 
lands capable of supporting millions 
upon millions of settlors awaits de- 
velopment ono can form some small 
idea of tho future in store for our 
good old Australia. 

"One of the advantages we have 
over other countries, the United 
States for instance, is that our race 
is unmixed witli foreigners. Six mil- 
lion people, equal to the best Can- 
adians, .-ire capable of wonderful 
things, and wonderful tilings aro 
hound to come to pass over there. 
We havo perhaps been a little slow 
in advertising our country, but now 
tho example of Canada, is being fol- 
lowed and tho tide of immigration Is 
starting to How in our direction with 
as great rapidity as to this country. 
In tho early days ono man would get 
possession of as much as a million 
acres of land, which has been de- 
voted to sheep and cattle ranching, 
but gradually smaller farmers aro 
coming in and they aro tho true typo 
of nation builders." 

Replying to a question, Mr. Fitchett 
said that undor the pica of keeping 
tho raco pure, the labor leaders had 
succeeded in getting the government 
to pass most rigid legislation against 
tho importation of Japanese and 
Chinese. Six thousand Kanakas, who 
had b<v-ii in Australia for over twenty 
years, had been deported to many 
of tho little islands to the (nortl> of 
Australia, where they had been put 
do\yn and in many cases have suf- 
fered great privation. • 

In Mr. Fltchett's opinion it would 
be to tho interest of the country to 
modify U10 restrictions on Japanese 
Immigration to some extent so that 
Australian sugar growers and other? 
would be able to compete with the 
FIJI island companies, which by rea- 
son of the cheap native labor, aro 
able to sell goods after tho duty has 
boon paid at a much less figure than 
they can be manufactured for by Aus- 
tralians. 

"On tho other hand," said Mr. 
Fitchett, "thcro is a danger in allow- 



ing too many Orientals to come 
Into Australia. Tho Japanese are al- 
ready ca-sting envious eyes across to 
tho rich districts in the north of our 
country, which have not yet been 
opened up. It is interesting to note 
how eager tho Japs are to acquiro 
knowledge pertaining to Australia. 
From every Japanese boat that reach- 
es our ports come officers eager to 
purchase literature dealing with our 
resources. Tho fact is a ; very sug- 
gestive ono.' If we were not backed 
up by tho British Empire I have no 
doubt that they would swarm across 
to tho northern part of Australia. 
On tho whole, perhaps, it is best that 
they are kept out altogether." 

Mr. Fitchett Is a. son of Dr. W. H. 
Fitchett, who wrote "Deeds That Won 
the Empire," about which the Dondon 
"Spectator" gave three columns of 
nattering- criticism, and which won 
for the author the degree of D.L.D. 
from {he Toronto University. Mr. 
Fitchett is accompanied by Mr. D. 
Lomax, a voung Australian gentle- 
man, who is going to New York to 
study engineering.

FARMING IN CANADA 

A' paragraph in the London Times 
says that Lord Strathcona is in re- 
ceipt of a telegram from the Minister 
of the Interior 'stating that $2,000,- 
000,000 aro invested in agriculture in 
Canada and that the annual crop is 
worth $363,000,000 a year, which the 
Times thinks a high per centago of 
produce, being upwards of 18 per 
cent. The value of a statement of 
this lcind is largely discounted by the 
fact that it is almost wholly tho re- 
sult of guess work, perhaps careful 
guessing, but only guessing after all, 
as we all .know the agricultural sta- 
tistics of Canada are not taken with 
KufClcleuL accuracy to warrant any- 
thing more than a very rough approx- 
imation on any branch of the subject. 
The value of farm products, as esti- 
mated by the Minister, averages ap- 
proximately $60 per head of tho whole 
population of the Dominion. This 
seems high; it is about doublo the 
average per capita product of British 
Columbia. It would amount to about 
$300 per family. It is an amount 
that would bo exceedingly satisfactory, 
if we could feel sure that it was ar- 
rived at after calculations from re- 
liable data. As to the amount in- 
vested in farms, it is very difficult 
to reach a satisfactory conclusion 
even after tho most careful investiga- 
tion possible. On every farm there 
must be mors or less of an area 
which is non-productive, but would be 
taken into account by a farmer in 
estimating the amount of his invest- 
ment, which indeed it would form a 
part of, but not such a' part as ought 
to be considered in calculating the 
percentage, which the product bears 
to tho investment. For example, a 
man has a farm of 160 acres, worth, 
let us say, $50 an acre, which is $S,000. 
Of this he may only actually farm 
20 acres, and his crop may be worth 
$1,000. Now let us say that the 50 
acres, which he farms are worth $100 
an acre, of $5,000; his crop repre- 
sents 20 per cent upon his investment 
In cultivated land, whereas it would 
be worth only 12 1-2 per cent upon 
his whole investment. Therefore the 
deduction from the Minister's sta- 
tistics, admitting that they are ap- 
proximately correct, is not likely to be 
at all accurate, which is well, because 
the 18 per cent does not represent the 
profit, but the gross value of the pro- 
duct and must cover the cost of pro- 
duction. At the same time, in view 
of the fact that the farming popula- 
tion is nothing near the total of the 
whole population, it is satisfactory 
to know that the Minister has felt 
justified In placing the products of 
tho farms of Canada at such a figure 
as shows an average of at least $60 
per head of all the people of the 
Dominion. 



tho curtailment of expense, and tho 
desirability of the establishment of 
courses of proceduro which would 
minimize delays. 

(3) That, with a view to the exten- 
sion of uniform rights of appeal to 
all colonial subjects of his Majesty, 
the various Orders in Council, instrtict- 
tions to Governors, charters of jus- 
tice, ordinances and proclamations 
upon the subject of the appellate jur- 
isdiction of the Sovereign should bo 
taken into consideration for tho pur- 
pose of determining tho desirability of 
equalizing the conditions which gave 
right of appeal to his Majesty. 

(4) That much uncertainty, expense 
and delay would bo avoided If some 
portion of his Majesty's prerogative 
to grant special leave to appeal in 
cases where there exist no right of 
appeal wero exercised under definite 
rules and restrictions. 

In addition to this resolution the 
following, moved by General Botha 
and supported by the premiers of 
Cape Colony and Natal, was adopted: 

(1) That when a Court of Appeal 
has been established for any group 
of colonies geographically connected, 
whether federated or not, to which 
appeals Ho from tho decisions of the 
Supremo Courts of such colonies, It 
shall be competent for the Legislature 
of each such colony to abolish any 
existing right of appeal from its Su- 
preme Court to the Judicial Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council. 

(2) That the decisions of such 
Court of Appeal shall be final, but 
leave to appeal from such decisions 
bo granted by the said Court In cer- 
tain cases prescribed by the statute 
under which it is established. 

(3) That the right of any person to 
apply to tho Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council for leave to appeal 
to it from tho decision of such Ap- 
peal Court shall not be curtailed. 

This resolution, although It does not 
say so in so many words, is intended 
to meet the case of South Africa, 
where, as Dr. Jameson said, cases 
constantly arise requiring special 
knowledge of tho old Dutch law, which 
the Lords of tho Privy Council or of the 
Judicial Committee cannot be expect- 
ed to possess. The above resolutions, 
apart from their bearing upon the 
important matter dealt with, illus- 
trate' tho various and difficult phases 
presented by tho work of empirc- 
bullding, and how very much more 
it requires than the making of high- 
sounding speeches or the passage of 
academic resolutions.

IMPERIAL APPEAL COURT 

The question of appeals to tho Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil was ono of the matters discussed 
at the Imperial Conference. The 
Commonwealth of Australia submitted 
a resolution in favor of the establish- 
ment of an Imperial Court of Appeal; 
and the government of Capo Colony of- 
fered one on the general subject of 
appeals, which after being amended 
was adopted. Mr. Deakin said that 
the Commonwealth was not satisfied 
with the Judicial omrr.ntee, and 
hoped that permission would be given 
to transfer appeals from tnat colony 
directly to the Mouse of LorcU. Dr. 
Jameson thought that tho Judicial 
Committee was as a rule satisfactory 
to South Africa. Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr 
said that the decisions of the Judi- 
cial Committee generally gave satis- 
faction in Canada, although he added 
that there was a disposition in the 
Dominion to confine the decision of 
cases wholly to the Canadian Courts. 
Sir J. Ward thought existing arrange- 
ments fairly satisfactory, but he ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would be well 
if a judge from the Supreme Court 
of a colony could sit with the Judicial 
Committee on the hearing of appeals 
from that colony. Sir Robert Bond 
thought that existing arrangements 
might bo rendered less expensive and 
more expeditious. The Lord Chan- 
cellor said it would be a mistake to 
abolish the Judicial Committee, but 
that tho Imperial government would 
do everything necessary to carry out 
the resolution submitted by Capo Col- 
ony, which as ainmended read' as fol- 
lows: 

This Conference, recognizing the 
importance to all parts of the Umpire 
of tho appellate jurisdiction of his 
Majesty the King in Council, desires 
to place upon record its opinion — 

(1) That In tho interests of his Maj- 
esty's subjects beyond the seas It is 
expedient that the practice and pro- 
cedure of the Right Honorable the 
Lords of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council bo definitely laid 
down In tho form of a code of rules 
and regulations. 

(2 That In tho codification of tho 
mien regard should be had to the ne- 
cessity for the removal of anachron- 
isms und anomalies, the possibility of 



CHINESE TURKESTAN 

Last Sunday the Colonist spoke In 
a general way of Central Asia and 
the part it might possibly play in the 
history of the world. We notice that 
this subject has lately been discussed 
at a meeting of the Central Asian So- 
c(£ty in London, the occasion being 
a lecture delivered by Major C. D. 
Bruce, who has lately returned from 
a visit to that largely unknown re- 
gion. He very clearly intimated that 
troublo may arise there at an early 
day.' The report of his remarks in 
tlie London Times Is not at all extend- 
ed, and the reader of it is left to guess 
largely at what danger is likely to 
arise; but when Major Bruce speaks 
of "a rude awakening" it is to be as- 
sumed that the question presented by 
conditions there is of considerable Im- 
portance. Wo gather that he antici- 
pates tho probability of a sudden ex- 
tension of Russian power at the ex- 
pense of China, for he speaks of tho 
weakness of the Chinese garrisons and 
the failure of the Chinese authorities 
to organize local forces. General Sir 
Thomas Holditch took the ground 
that what may be expected Is a 
struggle between the Central Asian 
tribes for supremacy. It is hardly 
likely that Russia will make any ef- 
fort to extend her territory in the di- 
rection indicated, at least for some 
years to come, because of her under- 
standing with Great Britain. It is 
also exceedingly improbable that Ja- 
pan would tolerate any weakening of 
her huge neighbor by the power, 
which she has just so ably checked 
in its ambitions in another direction. 
We think it may safely !:e assumed 
that for some years to come the Cen- 
tral Asian people will be permitted 
to work out their own destiny, and 
if that is the case, at the rate of pro- 
gress, which China is now making in 
the matter of reform, Russia will 
probably find it everlastingly too kite 
to extend her boundaries further 
east. 



Mr. Mackenzie King expresses him- 
self as greatly pleased with tho work- 
ing of the Lomtoux Act. Tho Colonist 
has a high opinion of Mr. King's good 
sense, and is satisfied that ho would 
not speak in this way simply for the 
sake of saying something complimen- 
tary of tho government whose servant 
he is. As he says tho important thing 
is the principle upon which tho Act' is 
based. Doubtless the details aro faulty, 
but these can easily bo amended. Wo 
are very suro that Conservatives as 
well as Liberals will uso every effort 
to perfect tho law, so that under it wo 
may be free from serious labor 
troubles as it will be possible to make 
a country. The complaint Is bfton 
made that our politics are chiefly per- 
sonal. This is not such a regrettable 
thing as it might be, seeing that our 
political differences never yet prevent- 
ed both parties from getting together 
when serious questions have to be 
worked out. Once a principle Is set- 
tled, both sides of the House unite in 
perfecting details.

It ought 
to bo a white man's country, but the 
white men must think exactly as he 
does. Ho disapproves altogether of 
tho suggestion of tho Colonist that ef- 
fords ought to be made to bring to 
Canada those of our fellow white sub- 
jects, who are leaving Australia and 
New Zealand. These people entertain 
some ideas, with which Mr. Mara does 
not agree, at least ho thinks they en- 
tertain those ideas, and therefore he 
would prefer to see them lost to the 
Empire rather than cast their lot with 
us. He fs quite opposed to tho idea 
that the Board of Trade should make 
any effort to bring to Canada any of 
these people, or to stop at Victoria any 
part of the migration from our sister 
colonies to San FranlclSCO. ' It is only 
right to mention that if such Immi- 
grants should bo Induced to come here, 
tho conditions under which tho Chinese 
head tax ought to be reduced, accord- 
ing to tho resolution of the board, 
would not occur, and perhaps Mr. 
Mara's position is the logicul sequence 
ot' tlie attitude taken by the Board, as 
indicated by Its action the other day.

Creosoting Plant, Revenue By- 
law, Medical Inspection 
of Schools 



Whether or not Victoria is to have 
a creosoting plant for the treatment 
of blocks for civic pavement purposes 
Is one of the questions that will bo 
decided at Monday night's meeting of 
the city council. The matter lias now 
been hanging fire until the season 
for laying pavements is fairly well 
advanced. It will take considerable 
time, to install the plant, so that, if 
creosoting is to be adopted, the work 
of construction must bo started at 
oncei It was decided some time ago 
to install a plant, but shice then the 
estimated cost has been largely In- 
creased owing to advances in labor 
and materials. As a result it is pos- 
sible that the council will not install 
a plant for this year, at least, what- 
ever may bo done later. 

Another important matter that will 
come up will bo Aid. Hanna's by-law 
to amend the Revenue By-Law of 
1900 to provide for the licencing of 
agents of insurance and like compan- 
ies -which do not maintain an office 
in Victoria or do not. pay license to 
the city. The same by-law also pro- 
vides for a tax of $2 per year on all 
owners of private carriages. 

The council will meet first as a 
board of health, when a deputation 
from the school board will be heard 
In reference to securing a regular 
medical inspection of the city3chouis.

If the Empress Hotel is to open on 
schedule time on Dominion ' Day, there 
will have to .be some pretty tall- hustling 
In Jhe -construction work 'between now and 
then. At the present rate of progress 
tuerfc is about four months' work ahead 
of the contractors; and unless the speed 
is accelerated greatly It will be September 
Instead of July before the CP.H.'B haud- 
aume structure Is ready for business. 

A reporter for the Colonist paid a visit 
to the new hotel yesterday and made n 
tour of the building. The outside work 
with the exception of the putting in place 
of the entrance steps and the grading of 
the terrace and grounds In practically 
completed now, and the efforts of the 
workmen are being concentrated upon the 
finishing of the interior. Although the 
work is far advanced, there Is still much 
to be done on the Inside, and most of It 
Is slow tedious work that cannot be hur- 
ried along very rapidly. Under the cir- 
cumstances It is quite easy to believe that 
the opening of the new hotel will have to 
be deferred to a Inter date than that al- 
ready announced. 

The upper floors ure tho furthest ad- 
vanced and It would be no trouble to 
have these sleeping apartments ready In 
the lime specified; Tho fourth, fifth and 
sixth flooro are very near completion, but 
it Is the lower floors that will hold back 
(ho opening. These are still far from the 
finished state. On the top three fiats the 
plastering bos all been completed, the 
flooring laid, the doors put on, and the 
painters are now at work while the 
plumbers will start In at once. The man- 
tles and grates, of course, have yet to be 
put in .place. The bardwood flooring on 
each storey Is laid on a concrete found- 
ation, the entire building being built in 
the latest approved fireproof construction 
Style. 'On the lower . stories the wood 
floors have not been started yet. 

The dining tooiu is probably the most ad- 
vanced of any of the lower apartments of 
the hotel. This Is -being finished up with 
redwood panelled celling and walls and 
columns of the same wood and much of 
this work has already been done. The 
woodwork Is all handsomely carved -and 
the room will likely prove one of the 
finest of Its kind anywhere on the coast. 
The dining room occupies all the northern 
end of the main floor. The palm garden, 
to the back of the rotunda, Is also well 
advanced while the ladles' parlor upstairs 
Is another room that Is Hearing comple- 
tion. Work lu the grill room, billiard 
room, and bar, which are located down 
In the basement, has not ben started yet. 

The big stairways have to be put In 
plnce, quite a task In itself, and the ele- 
vators installed. The machinery for the 
lifts In on the ground now and workmen 
are trasy putting it in place. The plaster- 
ers are busy at work on the lower floors 
but the squad at work Is rather small for 
the amount of labor ahead. 

The foundations for an additional wing 
at the back of the building wore laid 
wheu the main building was started but 
this wing will not be built for a year or 
so. When this addition Is built the low 
building to the north of the ninia struc- 
ture, which Is to contain the kitchen, will 
ho extended upwards to a level with the 
main edifice. 

The old paint factory is being convert- 
ed Into n boiler house and machine *hop 
at good speed. The boilers themselves 
will" be contained In a low structure out- 
smdo of the present building and work- 
men are at present excavating for tills. 
,It will be all of two months before tills 
.power house la ready, but even then It 
will he finished considerably ahead of tho 
hotel Itself.

SIR WILLIAM MULLOCK 

IN VICTORIA 



Pleasant Impressions Gained on 
Trip From Interior to 
Coast 



Victoria is at present entertaining 
a distinguished visitor in the person 
of Sir William Mulock, K.C., K.C.M. 
G., chief Justice of the exchequer di- 
vision of the high court of justice for 
Ontario, and former postmaster gen- 
eral and minister of labor. Sir Wil- 
liam came west from 'i'oronto to act 
as chairman of the board of concili- 
ation in the recent coal strike on tho 
mainland, and took.Tthc,, opportunity to 
pay His first visit .tovthe Pacific coast. 
As will bo remembered, the board was 
not called upon to adt, tho miners and 
the operators having patched up their 
differences themselves, although thu 
board was on the ground ready to 
take the matter up had there been 
occasion for it. 

Despite IS la many years of active 
public life, Sir William is still hale 
and hearty, and In tho ordinary course 
of events should bo good for many 
more vears' service to his country. 
Previous to the advent of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler to power in 1896, Sir Wil- 
liam, then plain Mr. Mulock, was one 
of the foremost men in the Liberal 
ranks, and it was only natural that 
his leader should select him for one 
of the important portfolios, that of 
postmaster-general. It . was during 
Sir Williams' tenure of that, position 
that two-cent postage was introduced 
In Canada, while many other changes 
in tho rates were also mado. It was 
in recognition of his service to the 
empire in tho matter of penny post- 
ago that ho received his knighthood. 

Seven years ago Sir William Intro- 
duced tho bill in the house of com- 
mons providing for thu establishment 
of a labor department, and on its 
passage became first minister of la- 
bor of Canada. Ho selectod as his 
deputy minister, W. L. Mackenzie 
King, who accompanies him on this 
visit. The last big public movement 
taken up by Sir Wilfrid before his re- 
tirement from politics about two years 
ago, was an investigation of public 
ownership of telephones, but it did not 
bear active fruit, so far as his col- 
leagues in the Dominion government 
wero concerned, although It did in 
two out of three prairlo provinces, 
Manitoba and Albdrta having taken 
up the question and the installation of 
public-owned systems now in pro- 
gress. 

It is rather a striking coincidence 
in regard to his connection with the 
labor department of the government 
that ho should have been selected as 
tho first chairman In the settlement 
of a labor dispute under the. Concili- 
ation act passod by the Dominion par- 
liament last session. 

Sir William, accompanied by W. L. 
Mackenzie. King, deputy minister of 
labor, and tho latter's private secre- 
tary, arrived in Victoria last evening 
by tho Princess Victoria. They will 
remain hero until tomorrow evening 
sightseeing. This is Sir William's 
first visit to tho coast, and to a re- 
porter for tho Colonist ho expressed 
himself as delighted with tho climate 
and scenery of tho country en route. 
As to Victoria, in particular, ho could 
not, of course, express an opinion, for 
ho had not had an opportunity of see- 
ing anything of this city except tho 
view of it ho had secured from the 
boat coming In. 

On public questions he had nothing 
to say, being, as ho remarked, out of 
politics. Ho was glad that tho min- 
ors and operators had como to an 
agreement, not. boennse ho desired to 
shirk the duties thnt he had under- 
taken In connection with the matter, 
but because It was In the Interests of 
all concerned.

stead of having them concentrated on 
a limited area. 

Furthermore, the reflecting surface 
is projected within tho circle of the 
filament with those from tho other Is 
obviated. These objects aro attained 
by providing a bulb of peculiar form, 
the lower surface of it being a seg- 
ment of a sphere of relatively larger 
diameter and tho upper surface a 
similar segment of smaller diameter, 
the convexity of the upper segment 
projecting within the concavity of tho 
lower one. Tho lllament is of ring 
form, and surrounds tho inwardly 
projected portion of the tipper side 
of the bulb. 

The silvering is applied to the outer 
surface of the upper sldo of tho bulb, 
to show a reflecting surface from its 
downward convexity. 

Ono important advantage of this 
construction which differentiates It 
from other attempts to attain a simi- 
lar result lies in tho fact that the 
reflecting material Is fully exposed to 
the atmosphere, so that it cannot be- 
come ovor- heated by the filament and 
destroyed.

Canadian Manufacturers Are Vic- 
timized by a Buenos 
Ayres Firm 



Toronto, May 11. — A huge swindle on 
Canadian manufacturers, perpetrated 
by a Buenos Ayres firm, came to light 
today, when G. M. Murray, secretary 
of tho C. M. A., informed one of his 
committees of certain revelations that 
had been made to him. 

Last summer a Toronto firm re- 
ceived an order from a concern doing 
business in Buenos Ayres for a large 
consignment of pianos, to be shipped 
Immediately. A draft for 90 days 
on tho home office in Spain was en- 
closed. The association was asked 
for a report on tho Buenos Ayres firm, 
and in tho meantime the blinkers sent 
on the draft,- which was accepted. 

The pianos wero shipped. At the 
termination of tho dato of the draft 
tho Spanish bankers informed tho 
Canadian shipper that tho firm had 
not mado good. In tho meantime, 
however, the pianos wero held at a 
foreign port awaiting developments. 

On tho arrival of tho consignment 
an indignant letter was immediately 
sent to Toronto, telling tho firm that 
there would bo no further business 
deals if there was to bo such a dis- 
play of lack of confidence, but offer- 
ing to tuko tho pianos at a nominal 
price. Sooner than pay tho freight 
back to Canada, tho Toronto firm let 
the goods go at a sacrifice.

PROBLEMS BEFORE 
THE SCHOOL BOARD 



Victoria West's Needs to be Dis- 
cussed at Public Meeting 
on Tuesday 



The Victoria West school question 
will be discussed at a public meeting 
of residents of that section on Tues- 
day evening, commencing at S o'clock 
at tho rooms of tho Victoria. West Ath- 
letic Association. 

The situation was outlined tho other 
day in these columns. Tho point over 
which there appears to be some dis- 
cussion is whether it would bo advis- 
able to proceed with tho erection of a 
now school building on the present, or 
some other site to be selected, In view 
of tho fact that It Is impossible, to ob- 
tain a portion of the Songhecs Indian 
reserve without some delay. 

From what can bo gathered the ma- 
jority seem In favor of waiting for a 
short time at least in order to give 
time for tho settlement of the reserve 
difficulty and rehabilitation of the na- 
tives elsewhere. 

When that occurs it Is pointed out 
that in accordance with an agreement 
entered into with tho provincial and 
municipal authorities it will be pos- 
sible to secure a portion of that prop- 
erty for school purposes. The site, it Is 
suggested by some, might be chosen 
adjoining the portion utilized for park 
purposes, thus lending additional 
beauty to the building and giving the 
children attending pleusanter sur- 
roundings than otherwise would be the 
case. 

The only alternative proposition, in 
the opinion of many, is the construc- 
tion of the now building on the old 
site. They claim that there is no other 
property in the district at all adapted 
to the purpose, oven if there were suf- 
ficient money available to make the 
purchase. It is contended also that the 
site of the present schuol is out of the 
question being low and swampy and 
altogether unsunitary. 

It is stated that an Invitation has 
been extended members of the Board 
of School Trustees to uttend the meet- 
ing question, Thus it will bo possible 
for the residents of the section to dis- 
cuss tho question 'and, together, to 
come to some mutually and satisfac- 
tory arrangement. 

Tho question of placing the Victoria 
College oa the same basis, as to edu- 
cational facilities, is a matter that is 
before tho Victoria Board of School 
Trustees. As is known to those who 
followed^ local school matters for the 
past several years this city has boon 
at a slight disadvantage in this re- 
spect In comparison with the Terminal 
City institution. 

There tho students have been able 
to obtain higher education, to tho ex- 
tent of tho second year course in Arts 
and tho first In science similar to that 
which is in vogue at McGIll university. 
The system has been controlled by. an 
organization known as the Royal In- 
stitute of Learning. At tho last ses- 
sion of tho provincial parliament the 
scope of that organization was so ex- 
tended that the Victoria College may 
be given tho same affiliation with the. 
eastern scat of - learning mentioned 
under the supewlslon of the Royal In- 
stitute. r 

Apart from tho consent of the man- 
agement of the University of McGill 
to nut Victoria College on the same 
basis as that of the Mainland no fur- 
ther progress has been made towards 
the object in view. The matter. It is 
announced, will he taken flp at a meet- 
ing of the Royal Institute of Learning. 
This gathering in all probability, will 
be attended by Dr. Tory, who is prom- 
inently Indentifie'd with the university 
mentioned and who is now sojourning 
in Vancouver. It Is likely that the 
question to be discussed on this oc- 
casion will bo the advislhillty of tak- 
ing advantage of the increased powers 
given that body as a result of the 
measure passed through the recent 
session of the legislature. 

In event of a favorible decision, of 
which, in the opinion of prominent 
educationalists, there is no doubt, the 
Victoria College will be given the 
higher standing desired. This may 
mean some augmentation of the equip- 
ment and In the personnel of the staff 
of the institution. These, however, are 
matters of detail which will be dealt 
with later.

MEASLES EPIDEMIC 

Primary Classes at Contral School to 
Bo Closed 

Thn measles epidemic has reached 
tho Central school, and Dr. Robertson 
has ordered the closing of the primary 
classes of that Institution, The order 
will take effect on Monday. The. 
three schools, Spring Ridge, South 
Park and Kingston which have been 
closed for a week or so now will 
not reopen for some days yet. Dr 
Robertson, medical health ofllcor, after 
looking carefully into the matter re- 
ported that in tho interest of tho pub- 
lic health it would bo better that these 
schools should remain closed until all 
danger of spread of the disease in tho 
affected districts has blown over. Com- 
paratively few cases have been report- 
ed from the Central school, but it was 
thought better to take no risks. 

In view of the situation the school 
board will on Monday night ask the 
city council to provide for an Imme- 
diate inspection of the schools, even if 
they cannot, at the present arrange 
for the regular inspection for which 
the board is asking. It is folt that the 
conditions at present demand some 
decided course of action to check tho 
spread of the disease through all the 
schools of the city.

Tho second annuo.! meeting of the 
junior branches of tho Woman's 
Auxiliary to tho M. S. C. C. took place 
on Friday afternoon, May 10th, In 
Christ Church Cathedral, schoolroom. 
There was a very good attendance of 
the children and their friends, and 
tho schoolroom had been prettily 
decorated 'with flowers for the occas- 
ion by Miss J. Wollaston and Miss 
Dorothy Royds. For tho opening 
hvmn, No. 217 of Hymns Ancient and 
Modern was sung, and prayers -were 
read by the bishop. 

The -president, Mrs. Porrln, gave a 
short address,' reminding the children 
of the objects of tho association, and 
welcoming the four new branches — at 
Alert Bay, Ladysmith, and two at 
Duncan — which had been organized 
during tho past year. After this fol- 
lowed the reports of tho young sec- 
retrles, which were very satisfactory, 
and showed that much earnest work 
had been done In each branch. 

Tho bishop then gave a short mis- 
sionary address, taking us his sub- 
ject tho pledge which the junior 
branches throughout Cana'daS had 
taken up as their special work. This 
is to help tho homo which the Rev 
W. C. White has .started at Long 
Wongr, Fuhkien, China, where the 
children of leper parents who a(re 
themselves untainted by the dread 
disease, may have the opportunity of 
growing up healthy and strong, and 
at the same time may bo trained 
under Christian Influences. 

Next followed the hymn which the 
children aro accustomed to sing at 
their weekly meetings. Eight little 
girls from St. Saviour's branch then 
gave a missionary dialogue. Hazel 
Kirk, from tho same branch, follow- 
ing with a recitation, all of which 
was warmly received by the apprecia- 
tive audience. 

Tho bishop then ashed tho Rev. C. 
E. Cooper to read his report an the 
examination, which was as follows: 

My Lord Bishop: — I beg herewith 
to present to you this, my report of 
the Scripture and Missionary Exam- 
ination of the junior branches of the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the M. S. C. 
C. There were in all Ii0 children who 
sat for the examination — 1G boys and 
34 girls. They enme from live 
schools: two in Victoria, Christ 
church and St. Saviour's; two in the 
Cowlchan district, Quamlchan ivnd 
tho "Cliffs" school at Duncan and the 
school at Alert Bay. Of this number 
Duncan sent i?, Christ church and 
Quamlehan A each, St. Saviour's 7 
and Alert Bay C. The examination 
was held in three grades— juniors of 
8 and fl years, Intermediate from 10 
to 12 and senior from 12 inwards as 
high as 17. Two children of 12 took 
the senior paper, William Maltland 
Dougall and Evelyn Bassett. Thi 
former of these did remarkably well, 
coming eighth In tho list of seniors. 
Ho Is not eligible for one of the 
regular prizes, but I should like him 
to receive somo mark of special com- 
mendation. Gladys Royds also de- 
serves special commendation. .The 
papers as a whole are very creditable 
and show that the children have taken 
great pnlns nnd that they have btjen 
well and carefully prepared. The

The races were particularly good, 
and some very promising youngsters 
beinir brought out, and their iuture 
in the athletic world -will be watched 
with Interest by many Victorians who 
were present yesterday ana saw what 
tney were able to do as youngsters. 

In every event there ware sufficient 
entries to make the race Interesting, 
and there was not u nice which was 
not stubbornly contested. 

The most remarkable pi'-rLoi'mtmee £ 
the afternoon's sport was the hundred 
yards race for boys under fifteen, the 
lirst heat of which wa*? won by Gordon 
Agnew, in eleven flat. The. final also 
went lo Agnew, but the time was not 
as KOOd as tho first heat. The boy is 
a fine, strong runner, aiul he suc- 
ceeded in winning the prize presented 
by the secretary of the physical com- 
mittee of the Y. M. C. A., for the com- 
petitor winning tne most points dur- 
inir tne attenioon. Alttiouga Agnew 
won first with fifteen points, he was 
closely pressed by Uowen, with four- 
teen, the rivalty botwen the contes- 
tants being very ltM, 

While Agnew won lirst prize for se- 
curing the greatest number of points, 
there is one little lad, who although 
he uid not win a race, deserves more 
credit than all the others put together. 
Tnis little athlete is Walls Sproule. 
who recently arrived from Winnipeg, 
and if this is tho kind of athletes that 
are grown in ine prairie capital, the 
runners of Victoria had better look to 
their iaurels or tney will soon lose 
them. This little fellow made his ap- 
pearance for the first time in tho mile 
race, and he was about half the size of 
his opponents. Nothing daunted, he 
not a good start arid made a good 
race, and there was hardly a person 
among the spectators who did not wish 
to suu tne little fellow win. He ran 
u very plucky race, but the strength 
of his opponents was too great to al- 
low him to win, however, he received 
more applause for his effort than did 
the winner, despite the fact that Ag- 
new, who won the race, used exceed- 
ingly good judgment and . finished 
strong. , 

Little Sproule again made his. ap- 
pearance in the three mile Marathon 
race, and although' ho had previously 
taken part In the three- mile race,, he 
finishod the three, miles in good form. 
With one exception his opponents were 
all fresh man and the little felow had 
very little chance, but he and Dixon, 
another promising youngster gamely 
ran the race. In .this event there were 
live starters. The running was made 
by Beckwith, with Brown tagging 
alone behind, and it was not long until 
Jones, Dixon and Sproule were left be- 
hind. Eventually the last two were put 
out of all chance of winning, while 
Jones was plodding along in a vain at- 
tempt to overtake the leaders. The

Winnipeg, May 1*. — Tomorrow will 
be Decoration Day, and the lire bri- 
gade and parks superintendent spent 
a busy forenoca decorating the monu- 
ment at the city hall, as is customary 
for the day preceding Decoration 
Day.

— Chief Provincial 
Constable Simmons, in response to a 
telegram from Reeve Francis of the 
municipality of Spulliinielieen, has gone 
to the Indian reserve near O'Keefe's 
ranch to cinell a miniature revolt among 
tho siwash braves. Tho young men 
of the tribe, numbering nljout twenty, 
objected to the workmen of the munici- 
pality tapping a crook which runs 
through the reserve, and proceeded to 
tear up the pipe which' had been laid, 
and fill In the trench. When the work- 
men objected, the Indians made a war- 
like demonstration, and the pipe-layers 
executed a masterly retreat. 

At a recent meeting the siwaslics ac- 
quiesced in the request of the munici- 
pality, and no trouble was thought of. 
Permission had already been obtained 
from the Indian department at Ottawa 
to divert tho Wat* from the creek, it 
is not known how the matter will end, 
as the Indians steadfastly refuse to 
allow the municipal workmen to proceed 
with tho work.

Tho settlement' of this strike was the 
first occasion on which the new Con- 
ciliation Act was called Into use, and 
the success which attended Its appli- 
cation is taken by. Mr. King as a pro- 
mise of a. new era In the relations of 
employer and empiuyee hi Canada. 
While the board did not actually sit, 
tho fact that its members were in 
Fernie ready to act it desired had 
much to do In tho settlement of the 
strike. 

' Air, King, who Is the first' deputy 
minister of labor for Canada, has re- 
cently had added to his duties that of 
registrar under tho Dominion gov- 
ernment's new Conciliation Act. A 
grandson of William Lyovi Mackenzie, 
whoso struggles for responsible gov- 
ernment for Upper Canada resulted in 
the rebellion of 1837, and stamped his 
name Indelibly on tne pages of Can 
adlan history, Mr. King Is exerting 
his energies In the country's Interest 
talcing more peaceful lines, the Improv- 
| Ing of industrial conditions In tho 
country by bringing labor and capital 
into better relations. 

Mr. King is tho guest of Chief Jus- 
tice Hunter during his stay in Vic- 
toria. Seen at his host's residence by 
a reporter for the Colonist last even- 
ing, Mr. King expressed himself as 
very much gratified at the turn things 
had taken In tho coal regions of tho 
mainland, an agreement satisfactory 
to both miners a'nd operators having 
been reached. This agreement is good 
for two years, and for that length of 
time there need be no fear of any fur- 
ther strike, for a. permanent: board of 
arbitration has been arranged for to 
deal with any and all disputes be- 
tween tho mine owners and their em- 
ployees during that time. This board 
consists of three representatives of 
tho seven coal companies affected, and 
throe representatives of tho .miners. 
This board would moot every month 
to deal with questions as they arise. 
In case of the board being unable to 
agreo among themselves tho govern- 
ment Is to appoint a seventh . man, 
whoso decision w(ll Be final, as both 
the owners and miners have bound 
themselves to abide by the, board's 
decision. When the success,, of this 
method has-, been' demonstrure'8 in v the 
next two years, In Mr. King's | opinion 
is all danger of further trouble in the 
British Columbia coal districts would 
be eliminated. The, system had work- 
ed out satisfactorily m England, there 
was no reason why it should , not do 
the same here. Ho looked for the 
time when this method of settling 
labor differences would be in force in 
every lino of •'industry }in). the country. 
Only last evening, he had received a 
telegram saying that the miners of 
Springfield, N. S., had asked for the

stood by the coal miners of British 
Columbia and Alberta, the recent 
strike would never have taken place. 
The act had, however, not been printed 
for distribution; and there was con- 
siderable ignorance in regard to its 
terms. As soon as its provisions were 
explained in the various districts ho 
had little difficulty, acting as medl- 
ary. In bringing tho two parties to- 
gether, with the result that a settle- 
ment 1 nd been arrived at without the 
assistance of the board of concilia- 
lion On this board tho owners of 
four, of the seven mining companies 
were represented by J. W. Parker and 
the other three had another represen- 
tative, each caso having under the 
law to be dealt with separately. The 
men were represented on all tho cases 
by air. Eckstein, a lawyer of Fernle. 
Sir William Mulock had been appoint- 
ed by tho government as chairman in 
each of. the seven cases. The services 
of the board, however, were not call- 
ed Into requisition, both parties agree- 
ing to the - settlement brought about 
through direct negotiations. 

Mr. King gives all credit for the 
settlement of the strike to tho pro- 
visions of the Conciliation Act. Had 
the . board not been appointed and in 
Fernle ready to act, In caso the min- 
ors and owners were not able to reach 
an agreement otherwise, there would 
have been further"- delay, and the set- 
tlement might not^yot have been in 
sight. Both ipar'tl'ls,-, for their own 
reasons, had; howarcr, preferred to 
settle their differences without having 
the board pass on ' tho various cases. 
One thing no would like to point out 
about th5 act was that It did not take 
away from the men the right to 
strike, but that was left as a last re- 
sort. 

-"I believe," said Mr. King In con- 
clusion, "that this act Is the most 
offectlve means possible of preventing 
strikes and lockouts, and I look for 
tho day, In the near future, when 
every industry will have its perman- 
ent board of arbitration to settle all 
differences between tho employer and 
his employees."

1 .Eventually it was found that the hill 
hail Its own water supply, and an attempt 
rtvaii accordingly made to render the mil 
untenable by placing a blockhouse) on it, 

A blockhouse made of • cowhides and 
skins was dragged up over the boulders 
and placed in position in charge of a 
strong picket. The Tihuk.-* fired arrowy 
for a day and night at the blockhouse 
without however, doing any damage. 

On the following day a further attempt 
was made to locale the water supply, and 
a iforec of fifty men. under Lieutenant 
Wolsley, divided Into small parties, enter- 
ed the lower eaves. The whole place 
was found to bo a labyrinth of caves mid 
passages occupied by Tlbuks, who shot 
from black holes below nnd from either 
side of the passages, so that it was Impos- 
sible to clear thein. „,,,„„ 

Some of the Tlbuks- succeeded in getting 
behind the attacking force; .while others 
threw down great rocks. Meanwhile, the 
danger of being burled alive 111 the pas- 
sages was very' great. 

Though the casualties were few, the 
fighting was very severe nnd trying, anil 
the men behaved with exceptional cour-

RAILWAY RUMORS 

New Haven, Conn., May 11.— The 
reported future control of the Boston 
& Maine railway system by the Incw 
York N. H. & R. Railway company 
appears to be fully confirmed here. 
The deal involves some time in the 
exchange of stock, share for share, 
practically, though possibly througn 
the medium of an intermediate com- 
pany. Some weeks are likely to 
elapse before the arrangement is fully 
carried through. .> 

It is ascertained positively that tho 
proposition has the support of Presi- 
dent Tuttle, of the Boston & Maine 
railway, and Ills directors, upon tho 
ono hand, and of the New York Cen- 
tral and its allied interests on tho 
other. In connection with tho deal 
it is also understood that tho New 
York, New Haven & Hartford will 
secure considerable trackage rights 
over the Boston & Albany. 

What concessions are made to the 
New York Central by tho New Haven 
company in return for its assent to 
tho Boston & Me. acquisition are not 
known, but in railroad circles hero 
there Is a strong belief that it in- 
volves the transfer to the control of 
the Ontario & "Western, which it will 
be ; recalled, at tho time of its pur- 
chase. President Mullen offered to er- 
chango for control of the Boston & 
Albany. 

On high railway authority it can 
bo stated that tho acquisition of the 
B. & M. has been forced on the New 
Haven, not merely through the danger 
to Now Havon Interests of tho ac- 
quisition of tho Boston & Maine by 
the New .York.. Central, but -also by 
danger from Canadian' roads' interests 
who were hoping to secure control of 
the property. 

New York, May 11. — At tho conclu- 
sion of a board meeting of tho New 
York, New Haven and Hartford direc- 
tors hero today. Charles Mullen, pres- 
ident of tho company, finally put at 
rest the rumors that had been circu- 
lated during the last few weeks that 
the New Haven has been seeking con- 
trol of tho Boston & Maine. Mr. 
Mullen gave a flat denial to the story. 
"The New Haven," lie said, "has giv- 
en no consideration to any arrange- 
ment with the Boston & Maine rail- 
way by purchase, lease or otherwise. 
Nor is there any proposal of .such a 
character to be considered." Just as 
positive was his denial of tho state- 
ment that a conference had been held 
by the New Haven with trunk lino 
officials, who had given their con- 
sent to tho arrangements. 

PREMIER ROBLIN sTaYS. 

Winnipeg, May 11.— Premier Rohlin 
denies that he has any intention of 
resigning the leadership of the gov- 
ernment in Manitoba to be organizer 
for tho Conservatives In tho West. He 
said: "I desiro to state fal the most 
unqualified terms that I can com- 
mand that the alleged dispatch is faiso 
and untrue in every particular. I 
never was asked, verbally or by letter, 
by Mr. Borden or any one acting for 
him or for the Conservative party of 
Canada or any province, to resign my 
position as Premier of Manitoba, and 
take an interest, active or otherwise, 
in Dominion politics."

During night manoeuvres off Malta 
the British destroyer Ariel" collided 
with the breakwater and Immediately 
sank in six fathoms of water, 

Her commander's brayerw and tho 
reatest promptitudo and gcnirl for- 
tune in the work of rescue resulted in 
the Joss of only one life, when it was 
feared that the seventy members or 
the crew had -ill perished. Coxswain 
Sneddon was the solitary victim.

Lieutenant V. N. Turton her 
experienced commander was congrat- 
ulating himself upon his chances of 
success when the blinding bewilder- 
ing glare of s veral searchlights en-

By tho rules of lis? game the lights 
should have boon taken off the. mo- 
ment the Ariel was discovered, for 
the 1 glare makes it impossibly tor 
those on board '<? S«.l ahead, astern, or 
round about. This was not done, and 
the red lights at tho end of the break- 
water were not visible to tho Ariel s 
commander, as ho held on his course. 
Still goin g;it twenty knots an an 
home he crashed into the solid walls 
of masonry. 

Her bows were crumpled up like an 
egg-shell right back to the collision 
bulkhead.

Notice to mariners is given to the 
effect that a 31-day wigdam light has 
been established . by the government 
of Canada on tho south extreme of 
Plover point, entranco to Mosquito 
harbor. The light is i fixed- white 
light, elevated 34 feet above high wa- 
ter mark,' and should bo visible two 
miles. The illuminating apparatus Is 

wooden tower, built on an open frame 
platform, tho whole painted white. The 
light is unwatched. 

An unchartered rock, not marked by 
kelp, discovered by Capt. -McDonald 
(wno is employed by the Mosquito 
harbor sawmill company), in the 
eastern entranco to Mosquito harbor, 
has been located by the C. G. S. 
Quadra. Lat. N. 49-11-34; Long. W. 
125-4.7-19. The rock Is about 200 
feet in length, northwest and south- 
east, and about 00 feet in breadth, 
with a, depth on it of 10 feet. 

A small shoal patch with a surface 
of about 200 feet, carrying 2 3-4 fa- 
thoms, evidently a boulder, has been 
found by tho C. G. S. Quadra, near 
tho point on tho east shore of Mos- 
quito harbor, northward of the north 
Wood island. Lat. N 49-12-4; Long. 
W. 125-47-53. 

A rock patch, irregular in shape, 
marked by help, with depths from 4 
feet to 12 inches, on the eastern shore 
of Fortune channel, has been located 
by tho C. G. S. Quadra. The shoal 
lies N.N.W. and S.S.E.. nearly one 
cable in length and hair a cable in' 
width. It is distant about one-half 
cable from ilie shore. Lat. N. 49-11- 
56; Long. W. 125-45-50. 

From the rock, Plover point bears 
S. 30 degrees W.J and the islet at the 
east shore of Fortune channel (dis- 
tant eight cables S. S7 degrees B. 
from Plover point) bears S. 29 de- 
grees E. 

An uncharted rock, discovered by 
Capt. McDonald, lying near the eastv 
ern shore of Bedwell sound, has boon 
located parallel to the shore, about 
150 feet in length and dries 4 feet 
near the centre. Tho water is deep 
between the rock and the shore. The 
rock is distant three-fourths cable 
from the shore.

Tho invitation to 
send a vessel so far afield shows 
prominently tho great reputation mado 
by tho salvage company, and more- 
over, goes to show that it it is prac- 
tically alono in its work on this side 
of tho Pacific. 



Tomorrow afternoon tho largo and 
powerful salvage tug William Jolllffe, 
purchased at Liverpool by the British 
Columbia Salvage company, la expect- 
ed to reach Esquimau on her long 
voyage from the Mersey. Capt. Mac- 
pherson, her master, who has been 
running tho steamer from port to 
port on schedule time, wired from San 
Diego that he would reach Victoria at 
noon tomorrow. Tho William .loll iff e, 
which will bo a valuable addition to 
the salvage company's fleet, is a fa- 
mous vessel, and according to the 
shipping fraternity of Liverpool, 'a 
lucky craft." 

■ Tho William Jolliffe is an Iron 
screw tug of 3312 tons gross, 5S net, 
built by Readhead & Co., of South 
Shields, 149 feet long, 2C.2 feet beam 
and 14 feet deep. She has compound 
engines with two cylinders of 30 and 
60 Inches in diameter, with a 30-inch 
stroke, and develops 104 nominal 
horse power. The tug was one of the 
best of tho fleet of W. & T. Jolliffe, 
a well known Liverpool firm of tug 
qwners, and has already fame as 
salvage craft. 

Tho vessel will bo the most power- 
ful of all British Columbia's tug fleet. 
The Liverpool Journal of Commerce 
eays with regard to the departure of 
tho vessel from Liverpool: "In tho 
sale of tho William Jolliffe, Liverpool 
loses one of its most successful and 
powerful tugs, but fortunately she will 
still fly tho old country's flag. In 
addition to some record long distance 
tows, tho William Jolliffe earned dis- 
tinction and public notice some years 
ago as tho successful tug to locate, 
pick up and bring to port in excep- 
tionally smart time the abandoned 
steamer Loch Marco of Dundee. At 
the time this caused a great stir, as 
tho Loch Marco had been drifting for 
a considerable time and had escaped 
the vigilance of quite a fleet of tugs 
and steamers specially searching for 
her. We think the term 'lucky' may 
be safely applied to tho William Jol- 
liffe, and sho may carry it with her 
■ as gift from tho mother country. Capt. 
John D. Macpherson, one of Liver- 
pool's most genial and capable com- 
manders, who was for nearly 20 years 
In the Pacific Steam Navigation com- 
pany, is responsible for the safe de- 
livery of tho vessel. Only recently 
he has returned from South America 
after delivering a smaller vessel, the 
Yolcho, to clients of Messrs. Brown- 
ells & Co., of Liverpool. In tho new 
venture tho members of the crew are 
16cal men; curiously enough a young 
member of tho Prendiville family, also 
associated with Liverpool and tugs, 
is ono of the engineers. 
• "The vessel has just completed an 
extensive overhaul at Messrs. Clover, 
Clayton .& Co.'s, Birkenhead. The 
main shafting has been renewed, and 
the vessels looks as good as new, 
Which is duo to the great care ex- 
ercised by Messrs. W. & T. Jolliffe in 
keeping up their property. Her equip- 
ment includes a new and up to date 
standard compass, supplied and ad- 
justed by Messrs. J. Sewall & Co., of 
Liverpool, who have also fitted her 
out with all her other nautical instru- 
ments. Tho vessel has been bought 
by Messrs, Bullen in connection with 
tho British Columbia Salvage com- 
pany, which concern Is doing good 
Work on tho Pacific coast and earned 
the official recognition of tho Cana- 
dian government. 

"Another salvage record credited to 
the William Jolliffe is tho picking up 
cf a British battleship, which from 
somo causo was derelict in tho Irish 
channel during heavy weather. The 
William JolJiffe picked up the dis- 
abled fighting ship and towed her to 
safety at a rate of nine knots an 
hour."

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REFUSING CARGO 

Shipments for Europe and the Orient 
so Numerous That Steamers 1 
Are Filled 

Offerings of cargo for the Orient 
and the United Kingdom are now so 
heavy that the Holt liners are refus- 
ing bookings for tho steamer Oanfa, 
now at Seattle, and for the steamer 
Yangtzsei as tho freight accommo- 
dation of both those monster freight 
carriers has been lllled. 

Tho Oanfa had to refuse freight 
from Vancouver, Victoria, Seattle and 
Tacoma, and similar conditions pre- 
vail as to tho Yangt/so. The Oanfa 
will leave for Liverpool via tho Orient 
In tho course of a few days with a 
full cargo of approximately eighteen 
thousand tons. From Vancouver she 
took a consignment of a hundred 
thousand feet of spruco for Devon- 
port, England, to the order of the ad- 
miralty. Tills spruce will bo used for 
the making of oars for tho British 
navy and it is not by any means the 
first shipment of the kind from Van- 
couver to tho same order. Tho Oanfa 
had 20,000 cases of British Columbia 
salmon for the United Kingdom, 120,- 
000 feet of lumber for Liverpool, and 
25,000 feet of lumber for Japan.

Since then, however, several Von- 
Rigninenti? have .been received by the Vic- 
toria wholesale merchants. As these ore 
in tiret class condition and are marked 
at a figure within the reach of the major- 
ity, it Is expected that they will be picked 
up much-- more rapidly. In fact It in 
already apparent that the demand will be 
heavier than heretofore. 

Those in touch with the conditions as- 
sert Unit the probable shortage of the 
trawberrv craps of Vancouver. Island 
has led those engaged In the business to 
look more to the outside than has been 
the case in Other years. They point out 
that the strawberry market of the Can- 
Idlaii middle west and the coast points 
liau not been sufficiently supplied (lur- 
ing the past, few seasons. The reason for

INFLUX OF VISITORS 
IS ALREADY GREAT 



Every Indication That Hotel Ac- 
commodation Will Be Taxed 
to Its Utmost 



"The Oak Bay hotel la crowded, has 
been so lor weeks and promises to 
continue in that condition, at least, 
lor Die remainder of tho summer 
months." 

So stated J. A. Virtue, proprietor o£ 
the institution mentioned, yesterday, 
lie went on to say that he had largo 
numbers of applications for accommo- 
dation which would have to be replied 
to in the negative and that altogether, 
the outlook was that there would bo 
SjiK'h a volume of travel through Vie- 
on; hi tho course of tho summer and 
fail that it was a problem which 
would bo Impossible to provide all 
with satisfactory quarters. Ho thought 
it was a problem which would have to 
be faced and, in some way, over- 
come. Despite all Victoria's natural 
advantages, her beautiful climate and 
her charming scenery, tourists could 
not be- attracted unless It was assur- 
ed that, upon arrival, they would be 
given all the comfort and convenience 
with which the lives of the moderate- 
ly wealthy are surrounded in all the 
modern cities of America. 

A Heavy Demand. 
Mr. Virtue endorsed the statement 
which was made by 11. Cuthbert, sec- 
retary of the Victoria Development 
and Tourist Association, the other day 
through these columns, lie said that 
It was true that large numbers of 
those wishing to sojourn here Ibis 
summer were anxious to obtain lodg- 
ings at some plate in close proximity 
to tlie sea-shore. Personally he had 
received quite a few applications. In 
compliance with the requests lie has 
made Investigations and was In a 
position to say positively that it was 
outside the bounds of possibility to 
secure any kind of a house on or near 
the favorite beaches in the vicinity of 
the city under the present conditions, 
in almost every instance the owners 
wished to use them and would not 
forego the pleasure they expected to 
derive In spending the hottest months 
on. the outskirts of tho city and within 
easy reach of the water for any rent 
Which might bo offered. 
I Therefore, Mr. Virtue said it was 
• not possible that those who desired to 
| visit Victoria, to secure such premises. 
Some- other provision would have to 
jbo made because, as ho had .stated, 
I the difficulty was one, the overcoming 
of which might mean much to tho 



community. In his opinion the travel 
which would come during the forth- 
coming season meant tho turning 
point In the history of the city as a 
tourist centre. If these who came on 
this occasion were satisfied, that is If 
they were given a welcome, provided 
with facilities for enjoying the cli- 
mate, tho scenery, and general sur- 
roundings in ordinary comfort they 
would come again. Not only that hut 
thoy would advertise the place and the 
volume of transcient trade could be 
depended upon to Increase by leaps 
and bounds. He thought it a pity that 
It had been found impossible to have 
the Empress Hotel ready for occu- 
pancy in time for tho tourist travel. 
The conditions, however, had to be 
confronted as they were and he hoped 
that tlie Victoria Development and 
Toiyist Association would take up the 
matter energetically and endeavor to 
reach some satisfactory arrangement. 
A Tented City, , 
He hud noticed that the suggestion 
had been made that a. tented city 
might bo established nt some resort 
in the vicinity of Victoria. That, he 
thought, was a splendid Idea, if car- 
ried out along practical lines. Un- 
doubtedly, if taken up Immediately 
and handled Intelligently, the result 
would be that tho outsiders would bo 
attracted, woidd make use of the tents 
and would enjoy themselves amid the 
pleasant environments. Although he 
could, of course, make no definite 
statement ho was strongly of the opin- 
ion that an arrangement of the kind 
would moot the situation. It would be 
just what was required as it would 
supply the kind of lodging which was 
in demand judging by the communica- 
tions which were being received from 
all parts of America. 

Mr. Virtue was of the opinion that 
a block' of land could he secured suit- 
able for the purpose mentioned. He 
suggested that the Uplands Farm, re- 

leently purchased by a Winnipeg real 
estate firm, would be a splendid site. 

!l-Ie did not know whether It could bo 
obtained, but he thought that if there 
was any possibility it would ho ad- 
mirably adapted, There would he 
plenty of room and the tents could he 
laid out at a distance from each other 
so that the occupants could not object 
to being too closely quartered. It 
might be possible, he also suggested, 
that tho use of the tents utilized by 
the Fifth Regiment could be secured. 
Although they were needed In Juno 
he could sue no reason why 1 hoy could 
not bo obtained for the succeeding 
months. 

in iv word Mr. Virtue thought that 
the plan was one which, at least, was 
worthy of a fair trial. And ho was 
convinced that it this was dona the 
results would pro.ve most satisfactory.

Report of a Special Committee 
Appointed by Con- 
gress 



SOME OF CONCLUSIONS REACHED 



Slightly More Power Than by Gaso- 
line at Expense of Greater Con- 
sumption of Fuel 



The passage by Congress of tho free 
alcohol law, which went into force on 
Jan. 1 of the current year, induced the 
department of agriculture lust summer 
to commission Charles E. Luckc, as- 
sistant professor of mechanical engin- 
eering: of Columbia University, and. S. 
Sf. Woodward, irrigation engineer of 
the ofllcc of experiment stations of the 
department, to make a sci-lcs of com- 
parative tests of alcohol and gasoline 
in small internal combustion engines 
sucli as would bo suitnble for use on 
farms. These experiments havo been 
concluded, and Messrs. lAieko and 
Woodward have prepared a prelimin- 
ary bulletin setting forth briefly' and 
without technical detail the following 
conclusions': — 

1. Any engine on the American mar- 
ket today, operating with gasoline or 
kerosene, can operate with alcohol fuel 
without any structural changes what- 
ever, with proper manipulation. 

2. Alcohol contains approximately O.G 
per cent, of the heating value of gas- 
oline, by weight, and in the depart- 
ment's experiments a small engine re- 
quired 1.8 times as much alcohol as 
gasoline per horse-power hour. This 
corresponds very closely with the rel- 
ative heating values of the two fuels, 
indicating practically the same thermal 
eflieiency witli tho two when vaporiz- 
ation is complete. 

3. In some eases carburetors designed 
for gasoline do not vaporize all the al- 
cohol supplied, awl in such cases the 
excess of alcohol consumed is greater 
than indicated above. 

•1. The absolute excess of alcohol con- 
sumed over gasoline or kerosene will 
bo reduced Oiy such changes as will 
increase tltc thermal efficiency of tho 
engine. 

5. The thermal efficiency of these en- 
gines can be improved when they are 
to be operated by alcohol, tirst, by al- 
tering tho construction of the carbur- 
etor to accomplish complete vaporiza- 
tion, and, second, by Increasing the 
compression very materially. 

Increase of Power. 

G. An engine designed for gasoline or 
kerosene can, without any material al- 
terations to adapt It to alcohol, givo 
slightly more power (about 10 per 
cent) than when operated with gasoline 
or kerosene, but this increase is at the 
expense of greater consumption of fuel. 
By alterations designed to adapt the 
engine to new fuel this excess of power 
may bo increased to about -0 per cent. 

7. Because of tile increased output 
without corresponding increase in sizo 
alcohol engines should sell for less per

hor;,3-power than gasoline or kerosene 
engines of the same class. 

8. The different designs of gasoline or 
keroseno engines are not equally well 
adapted to the burning of alcohol, 
though all may burn it with a fair de- 
gree of success. 

9. Storage of alcohol and its use In 
engines are much less dangerous than 
that of gasoline, as well as being de- 
cidedly more pleasant. 

10. The exhaust from an alcohol en- 
gine is less likely to he offensive than 
the exhaust from a gasoline or kerosene 
engine, although there will bo some 
odor, due to lubricating oil and imper- 
fect combustion, If the engine is not 
skilfully operated. 

11. It requires no more skill to oper- 
ate an alcohol engine than one intend- 
ed for gasoline or kerosene. 

12. There is no reason to suppose 
that the cost of repairs and lubrication 
will be any greater for an alcohol en- 
gine tlia'n for one built for gasoline or 
kerosene. , 

13. Thero sceins to "be no'tendency to 
become sooty, as Is the case with gaso- 
line and kerosene. 

No Corrosion. 

14. With proper manipulation thero 
seems to be no undue corrosion ef the 
Interior, due to the use of alcohol. 

15. The fact that the exhaust from 
the alcohol engine is not so hot as that 
from gasoline and kerosene engines 
seems to indicate that there will be less 
danger from fire, less offence in a room 
traversed by the exhaust pipe, and less 
possibility of burning the lubricating 
oil. This latter point is also borne out 
by the fact that tho exhaust shows 
less smokiness. 

16. In localities where there is a sup- 
ply of cheap raw material for the 
manufacture of denatured alcohol, and 
which are at the same time remote 
from the source of supply of gasoline, 
alcohol may immediately compete with 
gasoline as a fuel for engines. 

17. If, as time goes on, kerosene and 
its distillates become scarcer and dear- 
er by reason of exhaustion of natural 
deposits, tho alcohol r/iiglno will be- 
come a stronger competitor, with a 
possibility that in time it may entirely 
supplant the kerosene and gasolrno en- 
gines. 

IS. By reason of its greater safety 
and its adaptability to the work alco- 
hol should immediately supplant gaso- 
line for use in boats. 

19. By reason of cleanliness in hand- 
ling the fuel, increased safety in fuel 
storage, and less off ensivehess in the 
exhaust, alcohol engines will, in part, 
displace gasoline engines for automo- 
bile work, but only when cost of fuel 
for operation is a subordinate consid- 
eration. In this Held it is impossible 
to conveniently increase tho compres- 
sion because of starting difficulties, so 
that the efficiency cannot bo Improved 
as conveniently as in other types of 
engines. 

20. In most localities it is unlikely 
that alcohol power will be cheaper or 
as cheap as gasoline power for some 
time to come. — The Iron Age.

received 731 girls and women, of 
whom 336 were placed in positions and 
220 returned to their parents and 
families. A total of 091 children were 
cared for, there being an average of 
20 in the Toronto shelter all ihe time.

Views of Local Employers 
Labor on Suggested Plan 
of Diversion 



"I think tho plan an excellent one," 
remarked J. L. Skenp of the firm of 
Gribble and Skene, contractors, in 
conversation with a reporter for the 
Colonist on the proposal to turn to 
Victoria thp tide of immigration from 
Australia and New Zealand now flow- 
ing to San Francisco. "We could do 
with all tho mon that could bo so- 
cured in this manner, and I would 
guarantee to place DO mon at work 
at once If I could secure them. If 
tho proppr efforts were put forth I am 
sure that a groat many of these emi- 
grants could be Induced to settle In 
tills city. Conditions are so bad In 
San Francisco at present that I think 
It would bo an easy matter to got a 
number of those men to settle hero 
that are even now on their way. I 
think tills is a matter for the Citizens' 
Alliance to tako up. The labor situ- 
ation in Victoria is acuto at present, 
tho tension must be relieved in some 
manner and tills looks like the most 
feasible scheme to me. Our firm 
simply cannot begin to secure enough 
men, and wc have to turn down work 
daily just because wo cannot get men 
to do It. I would gladly assist In any 
such plan to bring workmen into this 
city." 

H. F. Bullen, chairman of tho 
board of trade labor enquiry commit- 
tee, who has made a special study 
of tho labor situation here, only re- 
turned from Vancouver last evening 
and had not looked into the plan pro- 
posed by William Baylis of tho 
Queen's hotel to procure workmen 
from Australia, but ho believed it 
would be a good idea and Intended to 
tako up the matter with Mr. Baylis 
on Monday. 

John A. Mara, president of the 
board of trade, said ho did not at- 
tach the slightest importance to tho 
suggestion of Mr. Baylis. "Those 
men." said he, "aro not the kind we 
want hero. Unionism lias run riot 
In Australia, and workmen from there 
would only increase our troubles hero, 
with their socialistic ideas. Wo need 
workmen hero and plenty of thorn, 
but I do not think that this would bo 
the way to get them. These men are 
all bound for San Francisco and I do 
not think that any effort wo could 
make would Induce them to locate 
here. We tried once before to do it, 
and failed, and I do not think any 
further efforts would be any more 
fruitful. The lack of labor Is so bad 
here now that in the two Industries 
with which I am connected there are 
only half the men at work whom wo 
could employ If they wore available. 
t flo hot think, however, these men 
from Australia and New Zealand 
would bo tho kind of men wo would 
want to e mploy,"

Every Facility Here for Developing 
Vigor of Youth 

Ian St. Clair, physical Instructor in 
the public schools of the city, inter- 
viewed by a Colonist reporter respect- 
ing tho advantages possessed by Vic- 
toria as a playground for children, 
said: 

"I quite agree that tho best place to 
livo in is tho best place for children. 
Their health and education is the first 
thing to be considered. Victoria is 
well to the front in that line. 5 
know, of course, that it was stated In a 
British admiralty report that this Is 
the healthiest naval station In the 
British Empire. No one could expect 
a higher tribute than that; and I can 
assure you there is much to back It 
up. 

"There are the health statistics, for 
instance. There is no place to my 
knowledge that can make so good a 
showing. But instead of rhapsodizing 
over ofllcial reports and figures to 
prove that this is the place for chil- 
dren, you can come with me and I will 
introduce you to the gentlemen of "my 
guard" and "daddy's girls," and I will 
leave it to them to convince you. 

"Yes, I have been here a number of 
years. ' I am almost an old timer. I 
like Victoria very much and have made 
a close study of child life here. The 
majority of our children arc British 
Columbians born and bred. We have 
a fair sprinkling of children from other 
provinces, but of late years there has 
been a great influx from Great Britain, 
Australia and other countries. I will 
point out pretty good physical sped 
mens of these children to you and you 
can draw your own conclusions 

"The public men of this city are just 
ns kc-m to get tho proper value of one 
of Victoria's assets as another. You 
know what I mean. For instance, Its 
geographical position is one asset; its 
attractions for tourists is another, and 
its superiority ns a place for children 
Is not lost sight of, I can tell you. They 
are so much alive to the Importance of 
maintaining Victoria's position as 
gymnasium and swimming school, 
that there is always a controversy of 
some sort going on about water sup- 
ply, sanitation and things of that sort, 
"The most remarkable thing I have 
noticed here is the almost total ab- 
sence of weaklings. One would think 
that those unfortunates were kept at 
home and that only the strapping 
boys and girls who take good care 
of . themselves were allowed to go to 
school. I can assure you that is not 
the case. They are not kept at home 
in other cities and neither are they 
here— they are so few in number that 
it would take a head master to find 
the decimal percentage. 

"A great deal that I am told by visit- 
ors at school parade grounds is 
simply 'the correct thing' to say to a 
major instructor; but I am thoroughly 
convinced that most of what I am told 
is anything but a formality and is 
prompted by tho excellent work of the 
assistant instructors and the children 
themselves. Tho most common re- 
mark is 'What a number of English 
faces,' and again, 'You have a higher 
type of children generally than I have 
ever known.' 

"Now we are at my first school for 
the day. The head master's class and 
the first assistant's will be the first to 
claim my attention. 1'he next com- 
pany will consist of three junior di- 
visions; the next two of four inter- 
mediate classes. 1 give each of these 
companies drill for half an hour twice 
a week and see to it that the assist- 
ant Instructors carry out tho orders 
for the day. There is some very lino 
work clone by the senior classes. Their 
aptitude for picking up the most ad- 
vanced exercises speaks wanders for 
the work done by tho teachers of the 
other parts of their education. I may 
tell you that the boys of this school 
won the provincial football champion- 
ship and, better still, almost every lad 
in the head master's room will pass for 
the physical certlllcate before he goes 
up to the high school entrance exam- 
ination.

At ou 
schools we carry out our games quit 
on the same principle as In Groa 
Britain. We have Rugby and Associa- 
tion football and a lacrosse league in 
which the crack players of each school 
meet each other, but more attention 
is given to the general practice of 
the game in schools than to tho ex- 
hibitions of the sehool's-best represen- 
tatives. 

"The great charm of Victoria is 
that- its surroundings ' afford a scope 
for enjovment of a varied description.

Wherever there is found an abun- 
dance of outdoor sport and recreation 
for young men and women, there you 
will flndy a city of homes and content- 
ed people. 

In my experience on two continents 
I have never found a city even twice 
tho size of beautiful Victoria, "The 
Ever Green City of Canada," where 
there was more outdoor recreation 
than In this, the most western city in 
this Dominion and in the British Em- 
pire. I have described it, and I be- 
lieve aptly, "The City of the Young." 
In my wanderings to and fro I have 
occasionally met young men in other 
cities once residents of Victoria, who 
have been transferred through promo- 
tion, and if ever one were called upon 
"to listen to a talc of woe," it was 
from these gentlemen on their bad 
luck in being called upon to enjoy a 
better salary, but to lose those pleas- 
ures, and environments which had 
been so much to them in Victoria. 

Victoria Is acknowledged to be the 
most English city on the continent 
and in nothing is it more so than in 
its appetite for all kinds of outdoor 
recreations, athletics and sport. There 
is a reason for this. The city possess- 
es exceptional facilities, unequalled 1 
think, In any other city, either in the 
edd or new world, for the encourage- 
ment of everything of this nature. 

In Beacon Hill park, over throe hun- 
dred acres In extent, the people have 
not only a beautiful par!;, but a per- 
fect recreation ground that is the de- 
light of every youngster in the city. 
Situated on the sea coast within fif- 
teen minutes walk of every part of 
the City, containing an aviary, swings 
for children, menagerie, bear pits, doer 
runs, pleasure gardens, artificial lakes 
—the homo of graceful swans — beau- 
tiful drives and walks beneath line

Splendid Opportunities for Fishing 
and Shooting 

In addition to' all tho features of out- 
door life that I have mentioned so far, 
must be added the splendid opportuni- 
ties for fishing and shooting which 
are available. In this connection 
young sportsman who appreciates con- 
ditions in Victoria, says: "The dis- 
trict around Victoria is a veritable 
sportsman's paradise, game of all 
kinds abound and Is procurable with- 
in easv distance of the city. Grouso 
shooting comes in September when 
some five hundred sportsmen, mostly 
from Victoria, turn out and make an 
average bag of ten per man, somo of 
tho most expert hunters will securo 
as many as forty to fifty In two days. 
The grouse hunting country is open 
to all comers, and on account of its 
avail-

There are special reasons why It Is 
necessary for the C P. R. to seek a 
port on tho Pacific seaboard closer to 
the ocean than Vancouvor. There are 
a number of schemes afoot in trans- 
portation circles, all aiming at reduc- 
ing tho time In the transportation of 
mails and passengers. Only the other • 
day wo were told that the Imperial 
government has now before It a proj- 
ect of the greatest magnitude, which 
aims at now and vastly superior ser- 
vices on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans. And the moment any one o£ 
those plans are successfully consum- 
mated, not to speak of the completion 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific of its 
line to the coast, tho C. P. R. would 
find itself hopelessly handicapped as 
a competitor for ocean-borne traffic 
requiring the most expeditious transit 
between tho Old World and the Ori- 
ent, and to Australia. 

This much being admitted, there 
can no longer bo any doubt as to the 
intention of the C. P. B. to chooso 
some point ou Vancouver Island as Its 
final and ultimate ocean terminus on 
the Pacific seaboard. If tho question 
of selecting the shortest possible route 
from that point on Vancouver Island 
at which the Empress steamers are 
within touching distance, to the main 
line of the C. P. R., be the determin- 
ing factor In the decision to bo reach- 
ed by the big railway corporation, 
there can be no doubt but that a. 
port on the upper west coast of tho 
Island would bo chosen; but there are 
other factors of tho highest impor- 
tance to bo considered, which would 
indicate that Victoria's .position is not 
in the slightest imperilled by tho pos- 
sibility of any rival city being reared 
In the contest for commercial suprem- 
acy. In this connection the harbor of 
Esquimau; erstwhile the homo of His 
Britannic Majesty's North Pacific 
squadron, looms large In the public 
eye as a likely point for utilization 
by the' C. P. R. In all tho stretch ot 
coastllno from San Diego to Skagway 
there is no harbor which can compare 
for a moment with Esquimau in all 
that makes for excellence in facilities, 
whether it be anchorage, security to 
shipping, commodlousness, or strategic 
location in respect to Immediate ac- 
cessibility to the shipping following 
the great trade routes across the Pa- 
cific. When the original surveys were 
made across the continent for tho C. 
P. R., Esquimau was chosen for the 
Pacific coast terminus, and a, ship- 
ment of rails was actually delivered 
there from tho Old Country. As to 
■why tho plans were changed it ?is not 
necessary to enter into at this time; 
suffice it to say the decision was 
reached despite tho advice of some of 
the best railway engineers on the 
continent. But Esquimau's chief 
prestige is no doubt duo to the cir- 
cumstance that It stands at the gate- 
way of the only great waterway pierc- 
ing the continent of North America 
on the Pacific seaboard — Pugot Sound. 
It requires no prophetic eye to see 
that within a comparatively very brief

Trolling for salmon has already 
been mentioned, but nothing has been 
said so far of tho excellent Ily RIsHr 
Ing for salmon trout that is to bo had 
in the rivers, streams and lakes that 
arc within easy distance of the city 
of Victoria. A description of this 
form of sport would require an article 
in Itself.

If nothing beyond the traffic to tho 
Orient were to be considered, in tho 
ambitions of the transcontinental sys- 
tems interested, there would bo no 
disputing that tho most northerly 
port on the coast would bo the most 
advantageously situated; but, whllo it 
Is true that tho volumo of business 
to be handled to and from the Orient 
is already large, and constantly In» 
creasing, It is Idle to suppose that it 
would ever be a business proposition 
to expend but a singlo effort for the 
control of this traffic. A transcon- 
tinental railway will bo out for all the 
business offering; and it is probably 
correct to say that the bulk of the 
passenger traffic carried across Am- 
erica for many years to come will bo 
destined to points south of any such 
northerly terminus — as Prince Rupert, 
for Instance — In other words, most of 
the travelers handled by tho railway 
lines will bo destined to Ptiget Sound, 
California., Mexico, and Australia. In 
this connection it is well to mention 
that the Canadian-Mexican steamship 
lino has just been inaugurated, and 
that an ambitious project is on foot 
looking to tho Improvement of tho 
service to Australia. 

With a knowledge of these facts, 
therefore, it Is glaringly obvious that 
Esquimau and Victoria occupy a posi- 
tion pre-eminently supe/rior ito any 1 
other on tho British Columbia sea- 
board; and I personally am of the 
opinion that events may bo expected 
to move with astounding rapidity to- 
wards the elevation of this city and 
its suburban harbor into the front 
rank of the great ports of the con- 
tinent. 

As Esquimau is but four miles dis- 
tant from Victoria, it Is In reality a 
part of the city, only necessitating tho 
extension of the boundaries of the city 
In order to make tho two one and In- 
dlvUable.

The Motor Omnibus 



Truths About Acadia 



Thanks to Evangeline, the expulsion 
of the Acadluus will never bo under- 
stood. That poem Is responsible for 
the theory that the measure was a 
brutal, wanton, motiveless, irrational, 
act of 'a tryannlcal power upon an in- 
nocent people; and that power was 
Great Britain. Ultimately It was the 
action of the home government, for 
no Colonial governor would havo in- 
curred the expense — for it cost money 
even In the eighteenth century, to 
transport 9,000 people hundreds of 
miles — to say nothing of the respon- 
sibility, without express orders. 

But the plain truth is that New 
England must share that responsibil- 
ity. The idea of the "removal" origin- 
ated with Shirley a New England 
man, and was urged repeatedly by 
him. The actual work of collecting 
the Acadia ns at Grand Pre was done 
by Wlnslow, a New England man. 
The linn that chartered the shops to 
carry them off was the well known 
Boston firm of Apthorpe and Han- 
cock; till it was for '.he defence of New 
England and all the other British 
colonies in America, as well as for 
Nova Scotia. The actual work of re<- 
moving the unfortunate people was 
not harshly done. They were protect- 
ed from the soldiers. As far as pos- 
sible families and village were kept 
together on the transports. 

The expulsion can bo understood 
only in relation to the larger events 
of which it was a part. In 1705 Eng- 
land and France were preparing for 
the Seven Years' War, the climax of 
their century of conflict for America. 
It was a tremendous struggle, though 
its Importance is obscured by the re- 
vbluntary and Napoleonic wars. It 
gave England, America nnd Indlu; It 
drove France from two continents. On 
this side of the Atlantic the war had 
actually begun, for Hoscawen had cap- 
tured the Aleldo. and the Lys, and 
Braddock had been routed on the Mo- 
rtongahela. The war had begun, and 
begun with a great defeat, for Eng- 
land; no one could tell how It would 
end. 

In Nova Scotia, one corner of the 
world-wide battlefield, the British 
situation was anything but safe or 
reassuring. The French population 
outnumbered the. English more than 
two to one. The great French fortress 
of Eoulsberg was a city Of 10.000 In- 
linbltnn'.s. Twenty years of. labor and 
millions of lives had been spent on its 
fortifications, which even in their ruins 
look formidable It was the best de- 
fended city in America except Que- 
bec; and it was within easy striking 
distance of Halifax, the newly founded 
scat of British power. "The Dunkirk 
of America," it ,was 'Stronger than 
over, and was receiving- supplies con- 
stantly from the Acadlaris. 

Fronch emissaries were busy among 
these unfortunate people, as they had 
been for 40 years, teaching thorn 1 that 
they had never ceased (o be subjects 
of the King of Franco, that the return 
of the Pretender would restore Acadia 
tu the French crown, that remaining 
under British authority would mean 
loss of their priests, loss of their sa- 
craments, loss of salvation. The in- 
famous Le Lout re had forced many to 
retire to French territory, and they 
were In arms Just across the border. 

Acad I an S had Joined invading French 
forces more than once. In view of the 
Inevitable war, the presence of such 
a population, 10,000 French, at the 
gates of Halifax, with their Indian al- 
lies murdering and scalping Just out- 
side the pickets, was a danger of the 
first magnitude. To disregard It was 
to court defeat, for the garrison at 
Halifax was thrust far up into the 
power of France, a. nut in the jaws of 
a nut-cracker. There was no force to 
bribe the Aendlans. Fair words and 
fair measures had been exhausted. 
Nothing remained hut to remove them 
out of the province. 

Their deportation was i military 
necessity. It was cruel, as all war is 



The question of the amount of power 
that, imiy be usefully employed In the 
motor-omnibus Is one' that requires very 
careful consideration, for on Its correct 
determination depends the character of 
(IcHign auU, to a jnr,gc extent, successful 
working. There are in service today om- 
nibuses with engines of only SO horse- 
power, a large number with engines of 
21 horse-power, and an increasing number 
with engines developing between :ii> nnd 
40 horse-power. The larger powers have 
been employed after considerable exper- 
ience with the smaller engines, and there 
remains a decided tendency to use the 
higher powers mentioned with the de- 
signs of under-carriage now In common 
vac. 'Engines of as much as GO horse- 
power hnvu been tried, hut only to a very 
small extent, and It Is) unlikely that there 
will foe any further Increase in their em- 
ployment. The Increasing use of engines 
of not less than 30 horse power directs 
attention to the reasons that have led 
to their adoption, ami Invites Investigation 
of the soundness of those reasons. This 
was done |>y u y r; worby Beaumont lu 
his paper at the institution or Mechanical 
'Engineers. The greater engine-power 
makes more rapid acceleration of the om- 
nibus possible, and. without necessarily 
Increasing the maximum speed, Increases 
the average speed. Higher speeds of lull- 
elltnbing are maintained, and the change- 
speed gears are not so frequently brought 
Into nnd out of net ion. The work of 
driving is consequently simplified, and 
when there Is slight 'temporary loiss of 
power due to nne or other of the occasion- 
ally unavoidable causes, the omnibus may 
be kept running In service without marked 
Inconvenience mull the completion of the 
Journey. The addition to the weight re- 
sulting from the line of the larger engine 
Is not In proportion to the Increase of 
power. Against Uiese possible advan- 
tages have to hi' net the disadvantages of 
Increased weight of the more powerful 
complete omnibus, and the power of run- 
ning at high road speeds. Inevitably at- 
tended by more rapid wear and failure 
of the rubber tires. Increased consump- 
tion of petrol and lubricating oil him also 
to he considered. The effect cf high road 
speed Is not, however, confined to increas- 
ed wear of the tires. With greatly in- 
creased severity of the road shocks, there 
necessarily is greater wear nnd tear of nil 
the active parts, of tbc undor-eurrhige. It 
has already been remarked that, engines of 
a bout 24 horse-power have been largely used 
and continue to be used, nnd the question 
nrlses as to whetner the omnibuses with 
these engines have shown themselves to 
be Inferior to these, of higher power. 
Speeds considerably lu excess of that, per- 
mitted by the Local Government Hoard 
regulation — namely. 12 miles per hour— can 
be, and nre, maintained on level or nearly 
level roads; but on the hills to be found 
on some of the London routes It Is fre- 
quently difficult to run at the speed* at 
which the horse-drawn omnibus Is usually 
driven. If the hills nre to bn climbed nt 
high sjieed, and a speed of more than 
12 allien per hour* Is to be maintained 
on the level roads, then the engine of 
higher power becomes necessary; but in 
•this connection it must lie remembered 
that discretion must be used lis to t he 
relative Importance of rapid acceleration 
and of economy of fuel. At the present 
time omnibuses constructed to run nt 12 
miles per hour are now run nl considerab- 
ly higher spdecs, and this entails Injur- 
ious racing of the engines and noisy work- 
ing. On the whole, experience tends to 
show that a HO horse-power engine Is 
ample for all London use. especially If 
anything like proper observance of the 
regulation speed properly allowable to 
such vehicles Is lo be ■nal.itniue.l. cud 
this speed regulation should be followed 
In the Interests of the owner of the ve- 
hicles as well us in ;hnt of the psullc. — 
•Engineering. 



Wonders of Olden Times 



The Marquis of Worcester, who 
wrote concerning many things about 
1650 and 16G0, had a knowledge and 
grasp of mechanical problems that 
would give him a high position In the 
ranks of workers even at the present 
day. 

In aerial navigation, says the Con- 
tract Journal, he tells us of perfected 
inventions: "How to make an artificial 
bird to fly, which way and as long as 
one pleaseth, by or against the wind." 
Again. "How to make a man fly, 
which," he says, "I have tried from 
one end to the other on a hay-mow." 
In these days of wireless telegraphy 
we take little note of visual signaling, 
but in those days It was a great de- 
parture to have devised methods of 
signaling at a distance, such methods 
being available both by day and night. 

Of instruments of destruction he 
had plenty. How like an infernal ma- 
chine such a description reads, as, 
"An engine, portable in one's pocket, 
which may be carried and fastened on 
the Inside of the greatest ship, tan- 
quain allud agen's, and at any ap- 
pointed! minute, though a week after, 
either of day or night. It shall Irre- 
coverably sink that ship." Here Is 
something which seems to be akin to 
a torpedo or mine: "A way, from a 
mile off, to dive nnd fasten a like en- 
gine to any ship, so as it may punc- 
tually work the same effect." 

But while he tried to perfect meth- 
ods of destruction, he also knew "how 
to prevent and safeguard any ship 
from such an attempt by day or 
night." .Steam navigation, after all, is 
only of the last century, but the Mar- 
quis had "a way to make a boat work 
Itself against wind and tide," evident- 
ly using st. 'inn as in others of his 
schemes, such as raising water. 

In fact, he was a man who lived in 
an age wherein his Inventiveness wns 
misunderstood. Had he lived later no 
doubt many of his devices would have 
been practically and commercially de- 
veloped. It is comparatively easy to 
get the merits of an Improvement un- 
derstood, but It Is very difficult to get 
anyone to consider something which 
Is said lo be an entirely new depar- 
ture.

The Agitation in India 

The disquieting news In yesterday's 
telegram from Allahabad, describing the 
burning of bungalows, the pillaging of 
church and the looting of a post office and 
other destruction by a Hindu mob nt 
Rawalpindi, in the Punjab, must Inevit- 
ably Intensify the unensluess created by 
the' disturbances In Lahore. 

The trouble appears to have been Inst I- 
gntcd by the agitators who have been de- 
livering Inflammatory speeches lu different 
parts of the Punjab. These agitators are 
men of education, the products of the 
colleges and universities who. full of am- 
bition and possessing a certain kind of 
ability, find the «c»pe for the talents they 
have cultlvatedr fit .great sucrflco prac- 
tically restricted to overstocked profes- 
sions, the law and the public service. In 
which they are unable to lind employment, 

The discontent In among the Hindus 
nnd not the Mohammedan .dements of the 
population. It Is the Hindus, well equip- 
ped mentally, but deficient lu industrial 
and technical training, who yearn after 
the government, posts, of which the num- 
ber Is so small that tlie.v can satisfy only 
i! fraction of the candidates. It Is the 
Hindus, more Intellectual, acute, nnd phil- 
osophical, more ready than tbc Moham- 
medans to Imbibe western ideas which 
they Imperfectly assimilate, who apply 
themselves to agitation. 

It. Is well known that from a military 
point of view the Hindus 111 the lower 
provinces and Bombay are regarded with 
contempt bv the authorities; but these 
disturbances arc in the Punjab, where a 
bolder and more asresslve spirit prevails 
among the population. The uneducated 
musses are no doubt aroiMod to excitement 
nnd furv bv the pictures that are drawn 
of the wrongs nnd Indignities they Suffer 
under foreign rule; but the agitators 
themselves seem to ho adopting this 
means of wringing concessions from the 
authorities. Nevertheless, one may not 
forget Hint just fifty yearn have elapsed 
since the dark and terrible days of the 
mutiny, nnd thai the .infill mills of 
that time may repeat: themselves today, 
India. It Is said, was gained by the sword 
and must lie held by the sword, hut it IS 
Impossible to conceive that the Hindus 
who arc being educated up to the Stall- 
(lards of western liberty will be content 
to starve under n despotic system of gov- 
ernment, which they feel eim bo but a 
temporary phase of Indian history. I he 
Struggle 'is not for political Ideals almie, 
but for higher standards of life, for the 
position and emoluments or offices from 
which the natives are nt present debarred, 
unjustly, n« they thluk.-'Moiitroal Herald,

Other Resorts 

While the E. &.N line is dotted with 
theso picturesque places tho city, as 
stated at the. outset, is surrounded 
with them. They are to be seen on 
every hand and within easy reach of 
the centre of the community. All have 
their little coteries of admirers among 
local citizens. For instance" it is an 
Invariable rule that, with the advent 
of the hot weather, small touted vil- 
lages will spring up like mushrooms 
In the night at these different locali- 
ties And the personnel of theso sum- 
mer villages Is almost always the 
same. At Ouk Bay beach gathers a 
group of young men who have- camped 
together at the same spot for years, at 
the Willows beach a similar condition 
of affairs is revealed annually, tit Cnd- 
boro Biiy it Is the same, but at Cor- 
dova Bay there are usually a large 
number of changes. This is one of tho 
most popular of the suburban resorts. 
It Is largely frequented, in fact the 
beautiful sandy beach, two or three 
miles in length, -Is generally covered 
with tents, . while Upon the' banks 
above are quite a few. pretty little cot - 
tages, all of which have occupants out 
enjoying tho fresh air of tho country, 
away from the stiff llpg atmosphere of 
the city. And at night the crowds 
gather about huge bonfires and tell 
mythical stories! ' while others with 
torch-light boats search for the glis- 
tening back of tile ; fascinated dog- 
fish. By tho use . of sharply, pointed 
spears they aro alilo In this way to 
capture many arid 'otfjoy the sport Im- 
mensely. .. ' fji . ,.

• Duncan, 
The pretty little town of Duncan, 
40 miles from Victoria on tho Esqui- 
mau & Nanaimo railway, is the busi- 
ness centre and distributing point for 
several neighboring mines and lum-. 
ber camps. The town Is delightfully 
situated on the Cowichan river (cele- 
brated for Its trout fishing), at the 
foot of Mount Prevost. It has several 
well stocked stores, a creamery,, a. saw 
mill, an agricultural hnll surround- 
ed by a pretty park, a public school, 
government office, two churches, three 
hotels, and all tho necessary Indus- 
trial establishments, such as harness 



Douglas, Wellington, Nanoosc and 
Cameron districts. Mountain is brok- 
en, with considerable good land In tho 
Mlllstream valley, and the uplands 
turn!** excellent grazing, with largo 
and small timber of good quality. Oe r 
dar and Cranberry, districts very 
much resemble Cowichan and possess 
largo areas of good farming land. 
North of those districts t|io character 
of the soil changes, inclining to lie 
sandy and gravelly, In patches, but 
around Qunllcum It again reverts ' to 
a rich loam of tho best quality. A 
good deal of land Is under cultivation 
In the country lying between Nanai- 
mo and Comox, but much of the best 
of It is still unreclaimed; and 'many 
thousand acres will bo available when 
cleared of timber. 

Wellington, tho present terminus of 
tho Esqulmalt' & Nanaimo railway, 
.was formerly a town of considerable 
importance, but since, tho closing of 
the coal mines In that district', has 
lost much of its trade. There is con- 
siderable ' good land ■ in 'the "neighbor- 
hood, the area of .'which will be In- 
creased by clearing.

Therefore, as has boon averred 
time and again by members of the 
victoria. Development and Tourist As- 
sociation, there Is nothing standing In 
tho way of British Columbia's oiipltal 
taking her proper place as the resl- 



muklng, blacksmithlng, etc. The Cow- 
ichan Lender, a weekly paper, advo- 
cates tho interests of the . town and 
district. Duncan lias a good water- 
works system, and many of the farm 
houses in the district have water laid 
on from the numerous springs and 
creeks. 

Standing on the southern edge of 
tho lake country, Duncan Is a head- 
quarters for fishermen and hunters. 
Sonienos lake, ono mile, and Quam- 
| Ichan lake, two miles from the town, 
are favorite resorts for trout fishers, 
while Cowichan lake, 22 miles west- 
ward and readied by stage coach, has 
a good hotel and every accommoda- 
tion for disciples of tho gentle art. 
Tho surrounding woods and hills 
abound with largo and small game; 
boar, panther, wolf and deer, grouse 
and pheasant, and the marshes and 
ponds swarm with ducks and goese. 
Maple Bay, three miles east, affords 
excellent sea fishing. 
" West of Duncan, in the Cowichan 
valley, there is a largo area of good 
land, that portion on tho north short! 
of! Cowichan lake being an almost 
level country admirably adapted to 
farming. From the lake to the Nitnat 
river and Harklcy sound the country 
Is more rugged, heavily timbered and 
reported to be one of the richest min- 
eral sections of British Columbia. 
Ladysmith 

The shipping port for the Exten- 
sion coal mines, Is a growing town, 
five miles north of Cheinalnus, ' It has 
a good harbor and commodious docks. 
At this point the Canadian Pacific 
railway maintains a ferry service to 
and from Vancouver, transferring 
trains of freight tins loaded with 
goods for Victoria and other places 
on the Island, and carrying Island 
products to continental points. Lady- 
smith has a large public school, sev- 
eral churches, good hotels and stores, 
and several industries, among which 
aro the Tyee Copper company's smel- 
ter, tho Ladysmith Lumber company's 
sawmill, and an Iron foundry. It is 
tho centre of tho Newcastle district 
and the home-of tho minors who work 
In the Extension mines, eight miles 
west. The land about Ladysmith is 
fertile, but broken and densely tim- 
bered.. There is considerable land in 
the valleys which will make good 
farms and orchards when Cleared. 
Nanaimo 

Called the Coal City, is also the 
centre of a , coal mining district and 
headquarters of tho Western Fuel 
company. It is 72 miles from Victoria, 
with which it has a dally train service 
over the ICsquimalt & Nanaimo rail- 
way, and HO miles from Vancouver, to 
which city the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way runs dally steamers. It also has 
steamboat communication with Comox 
and Sidney. The city is one of tho 
oldest on the Island, tho coal mines 
having been operated since 1850, and 
is well equipped with all public con- 
veniences, schools, Churches, mercan- 
tile and industrial establishments. 
When the mines aro in full operation 
tho number of men employed Is largo, 
the monthly pay roll aggregating over 
$100,000. There Is much good hind 
in tho Nanaimo district, and wherever 
It has been cleared and cultivated tho 
returns are very satisfactory. The 
farms In tho district do not begin to 
supply the city's wants, so that there 
are good openings for fruit, poultry 
and dairy farms. 

Tributary to Nanaimo are Mountain, 
Cedar, Oyster, Bright, Cranberry, 



■plant, lately purchased by -the Britan- 
nia Mining company.. A. narrow gauge 
railway connects the town .with the 
Mount Sicker mines, and a stage lino 
runs to Duncan. Crofton has two good 
hotels, and several- general stores and 
other business establishments. Like 
all the towns along the line of the E. 
& N. railway, it Is connected by tele- 
phono with Victoria and Nanaimo. 

Chemainus 

Chemalnus, a good farming district, 
very heavily timbered, with soil and 
other conditions almost identical with 
Cowichan, is the seat of a groat lum- 
bering industry. The mill of tho Vic- 
toria Lumbering & Manufacturing 
company; with a daily capacity of 
500,000 foot of lumber, is situated 
here, and, with the company's logging 
railway and lumber camps, gives em- 
ployment to a largo number of men. 
Chemainus has a well equipped hospi- 
tal. 

x Comox 

Extending from the northern boun- 
dary of Nanaimo lies Comox district, 
considered one of tho best, agricultural 
and dairying sections of Vancouver 
Island. Sixty miles long with an av- 
erage width of seven' miles, between 
the sea and the mountains, is a bench 
of undulating land admirably . adapt- 
ed to cultivation.' Paris of it aro 
heavily timbered, and there are many 
marshes and beaver meadows easy of 
reclamation; Several valleys cut 
through from the mountains to the 
aea, and these are specially fertile. All 
Of this bench laud will produce crops. 
Where it is too light for growing 
cereals or roots it will give large re- 
turns in hay and alfalfa. The growth 
is \ marvelous, a bit of burnt land 
sowed with grass seed will become a 
tangled mass of vegetation within a 
year. Cattle' 1 fatten oh the native 
grasses and vetches In a wonderfully 
short time. Butter making and poul- 
try raising are carried on as adjuncts 
to the regular farm work, but so far 
have not been engaged In systemati- 
cally. A good local market for every- 
thing produced is afforded by the 
Union coal mines, with headquarters 
at Cumberland. These mines employ 
between S00 and 1,000 men, who, with 
their families, arc good customers of 
the neighboring farmers, paying lib- 
eral prices for everything they con- 
sume, drain is raised In consider- 
able quantity, but only for feeding 
stock. Oats yield well and sell for 
1 1-2 cents per pound. Butter aver- 
ages 25 cents per pound, beef 7 1-2 
cents to 10 cents, by the carcass. Cows 
are worth $50 to $70 each,. Lambs 
$5 to $(!, owes usually breed twins. 
Hogs bring b to 9 cents live weight. 
Eggs sell from 25 to GO cents per 
dozen. Apples, pears, plums, prunes, 
cherries and small fruits aro culti- 
vated to a limited extent and all pro- 
duced Is of excellent quality. 

Much of the wooded land In Como:i 
district is easily cleared, being chief- 
ly aider, and tho, swamps are not dif- 
ficult to drain. The swamp bottoms 
.are remarkably fertile, ■ producing 
splendid crops of grain and veget- 
ables. 

Communication is had with Comox 
by wagon road and from Wellington 
(the present terminus of the Esqui- 
mau "& Nanaimo railway), and by 
steamers \ running '• to Nanaimo, Vic- 
toria and' way ports. A. short line of 
railway connects Cumberland with 
Union wharf, -the shipping point of 
the Union coal mines.. 




"THE UNKNOWN GOD." 



About two thousand, years ago there 
was standing in Athens an altar in- 
scribed "To the Unknown God." Wo 
do not know by whom or when it was 
erected. In fact all we know about it 
is that tho Apostle Paul saw it, and 
used It as a text for a sermon. Paul 
was visiting Athens and he went to 
Mars Hill, which was the Court of the 
Areopagltes, to address the people. He 
began by saying: "Yo men of Athens, 
I perceive that In all things ye are too 
superstitious. For as I passed by and 
beheld your devotions, I found an altar 
with this Inscription: To the Unknown 
God." There is some doubt about the 
translation of this passage, but none 
as to the inscription on the altar. Tho 
version given above is that of the King 
James translation. Bettor scholarship 
Inclines to the opinion that Paul did not 
charge tho Athenians with being super- 
stitious, and that he did not speak of 
devotions. "What "he said was rather 
that they were much given to worship 
and among the gods whom they adored 
was ono whose altar bor c the Inscrip- 
tion quoted. 

"We invite a little thought to this in- 
scription. Tho first thing which we 
note is that it opens a field of inquiry 
of the most intense Interest. The Ath- 
enians of Paul's time were not ignorant 
heathen. Centuries before, Greece had 
produoed Homer, whoso poetry is as 
yet unrivalled. Possibly Homer may 
not have been an author, but simply a 
compiler, whose name was associated 
with the Iliad and tho Odyssey, or, as 
some people say, the name may be only 
that of an epoch, but this is immaterial, 
for If the latter is the fact it only in- 
creases the evidence that high literary 
culture had been achieved i-n times that 
are almost prehistoric. PIdas, whose 
sculpture is the perfection of art, flour- 
ished five centuries before Paul's visit 
to. the city. Plato, the philosopher, 
whoso teachings yet command the rev- 
erent admiration of men, had been dead 
for four hundred years 'when the elo- 
quent tent-maker preached to the men 
of Athens. Apelles, the great painter, 
had been in his grave for -nearly three 
centuries. These and the other illus- 
trious men of classic Greece were not 
all Athenians, but as Athens stood at 
the pinnacle of Greek learning and re- 
finement, we may assume that there 
Wfcre many persons in that city, whose 
attainments were of the highest type. 
Comparatively little has been preserv- 
ed of the philosophy of these days, 
which is doubtless in part due to tho 
fact that this was an age long ante- 
dating the art cf prinitng. We know- 
that there were great teachers to 
whom hundreds of the people flocked 
for instruction, and whose philosophy 
was of the most profound character. It 
would be a mistake to suppose that the 
Athenians regarded the classic myth- 
ology, as set out in the Iliad, as of much 
greater value than we do. Possibly the 
uneducated among them did, but It Is 
scarcely supposable that even they 
looked upon Jupiter, Mars, Venun, Di- 
ana and all the rest of the extraordi- 
nary company, as being actual deities. 
They kept feast days i-n honor of these 
mythical beings, just as hi some parts 
of the world May Day is kept as a fes- 
tlcal, or as our forefathers used to keep 
Yule-Tide. They erected altars to 
them. They paid them great honors, 
which presumably were in the first in- 
stance rather to the principles which 
the gods and goddesses personified than 
to those Individuals themselves The Ath- 
enians were a people of great refine- 
ment, of great prestige in every line of 
human development, of deeper philos- 
ophical training than fell to the lot of 
mankind in general. Such were they 
who erected an altar to the Unknown 
God. 

To the philosophy of Athens the 
Deity was "unknown." This does not 
mean not-existent, but only that with 
all their thought and wisdom the 
learned and devout men of that time 
could not comprehend him in any rela- 
tion to man and creation. In this res- 
pect Rome resembled Athens. Indeed 
the whole world almost, as far as we 
know, had failed to find him, and hav- 
ing failed, had ceased to worship hini. 
The Jews seem to have constituted the 
solitary exception. Zoroaster had 
grouped together all the teachings of 
Persian philosophy, but Its cycle of 
thought had no place in It for God. 
He was not denied; he was simply not 
comprehended. Loat-zee and Confucius 
evolved a system o£ law and ethics, 
which has rarely been equaled, but it 
nowhere contained any teaching as to 
our obligations to God or his relation 
to us. The same is true of Buddha, 
whoso elthles arc scarcely Inferior to 
those of Jesus himself. The cry of 
ancient philosophy had been: "O, that 
I might know where to find him?" but 
wisdom gave no answer. There were 
altars to deities representing all 
phases of animate and inanimate na- 
ture, but as far as wo know in Athens 
alone there stood ono to the honor of 
the Being, whose nature and attributes 
would afford an answer to the groat 
unsolved question of the ancient world, 
tt is doubtful oven if the Jews enter- 
tained an adequate Idea of the Su- 
preme Deity. As was said in a former 
article, Jehovah of tho Pentateuch was 
a tribal deity, who was different from 
others In being stronger than they. It 
was tho God who made the rod of 
Moses, when it became a serpent, 
swallow the rods of tho Egyptian 
priests, when their gods had made 
bicome serpents— it was tho God 



who answered by fire, when Elijah 
proposed his great test to the prophets 
of Baal — it was a God, who could he 
seen and conversed with, who grew 
angry, who repented; who made mis- 
takes, who could bo persuaded not to 
do evil things., whom tho Jews wor- 
shipped. They had not found him out 
to very much better purpose than tho 
peoples by whom they were surround- 
ed. Indeed it is not too much to say 
that at the time of the birth of Jesus, 
the world was without any conception 
of the Deity that was in any way re- 
concileablo with the existence of the 
Universe and the nature of ma'n, or 
that was of the least use in influencing 
the lives of men for tho better. At times 
individuals had lived, who in some 
Inscrutable manner had obtained just 
Ideas of him. Such an ono was David, 
who has expressed his thoughts so 
powerfully in the Psalms. Such were 
tho prophets of Israel. Such doubtless 
were many others in many la'nds, of 
whose names we are Ignorant. But at 
the time of the birth of Jesus, as far as 
wo know, tho altar which Paul saw in 
Athens was tho expression of the hope- 
lessness of the world — a hopelessness 
that was universal. There was a God; 
but he had been sought in vain. He 
existed but he was unknown. 

Now wo ask the man, who must look 
at everything from a scientific point of 
view, if ho thinks that the human race 
could have rested forever at that stage 
of development. Doeo not the doctrine 
of evolution forbid him to say: "Thus 
far could humanity go and no fur- 
ther?" Does not the whole pr.ogr 



venturous souls, who might have 
sought In agitation at homo some out- 
let for their energy, were able to do- 
vote It to exploits beyond tho seas. Ono 
great question agitated the nation pro- 
foundly, namely that of supremacy be- 
tween Protestantism and Roman 
Catholicism, or perhaps it might bo 
more correctly stated us a contest be- 
tween the ancient Church of England 
and tho Church of Rome. Mary, Eliza- 
beth's predecessor, had sickened the 
country of religious persecution, and 
on November 27th, 1558, when Mary 
died and Elizabeth assumed the crown, 
there was general rejoicing through- 
out the kingdom. During the next 
forty-four critical years her Influence 
upon tho country was profound. Some 
historians say that the 'nation owed 
more to her great Prime Minister, Lord 
Cecil, than to the sovereign herself, 
and it may not be possible to draw tho 
lino very clearly between what was 
due to the one and what to tho other, 
any mor c than it would be to distin- 
guish between the influence, of that 
other great Cecil and that of Victoria. 

The principal events of Elizabeth's 
reign are familiar to all. It was full 
of triumphs and tras^oMes. It witness- 
ed many this • which will he re- 
membered foe centuries and are yet as 
fresh in the minds of the people as 
they were when they transpired. It is 
not of these that it is our Intention to 
speak, but rather of Elizabeth the 
woman and queen. It is not possible 
to commend her personal character, 
which was fickle to a degree. In her 
early life sho was the personification 



of human and physical development of demuroness and was noted for her 
teach that the evolution of the idea Intense devotion to the Protestant 
of the Deity could not stop at the point falth - Lriter sl, ° became by profession 
it had reached when the Athenian altar at Ieast !l Roman Catholic.

was erected? Is it not just what we 
would expect — that a better conception 
of God would soon be obtained? We 
are not going to stop to discuss the 
processes of evolution, or of this par- 
ticular phase of it. They are im- 
material in the present connection. Our 
point is that the statement of Paul, 
which followed his mention of the in- 
scription on tile alter: "Whom yo ig- 
norantly worship, him will I declare 
unto you," is is exactly what we have 
the right to expect, because It is ex- 
actly in accordance with everything 
else in the history of mankind. It is 
tho evolution of truth, you prefer 
that term to inspiration. The God, 
.whom Paul declared,, was as mani- 
fested in nnd by Jesus Christ, a God 
of love, a God who is in himself the 
fulfilling of the law, a God who Is not 
only th? creator and the upholder of 
ell things by the word of- his power, 
but also one whose relations to man 
ar e those of a father. This is the 
Christian conception of God; that is, 
It is tho conception of him which 
Christ expressed. It is a conception, 
which has a tendency to uplift hu- 
manity, and has uplifted it as no oth- 
er power ever has or ever can. It is 
a conception that influences the very 
nature of men. Mohammed, who fol- 
lowed Paul by some three centuries, 
refused to accept the lefea of God which 
the Christians received. He became 
exceedingly powerful, but It Is true 
that In proportion as the Mohammedan 
conception of the Deity has fallen short 
of the Christian conception, so has 
Mohammedanism fallen short of Chris- 
tianity as a power working for right- 
eousness. It Is quite true that millions 
of those who are nominally Christians 
fall far shorter of living In accordance 
with the Christian conception of God 
than tho great majority of Mohamme- 
dans do as respect their conception 
of him; but all this signifies is that 
our idea Is loftier than theirs. To at- 
tain to the duo appreciation of the 
God of whom Christ spoke and who 
was declared to the Athenians by Paul, 
we need something more than mere 
mental assent to his existence; for 
"God is a spirit and they that worship 
him must worship him in splri' and in 
trvth." 



ELIZABETH. 

Elizabeth of England ascended the 
throne when she was twenty-five years 
of age. She was daughter of Henry 
VIII. and Anno Bolcyn. The former 
was a man of great force of char- 
acter and rudimentary morality; tho 
latter a woman about whom the less 
said the better. From such parentage 
it would have been natural to expect 
that Elizabeth would have derived 
qualities scarcely in keeping with 1 1 1 ■ - 
occupancy of a throne. She was a far 
better woman than the theory of hero- 
dlty would lead any one to expect. 

She assumed the crown at a time of 
great Intellectual activity. The Wars 
Of tho Roses had robbed England of 
the major part of her old feudal aristo- 
cracy. These had ended only three 
score and ten years before tho acces- 
sion of this queen, and during that 
period liitcllectual development far 
surpassing anything which had occur- 
red before or since that time iiad been 
ailng on In the kingdom. Tho discov- 
ery of the New World had given an 
extraordinary stimulus to this move- 
ment. The power of tho people had 
been steadily growing. It was no long- 
er kept In check by the great barons 
and the monks, who were even more 
feudallstlc in their policy and ideas 
than tho secular aristocracy. Parlia- 
ment was beginning to realize its pow- 
er and to feel saTe In asserting it. 
There were no signs of open rebellion, 
probably for the reason that the ad- 



thn Protestants, and became conspicu- 
ous In her assistance, to people of that 
faith in Scotland. France and Holland. 
Her treatment of Mary, Queen of 
Scots cannot be excused even by tho 
cruel ideas common in those days. Her 
relations to Lord Seymour, klarls Cour- 
tcnay, Leicester and Essex wore what 
might have been expected from the 
daughter of Henny and Anno Boleyn. 
Her personal vanity was extreme. Her 
conduct was often ridiculous. She was 
at one and tho same time a great wo- 
man In great tilings and a small wo- 
man In small things. Of personal cour- 
age she had no lack; of personal Re- 
finement she had little trace. Yet it 
was while she was queen that the 
foundations of England's greatness, 
were laid broad and deep and 
much as is undoubtedly owing to 
the wisdom of her ministers, it is im- 
possible not to concede that to Eliza- 
beth also England owes very much, 
rn a hundred ways .she may have for- 
feited the respect of the people, and 
yet in hundreds she commanded their 
admiration. Great allowance must be 
made for the times in which she lived. 
It was an age when refinement was 
hardly known. If Shakespeare had 
done nothing else, the manner In which 
he discloses the thought of tho times 
In which he lived would have gained 
him renown. People did not think of 
things as we do today. What would, 
lie considered as utterly beyond ex- 
cuse in tin; Twentieth Century was, if 
not excusable, fit least pardonable In 
the Sixteenth. AVe find in Elizabeth 
a woman, who recognized ability when 
she saw it; who was inspired by love of 
her country; who was less cruel than 
was the fashion at that day among 
monarch.-;; who, If not moral, was not 
grossly Immoral, at least as far as ap- 
pearances went. She appears to have 
been without great personal ambitions, 
for If she had cherished them she | 
would never have refused the hand 
or Philip of Spain, which was an al- 
liance that might have made her far 
more powerful than she was. It is 
probable that her heart curbed her 
ambitions, and that her refusal of 
Philip was duo to her love of Leices- 
ter. But while there are many things 
about this woman, which cannot be 
commended, she must be accorded a. 
place among the great queens, she 
must be given credit as one of the 
most potent influences in the develop- 
ment of the British nation. Personally 
less influential than her greater suc- 
cessor, Victoria, lacking in almost 
every quality which endeared the latter 
!d the people, yet she was trusted anil 
in a way loved by those over Whom she 
ruled.

ten to explain that the subjective ego 
is quite different from tho objective 
ego, being that part of our- nature 
which among other qualities has tho 
faculty o" knowing things by instinct — 
to the subjective 'ego there is no such 
thing as time, but only an "eternal 
now." In other words what has taken 
place, Is taking placo and will take 
place are like a film in a clnometo- 
graph; they are all there, only the ob- 
jective ego only sees a part of them. 
We find some difficulties In accepting 
this theory, and If we attempt to point 
out some of thorn, wo hope none of 
the disciples of tho various new cults 
will think that we are Irreverent. 

There in 'some difficulty In being 
able to convince our objective ego for 
example, that to our subjective ego 
Brutus Is at this present moment en- 
gaged in killing Julius Caesar, Co- 
lumbus Is about setting out to dis- 
cover America and William Randolph 
Hearst is being elected president of the 
United States. If our subjective ego 
says that this is the case, wo are in- 
clined, with all due respect to that in- 
dispensable partner of our joys and 
sorrows, to say, In words that were 
once used In respect to the law, that 
our subjective ego Is "a hass." Per- 
sonally we have a well-defined objec- 
tion to regarding ourselves as already 
dead and buried, a-nd the fact that our 
objective ego Is able to advance this 
not unreasonable proposition proves at 
least that our subjective ego is very 
much mistaken if it chooses to think 
we are. We find considerable difficulty 
In convincing ourselves that a man's 
great-grandfather and his great- 
grandson are contemporaries, born at 
the same Identical moment, living at 
the same identical moment and dead 
at the same identical moment; and 
that they are born, living and dying 
all at once at one and the same in- 
stant. In making those observations 
wo are conscious of our mental limi- 
tations. What is not clear to us may 
bo as clear as the noonday sun to 
some one else, and hence it may bo 
quite possible that our subjective 
ego was able to assert its due influ- 
ence, It might be able to show us that 
we are all wrong— thatwhat we think 
of as time !s Simply the Instantaneous 
unrolling of a film of events, the be- 
ginning of which was in the depth of 
the Infinite past and the end of which 
Is in Mie infinite future, and yet that 
there Is neither past nor future, and 
never was and never will he but only 
"an eternal now," which is briefer than 
the snap-shotting of a camera. 

While we have thus far referred to 
the subject In what can hardly be 
called a scrious 'wny, it is to be ob- 
served In all seriousness that there are 
many people and have been many 
people who hold such a view as the 
magazine writer expresses. A few 
years ago there was a problem going 
the rounds of the papers, the author- 
ship of which was attributed to the 
Grand Llama of Tibet.

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Getting Well Beautifully 



Tho day the convalescent first looks 
In her mirror, alter u severe or pro- 
longed Illness, is likely to bo one of 
her low-spirited times, owing to the 
glimpse of her altered appearance; 
She notes tlie sallow, parchmenty 
skin, dull eyes, lustreless hair, and 
wonders- if she will over again look 
as nice as she vised to look. To a 
considerable extent it rests with her- 
self, whether she will or not. As soon 
as she begins to take a renewed In- 
terest In her personal appearance, sho 
is usually well enough to commence 
the course of treatment which is to 
restore what of good looks she has 
lost . by Illness. Air, sunlight; plenty 
of sleep, and a proper diet will be 
among tho proscriptions of her phy- 
sician, who will also, if she asks him, 
givo directions for a few simple phy- 
sical exercises suitable for her condi- 
tion. While sho is finding her way 
hack to health she can beguile the 
tedious time somewhat by repairing 
tho ravages Illness has made in her 
appearance. To begin with tho weak 
and tired eyes — If smoked glasses are 
worn when the invalid Is having her 
sunbath, much nerve strain is avoid- 
ed, as well as the numerous lino lines 
which form about the eyes when they 
arc involuntarily "squinted" in a 
strong light. The convalescent should 
not road or use her eyes long enough 
at a time to tiro them, and it is a 
good plan to bathe them throe times 
a day with warm;.,water In which bor- 
aclc acid has been dissolved. A tea- 
spoonful of the acid to a point of soft 
water is the correct proportion. 

When the invalid's skin is dry and 
colorless, it should bo treated with 
plenty of good cold cream. A wash 
cloth wet in hat water— as hot as 
can be borne easily — and held to the 
face and neck for a minute or two, 
puts the skin in condition to absorb 
the cream, ' which should bo rubbed 
into it gently. If the muscles are re- 
laxed and the cheeks are sagging, as 
they often are after illness, the face 
should be massaged with tho cold 
cream, always rubbing "upward and 
outward." If one does the rubbing 
herself, sho should work before the 
mirror, so that she may not put more 
wrinkles in than she smoothes out. 
The cold cream treatment should be 
given at night, and the morning's ab- 
lutions should bo followed by a tonic 
face bath of simple tincture of ben- 
zoin in roso water, to counteract the 
flaccidness of tho skin. If the com- 
plexion looks dark and discolored, Jts 
return to normal appearance can be 
hastened by applying a bleaching lo- 
tion of strained lemon juice in rose 
water, ' or , in sweet, milk.. Warm alm- 
ond oil wili soon soften tho brittle 
nails,, and brushing the hair and mas- 
saging the scalp will soon restore 
softness and lustre to the hair. A 
few drops of cologne in the .dally 
sponge bath is very refreshing. Mas- 
sage from head to foot is recognized 
as one of tho most potent restorers, 
but it is not every invalid who can 
afford tho services , of a trained mas- 
seuse. ". ' 
i Of course, the convalescent must 
riot work at her "beauty culture" hard 
enough to tire herself. She generally 
has plenty of time at. her disposal and 
can spread her operations over as 
long a period as she finds convenient 
each day. Her work — for it is work 
— will supply a zest to purposeless 
days, and in tho end she will feel re- 
paid. AS some one neatly put It, 
"It is desirable not only to get well, 
but to get well' beautifully."

Following Is the full text of a par- 
ticularly interesting sermon delivered 
at St. John's church on Sunday even- 
ing, May 5th, by Rev. J Stanley Ard: 

Keep tin; Snabuth Any to sanctify it, as 
tho Lord til V God until commanded thee. 
— pout, V: 12. 

Last Sunday evening I spoko to you 
about law, pointing out that Its main 
object should be to protect tho liberty 
of tho community, and to restrain tho 
Individual only hi so far as his ac- 
tions may interfere with the liberty of 
others. This evening I want to speak 
about the vexed question of Sunday 
observance, but before I attempt to 
deal with tho subject of Sunday legis- 
lation I would like to make it clear to 
the minds of this congregation that 
anything I may have to say with re- 
gard to the Lord's Day Observance 
BUI does not in any way affect our 
Christian duty In relation to the fourth 
commandment Our position as mem- 
bers of the Church of God, our duty 
of obedience to our baptismal vow can 
in no way be 'either strengthened or 
weakened by the passing of a hundred 
acts of parliament. When we were 
made members of ' Christ's Church wo 
solemnly promised, not to a priest, but 
before God, and His Church both slv- 
Ible and Invisible, that "we would keep 
God's holy will and commandments, 
and walk in tho samo all tho days of 
-

our lives," and when we turn to the 
Church Catechism for an explanation 
of our baptismal vow we do not lind 
any omission of the fourth command- 
ment 

Now to me it seems a very straTige 
thing that men who call themselves 
Christians, who profess to believe in 
One Who is King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords, men who witli their own lips 
will tell you that the teli command- 
ments contain the inviolable moral 
laws of God, should lind it necessary 
tri pass an act of parliament In order 
to justify their regular and constant 
observance of Sunday. Tell me, as 
Christian men and women, which do 
you consider to have the greater au- 
thority, God or parliament? if i put 
this question to a set of men who do 
not believe in the Bible, or Christ, or 
His Church, I would expect them to 

say that parliament alone can regu- 
late tile lives of the community, but 
when 1 put the question to you wlio 
do believe in the laws of God, your 
answer must be that God's authority 
is superior to every other. As a Chris- 
tian church founded, not by a Calvin, 
a Luther, or a Wesley, but by the Son 
of God Himself, we are bound to ob- 
serve ami to do /ill those things which | 
our divine Master has commanded. 

There Is another point which calls! 
for our serious consideration with re-| 
gard to this question viz; What motive 
was to Inspire obedience In the Chris- 
tian'.' Tlie .Tow obeyed the law because 
it was part and parcel of the Jewish 
constitution, but not so the Christian; 
he was no longer under the law, his 
motive for obedience was to be his 
personal devotion to Jesus Christ. "If 
ye iovo me, keep my commandments." 



That obedience to the ten command- 
ments formed part of our Lord's teach- 
ing, Is clearly seen from His own strict 
observance of the Jewish law, and from 
His own statement that He came not 
to destroy but to fulfil it; I o„ to fill it 
lip to the full. Surely when we come 
to reflect upon that wondrous life we 
can see in it, not merely an example of 
perfect obedience to tho Mosaic law, 
but an example, a life, a living doc- 
trine which sheds such a Hood of di- 
vine light upon the old commands that 
tho law of restraint is almost lost to 
sight in the presence of that perfect 
expansion of God's will which rests up- 
on the free, unrestrained principle of 
love. i : 

The passing of the Lord's Day Ob- 
servance Bill ought not to. make uny 
difference whatsoever to the life and 
conduct of professing Christians. They 
know the will of God and they should 
find their greatest happiness in liv- 
ing a life of willing obedience to His 
divine commands. But to come back 
to what I said last Sunday, viz., that 
the main object of law, 1 e., civil law, 
should be to protect the liberty of the 
community, and to restrain tlie indi- 
vidual only In so far as his actions may 
interfere with the liberty of others. 
Now we must not look at this from a 
one-sided standpoint. Wo must accept 
the principle in its very widest appli- 
cation. For example, while we demand 
for ourselves perfect freedom to use 
Sunday as a day set apart by God for 
public worship and thanksgiving, we 
must not attempt to force this use of 
the day upon others who do not think 
exactly as we do, for in doing so we 
should be committing two gross acts 
of injustice, first of all to ourselves, 
In that wo would bo robbing tho Gos- 
pel of that beautiful moral freedom 
which at present overshadows it, to say 
nothing of the disrespect we would be 
showing to our divine Master in forc- 
ing men to do that which He demand- 
ed shall come from the heart, and in 
the second place to our neighbor who 
might look upon our use of the day as 
a burdon heavy to be borne. 

Now, keeping this .principle in mind, 
let us take Into consideration the facts 
as they are presented to us in Canada 
today. I think I am fairly safe in say- 
ing that tho large mass of peoplo are 
at least nominally Christian, and that 
out of that number a very large pro- 
portion desire freedom to use Sunday 
aa a day set apart for the worship of 
God, others as a'day of rest, or as a 
weekly .opportunity .for healthy recre- 
ation On the other hand, there aro 
men, but thank .Gjid. that, in our fair 
Dominion their numoer Is very small, 
whose avaricious habits form the gov- 
erning principle of tnelr lives: to these 
men we must be fair in considering 
any measure of legislation, we must 
take their claims Into consideration and 
seo whether or no their attitude in any 
way Interferes with the liberty of the 
largo majority. Take the question of 
Sunday retail trading. I got into con- 
versation with the. manager of one of I 
tho cigar stores of this city a few 
weeks ago, and he told me that he 
would be personally thankful for any 
measure which would compel ail en- 
gaged in his business to close down on 
Sundays. ""When I itrst came to this 
city," said the gentleman In question, 
"my store was never open on a Sunday 
but now that other stores open on that 
day for business I feel compelled to do 
tile same." The owner of a candy 
store told me practically the same 
tiling. This is, I believe, tlie case with 
most of those who are now carrying 
on business on Sunday: they arc doing 
so very much against their will; in 
oilier words the liberty of tho. ma- 
jority is very seriously interfered with 
in order to satisfy the selfishness of 
one or two. 

Before we pass from the question 
of Sunday trading we have another 
point that we must- lie satisfied about, 
and it is tills — to what extent would 
the prevention of Sunday retail trade 
affect the owners of these stores? My 
own opinion i.;, that if you could sub- 
tract the' prosent' Friday and Satur- 
day revenue from tlie I'riday and Sat- 
urday revenue which would exist un- 
der a Sunday closing system, the dif- 
ference would be almost, if not quite, 
equal to the present Sunday revenue. 
It stands to reason that if it is an 
understood tiling that all tho stores 
will he closed mi Sunday, tho people 
will got Into the habit of making their 
purchases on Friday and Saturday, 
and tlie storekeepers and their assist- 
ants will derive more benelit both in 
body and soul from tlie day's rest and 
recreation which the law has forced 
them to take, than they would derive 
from the few dollars extra they may 
perchance pick up from some Amort- 
can visitor who may happen to be in 
town. 

I have read very carefully through 
tho Dominion act which very recently 
became law, and I have .come to the 
conclusion that halt tlie charges made 
against it have been made in total ig- 
norance of lis contents. There are of 
course objections, and I think reas- 
onable objections, but they arc very 
lew. Iii the first place, the expression 
"The Lord's Day" stamps the act as 
religious. To you and to me Sunday 
Is tlie Lord's Day, but we must re- 
member that there are thousands in 
tliis Dominion Who in the true sense 
of the word know not the Lord, and 
to whom Sunday is but the first day 
of l lie week. Again, there arc others, 
tlie Seventh Day Adventlsts, the Jews, 
who look upon the seventh day as the 
day set apart by. God for religious 
worship, and if by "Hie Lord" yon can 
refer to the first, person of the Blessed 
Trinity, then Saturday would bo to 
them tho Lord's Day: so that the ex- 
pression "the Lord's Day" is, we may 
say, unfortunately used In the, bill. 
Kvcn to me us a Christian the use of 
the expression' in this connection is 
objectionable, I would rather have 
seen this ■ beautiful title for the first 
day of the week preserved as sacred 'to 
tho Christian church. 

My second great objection to the 



bill Is, that while It allows work on 
Sunday for the production of a Mon- 
day morning newspaper, it does not 
provide for the distribution of a Sun- 
day morning paper for the production 
of which no work has been done on 
the Sunday. Those people who read 
their Monday morning papers in other 
parts of the Dominion are, to my 
mind, the real Sunday breakers. 

Now that I am" on this subject of 
Sunday papers, I would like to say 
a work or two about our own paper, 
ithe Sunday Colonist. While I am 
preaching to you within these four 
walls, our local newspaper is causing 
men who never, or seldom, grace the 
doors of a church, to think a littlo 
more seriously about religious mat- 
ters. 1 have had tho pleasure of dis- 
cussing with men who never go to 
church some of those articles in that 
part of the Sunday paper known as 
"An' Hour with the Bdltor";so that 
you seo our Sunday paper is un- 
doubtedly a power for good in our 
midst, and I sincerely hope, that so 
long as its present standard is main- 
tained, the Attorney-General will con- 
tinue lo look upon its distribution as 
a work of necessity. 

Now let us look at the so-called ob- 
jections to the bill. We may group 
them all under one heading, viz., that 
if this act were put into force in Brit- 
ish Columbia many of the industries 
of this province would be crippled. If 
there is any man In this church to- 
night who would urge such an objec- 
tion, the only thing I can say Is that 
ho cannot have read the bill. Section

In conclusion, I will remind you of 
the real reason for our observance' of 
Sunday. It is because upon that day 
man received Hie highest revelation 
of his Immortality; Jesus Christ roso 
from the dead and beenme the first 
fruits of them that slept. It Is tills 
great, historic! fact that makes life 
worth living, for it has robbed the 
grave of victory, and taken the sting 
from death; and so we meet together 
upon this great day to be made par- 
takers of the. merits of the death of 
Christ and lo receive according to 
His divine command the great assur- 
ance of our resurrection.

- tectinK from the vandalism of certain 
persons unknown, also 1 have been 
approached by pioneers several times 
to write about this desecration of • the 

? last resting place. 

It was in iS'u'J or early 60 that the 
Quadra street cemetery was opened, 
all the bones from the „ cemetery on 
Johnson and Dong-las streets being ex- 

. humed ami carried to Quadra street 
in parts. I have stood several times 
and watched the operation of digging 
up and carting away of the remains 
from the llrst cemetery. It was situ- 
ated on the corner of Johnson and 
Douglas streets, the brjck building on 
the S. W. corner being built on the 
site, and it must have extended into 
the streets also, as some years. later 
skeletons were found by workmen 
digging trenches for water pipes. 
There were many naval men burled 
there, and the early dates on some of 
the headboards and stones in Quadra 
street cemetery shows an earlier date 
than the opening of it, there being two 
burials from war vessels, one in 1846; 

■ H. M. fc>. Cormorant and one In 185- 
These early dates show that His Maj- 
esties vessels were in Esquimau at 
that time. Naval men, and Hudson 
Hay Co.'s employees being the large 
majority of those buried In the first 
cemetery. As a boy, I had a . great 
weakness for funerals, and living only 
ii block from Quadra street, I attended 
. scores in my day. i naturally liked 
the naval funerals best, for there were 
soldiers and sailors, ami bands of mus- 
ic, with three volleys over the' grave, 
so I missed few. The' funerals came 
from Esquimau, generally by water, in 
large boats propelled by oars and land- 

- ed at the H. B. Co.'s wharf. 

By the inscriptions, a large major- 
ity were young men and sailors, and 
many were the result of accidents in 
Esquimau harbor by drowning. 
,, I well remember the funeral of 
Capt. Bull, of H. M. surveying ship 
Plumper, who died at the age of 27 
rears, the coflin being fastened to a 
gain carriage, and pulled by blue jack- 
ets. The state of Victoria's streets at 
that time was such that It required. a 
ileal of power to propel any, vehicle, 
and especially was .this the case with 
Quadra street. I have often seen a 
funeral come to a dead stand still and 
the hearse dug out of the mud, as also 
teams loaded with stones for monu- 
ments in the cemetery. 

Wo will suppose the hearse has been 
dug out, and in the cemetery near the 
grave, In many cases- men might be 
seen balling out the grave, one below 
and one on top, especially was this 
the caso with the Roman Catholic 
ground. \ And I have, known, when, it 
was necessary to hold the coffin down 
•In the water- with shovels or a' man 
get down and stand on the coffin until 
enough soil was thrown, on it to keep 
it down. What must the friends 
have thought at this time, as the dirty 
•Water was forcing its way into the 
coffin. In the majority of burials there 
was no grave case, which helped to 
make matters worse. 

I have always paid periodical visits 
to this cemetery, the chief reason be- 
ing that my mother was buried there 
when 1 was 15 years old. She ex- 
pressed a wish to bo carried to her 
grave instead of being taken in a 
hearse, and jt was the first instance I 
can remember in Victoria, although itl 
may have been done earlier. 

Both the clergymen who conducted 
the burial services over her are alive 
today, Bishops Cridge and Garratt. 

Some four years ago, I had a marble 
headstone put on her grave, whieh| 
was enclosed with a fence, and "last 
fall 1 saw it there although buried in 
weeds. A few weeks ago a lady friend 
asked mc if my mother's name was 
Jane; for that she had, in walking 
through the cemetery, come across a 
stone which must have been hers. 1 
went up to investigate, and after some 
Hours search found the stone, but the 
enclosure was gone, and I had a time 
locating the grave, to replace the stone. 
In compiling the information given in 
this article, I have made many visits 
lately, and I can say that it is a dis- 
grace to a civilized community to have 
the last resting place of Victoria's 
pioneers in such a condition — marble 
and sandstone monuments lying in all 
directions, broken either by falling 
over naturally, or with rocks by some 
vandal. 

It is a mistake lo suppose that there 
are few remaining relations, cif • tht?se 
long burled dead. At least there are 
lifty per cent, of them represented by 
relations today, as 1 shall show later 
on, and 1 hope the state of affairs as 
here related, may cause thorn to move 
at once to right matters. 

I might say that the Individual 
plots were bought outright by the re- 
lations, and others for they have cer- 
tain title to tli em. Individual com- 
ments are made on all those that I 
know or knew of, and several large, 
and heavy stones I could not lift to 
get inscriptions, as they lay on their 
face, in several cases wood head- 
boards have outlived stone, the In- 
scription on the former being more 
legible than the stone. The action of 
the elements in many eases has en- 
tirely erased some, especially from 
sandstone although newer than the 
wood boards. 

One of the inscriptions I have read 
many a. time as being quaint, was so 
far as I can remember, thus: 

Physicians we're l» valn;| 
Till Christ did please to give her case, 
release from all her pain."

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The Etiquette of Signature 



A newspaper roferrcd the other day 
to the fact that King Edward has no 
surname. This Is a correct statement, 
but the explanation o£ the fact is still 
unfamiliar to millions of the King's 
subjects, und it may be interesting to 
supply it. Ordinarily, and in all cases, 
save where there has been overt action 
to tho contrary, the surname of a giv- 
en person is that name which ho has 
inherited at birth from his father, who 
}n his turn has inherited It from his 
father. And so ono must trace back 
and back till ono gets to that period 
at which male descent Is derived from 
ancestors who possessed no surname at 
all, by inheritance, and added to their 
christened 'names such additional des- 
criptions — whether it was a territorial 
designation or a mere nickname or sou- 
briquet — as their neighbors and com- 
mon repute commonly conferred upon 
them for distinctive purposes. Now, 
that period varies in different countries 
— even in different districts of the same 
country— and differs widely according 
to the varying social positions of tho 
inhabitants of that country. In somo 
remote parts of our own countries sur- 
•names even yet are a negligible .quan- 
tity. 

But whatever the circumstances of 
tho case, one Is indubitably safe in the 
assertion that at the a ite of tho Nor- 
man Conquest there was no such thing 
as a fixed hereditary surname i'.i Eng- 
land, France, or Germany, which are 
the only countries we need consider 
for the present purposes of this article. 
Let us start with the Norman Conquest, 
William I. was n bastard, so that oven 
If his father had had a surname (whicli 
ho had not) William the Conqueror 
inherited none. Ho was William, Duke 
of Normandy, a sovereign as such, to 
whom there never came an occasion 
when he needed to use a surname, or 
when others needed one for him. Con- 
sequently, he never acquired ono by 
common repute. His nickname of "Tho 
Bastard," though doubtless contempo- 
rary, was never In any sense an hered- 
itary surname. 

When the Norman Dynasty ended, the 
male descent of the sovereign s;as 
traced to Geoffrey, Count of Anjou. Ho 
is generally referred to as Geoffrey 
Plantagenet, but he was Count of An- 
jou, neither using or heeding a sur- 
name at a period before surnames came 
into vogue. Plantagenet was not the 
surname of his family, but was the de- 
scriptive name of the dynasty his son 
founded. But even us that, one never 
finds any contemporary use of the word 
"Plantagenet" until a much later peri- 
od. Tho king needed no surname and 
used none. Nor did the cadet members 
of the Royal Family use the name, of 
Plantagenet or any surname at all. 
The-/ took for descriptive purposes the 
name of the place where they were 
born — c. g., Edward of Carnarvon, 
Thomas of Brotherton, Henry of Wind- 
sor, Lionel of Antwerp, p.nd John of 
Gaunt (Ghent), and it was by such 
descriptions, or. by their peerage desig- 
nations, that their names are found in 
genuine contemporary documents. As 
the boys were always created peers at 
an early age, and as tho girls were 
married when equally young, there 
never was an opportunity for the crea- 
tion of any surname by repute. But to- 
wards the close of the Plantagenet 
Dynasty an occasion did occur. A ca- 
det being under attainder, had, of 
course, forfeited his titles, and for a 
short time was known as Plantagenet. 
That, I believe, is the only case; but 
the fact that having no title he was 
bound to adopt some surname and did 
adopt Plantagenet, cannot fasten that 
name upon his ancestors, or others of 
their descendants. Save for that one 
brief instance, Plantagenet never was 
used as a surname. 



Wo next come to tho Tudor Dynas- 
ty, for tho dynasties of York and Lan- 
caster wero but factions and branches 
of tho Plantagenet Dynasty. , 

Now, Tudor probably was a surname 
for short, as had been the usage, of it 
under tho Welsh customs; It had, in all 
probability, crystallized into a surname, 
and as such Henry VII., no doubt, pos- 
sessed It by Inheritance. His accession 
to tho throne did not denude him there- 
of, though the name had no subsequent 
usage. 

Tho Stuart Dynasty brought with 
them their name— really and originally 
Stewart and Steward. That unquestion- 
ably and beyond all doubt, was a genu- 
ine surname. It existed as such before 
tho family were ennobled, and it was 
accepted and continued by the cadets 
of tho family both within and without 
the succession to the throne. It ante- 
dates tho Royalty, and even the no- 
bility of the House of Stuart, and vr-.s 
fixed, accepted, and determinate. The 
succession to the throne dtil not abol- 
ish It, but merely brought disuse. 

When we como to the dynasty known 
indifferently as the. Dynasty of Han- 
over, or of Brunswick, or of Guolph, wo 
must trace the male ancestry in an- 
other line. Now It has beeVi very gen- 
erally supposed that the surname of 
that family was Guelph. It was not. 
The family was ennobled and, in a 
small way, sovereign long before here- 
ditary surnames existed. They never 
required or used a surname, and never 
had one. The description of Guelph 
is on a level with that of Plantagenet 
except that tho former never had any 
recognized use of any kind at any time. 
With the death of her late Majesty 
Queen Victoria, the Brunswick Dynasty 
ended, and with His Majesty King Ed- 
ward VII. the Dynasty of Saxe-Cobourg 
Gotha commenced. Here, again, a new 
lino of male ancestry must be traced, 
but here, once again, it is traced back 
to ennobled and sovereign ancestors 
living at a period before the introduc- 
tion of Hxed heredltnry surnames. The 
result is, that the King has never In- 
herited any surname, and has no male 
ancestor who ever had one. 

Tho origin of most Royal Houses was 
similar throughout Europe, and Icings 
and their families, speaking broadly, 
never had or used surnames. Tliey 
signed their Christian names alone. So 
universally wa3 this the case that it 
became rigid etiquette that a person 
of royal birth should not use a sur- 
name, though there have been numbers 
of cases of dynasties, like our own 
Stuarts, like the Bernadotte Dynasty 
of Sweden, or like the Bonaparte fam- 
ily, who unquestionably and indubit- 
ably had inherited surnames. But It 
has always puzzled me why the cadet 
members of our own Royal House do 
not subscribe themselves as Peers by 
their Peerage designations, as do other 
peers. However tho fact Is, they do 
not. But I confess I have so far failed 
to discover what arc the rules which 
govern their signatures. The sovereign 
signs by the Christian, and usually 
adds "R." or "R. I." Princes and 
Princesses sign by their Christian

Reinforced Concrete 



It Is only too well known tlint tile Im- 
portance r»r sufficiently providing for the 
shearing stresses In reinforced concrete 
ibnnniH linn frequently been overlooked, as 
Illustrated by numerous failures that have 
occurred from this cause; and it Is lu-oh- 
Rbly not yet sufficiently appreciated. It 
Is satisfactory, therefore, to note In a 
paper recently read before the Manchester 
Association of Engineers by Mr. HI, .V. Al- 
lot. M. Inst. C. K.. the author did not 
oin It to call attention to the matter. Cer- 
tain dangers arising from the careless me 
of reinforced concrete were alluded to on 
page 22 of vol. lxxxl. of Engineering, and 
this matter of shear was one of theraj 
hut tho subject required no apol- 
ogy for Its frequent discussion. Tills 
Wafi, however, only one of the points 
touched upon by '.Mr. Allott, for he 
treated on all the leading features of re- 
inforced concrete in beams, floor-slabs, 
columns, etc. Tho advice he gave ap- 
pears to he, on the whole, sound, and to 
he Ibqsed on the most recent.

Production of Gold 
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The chief factor in the present uni- 
versally clouded situation, getting 
down to rock bottom, Is the 
production of gold. Is the world yield- 
ing a sufficient quantity of the funda- 
mental metal in proportion to its ma- 
terial progress? A full and completo 
discussion of the subject would hark 
us back to all tho currency and poli- 
tical difficulties of tho past quarter 
century. Tho addition of Mexico to the 
gold standard nations, thu definition 
of the rate of exchange in Brazil have 
added to tho basic quality of gold and 
in a sense endeared it. These aro con- 
tributing items to the general pro- 
gress cxhlbitod in the ma'orial uni- 
verse. Tho increase in the Bank of 
Prance's rato Inst week to 3 1-2 per 
cent, is a very strong proof of tho 
lack of the metal. Tho world's pro- 
duction of gold In tho past four years 
stated In round figures, is as follows:

1003 325,000,000 

Tho estimate of 1007 is $435,000,000. 
Ten years ago tho world's production 
was $200,000,000. The U. S. resumed 
specie payment on January 1, 1879. 
The total world's production during 
the twenty-nine years, 1S7S to 100G in- 
clusive, ' was $5,427,839,000. of which 
moro than hair, $3,206,280,000, was 
produced In tho 11 years slnco 1895. 

Ten years ago, in 1890, the world's 
production of gold was about. $200, nno, 
000. Tho enlarged output slnco then 
has made a notable change In the bank 
reserves of nil countries, and has un- 
questionably made itself felt in the 
business world. This statement shows 
the holdings of the principal banks of 
issue, and of such governments as 
carry gold reserves outside of banks, 
on Jan. 1, ISOti, and Jan. 1, 100G:

000. Alaska promises further gains in 
1907, and Mexico is lit shape to do bet- 
ter every year for some time to come. 
It Is expected that the Klondike, 
which has been on a declining scale 
for several years, will hereafter do 
•hotter as the result of dredging op- 
erations. Australia, which is a largo 
producer, has been losing about $2,- 
000,000 a year for three years. Tho 
world's output In 1907 may be expect- 
ed to be between $430,000,000 and 
$1 10, 000, 000. 

Since the resumption of specie pay- 
ment by tho United States, on Jan. 1, 
1870, other nations have adopted the 
gold standard for their money, and 
(luring tile last year oven Mexico has 
followed the example of the United 
States, and has not only established a 
gold standard, but is substituting gold 
coin very rapidly as the circulating 
medium. 

Tlie recent demand for gold in South 
America is partly due to the attempt 
of the Brazilian Government to regu- 
late the exchange rates by giving a 
fixed value in gold to the jmilrol, for 
which purpose it is necessary to ac- 
cumulate a largo amount of gold -in 
the Brazilian treasury. Argentina Is 
also drawing upon London for a great 
deal of gold. 

. So far as the United States is con- 
cerned, the statistics of the United 
Slates Government show that during 
the past thirty years the United States 
has produced in gold, $1,477,102,000, 
which was 27.81 per cent, of tne 
world's production for that period. 

All of this gold was retained for use 
In coinage and tho arts, but the 
amount has boon, increased during tho 
period under consideration $229,453,- 
897, being tho net excess of imports 
of gold over exports for the fiscal 
years ending Juno 30, 1878, to the end 
of February. 1907. If 30 per cent, of

Tho production of gold in 1907 will 
be between $4.10,000,000 and $4-10,000,- 
000, according to the estimate of Mr. 
Georgo E. Roberts, director of the U. 
S. Mint. He points out that with the 
now railroads hulldlng in Nevada and 
present activity in exploration and de- 
velopment, that State is cortain to 
show a very largo increase In 1907, 
perhaps doubling the 190G yield, which 
will be around $10,000,000 or $12,000,-

the production of gold In the United 
States for this period be deducted for 
use in tho arts, it would leave $1,034,-

will apparently not be alleviated by 
the normal lncreaso In tho gold output 
of 1907. 



Foreign-Born Problem 



Toronto Mail and Empire 



A few days ago a number of China- 
men paid tho head tax and entered 
Canada; earlier in tho month there was 
talk of appointing a couple of Italians 
as policemen to look after their coun- 
trymon in "Tho Ward." Tho two events 
appear, isolated enough at first sight, 
but taken together they call attention 
to the growth of foreign colonies in this 
country, and particularly in Toronto, 
aim to tho influx of undesirable immi- 
grants. In parliament, Mr. Bourassa 
has taken the matter up, but in a pas- 
sionate and bigoted manner, his de- 
nunciation being directed chlelly 
against tho nowcomers from England. 
Thora is not much evidence that the 
law makers at Ottawa are seized of 
tho Importance of tho subject. As re- 
gards immigration, "tho more the mer- 
rier" appears to be their motto. Blind- 
ed by big figures, they do not stop 
to think that among our foreign-born 
population is an element that corrupts 
the whole mass, and leaves us worse off 
than we wore before. 

The Chinese. 

The meshes in our immigration nets 
are too wide, and as a result tho for- 
eigners Who will become a problem to 
the police slip through. Thus the bur- 
den Is shifted off the government on 
to the municipalities. As far as Die 
Chinese are concerned, they give trou- 
ble chiefly on account of their gamb- 
ling propensities. In larger numbers, 
they will probably introduce the opium 
den, if they are to behave like Chinese, 
elsewhere, anil once a real Chinatown 
is established, we shall bo following,! 
step by step, the road that has led to 
the Highbinders in San Francisco. In 
small groups the Chinese arc peaceable j 
and law-abiding; but In large colonies! 
they aro undesirable for any Important 
city. In new countries or unorganized 
districts, whoro cheap labor Is of the 
first Importance, they may be tolerated; 
but the fewer of them that settle in 
Toronto, the hotter for the rest of the 
people. This is not to say that the 
Chinese, as a race, have not many ad- 
mirable qualities. Indeed, they aro con- 
sidered about tho most honorable mer- 
chants in the world; but their place. is 
at homo. 

Somo Good Settlers. 

The 'east objectionable of European 
immigrants are tho French, the Ger- 
mans and tho ScandlnavUvns. All inter- 
marry freely with English stock; all 
are comparatively free from the tend- 
ency to settle in groups and form little j 
undigeetlblo colonies. 

The Scandinavians are specially use- 1 
£ui to Canada because of their taste, 
for funning. In tho Middle West and . 
North-Western States they havo prov- 
eid excellent citizens. An exception to 
the rule that Northern Europeans aro j 
good settlers might bo made In the case 
of the Poles. Criminologists declare 
that they aro the most bloodthirsty and 
savage of races when they turn their 
back on tho law, and tho history of Pol- 



ish revolutions is surely ono 'of the 
bloodiest pages in history. Swedes, 
Danes, Norwegians, Germans, and 
French aro the next best thing to Brit- 
ish and American settlers, for they mix 
well. 

The Tough Sicilian. 

Italians, as a race of immigrants, 
cannot be considered desirable in tho 
opinion of experts. The Sicilians aro 
probably tho worst of our foreign-born 
population; and only a few days ago all 
New York was shocked by a triple mur- 
der committed by a young Sicilian. Ho 
had a trilling quarrel with a fellow- 
countryman and shot him. Then ho 
killed two policemen who arrested 
him. It is the contention of many 
Italians that Sicilians aro responsible 
for the crimes usually nttrvlJJted to 
Italians. A letter signed by two hun- 
dred Italian women anil addressed to a 
New York coroner says: — 

"The Sicilian Is bloodthirsty man; 
treacherous; thief; overbearing; vin- 
dictive; liar; counterfeiter. He belong 
to Black Band. He exercises black- 
mail. Is a dynamiter, and by blood a 
coward. Therefore, if the government 
wants peace, if the government wants 
quietness In America, we must sup- 
press the immigration from the Sicily. 
Then you will see if tlie Italians in 
America will not be mentioned any 
more criminally." 

Undesirable Italians. 

The coroner In question, however, 
states that two-thirds of the list of 
homicides in tho Tombs are men of 
Italian birth, and he adds that only 
one in ten murders and assaults is 
followed by tin arrest. The Italian wit- 
nesses either lose their memories, or 
mysteriously disappear until tho trial 
is over. Sixteen thousand of New- 
York's foreign born population go arm- 
ed, and are temperamentally disposed 
to kill on slight provocation, according 
to another export. What, arc we doing 
in Canada to prevent a similar situa- 
tion, only less dangerous in proportion 
to the relative size, of our cities? 

The Alien in Politics. 

So far, these blocks of undesirable 
aliens are not. numerous enough to 
induce the baser sort of politician to 
pander to thorn. But the fact that they 
settle in groups gives (hem a political 
importance out or all proportion to 
their numbers and individual Influence. 
Too Ignorant to understand public qtt'o's- 
1 i. ins. thoy are ready to support the 
candidate who will most quickly got 
down to their level. Already Hie ten- 
dency Is apparent; .soon it will be more 
serious, and when bnoo the vote of the 
foreign colony become* a factor In pol- 
itics, wo may expect to reap the .har- 
vest they are gathering In the United 
Sinter, all Unit Is good of if, and all 
that Is bad.

Details of the discussion in the co- 
lonial conference in London on the 
resolutions respecting Imperial mili- 
tary and naval defence have been re- 
ceived by mail. 

Mr. Haldane, secretary for war, out- 
lined the scheme of army reorganiza- 
tion which he had introduced, and 
described tne scheme for the forma- 
tion of a general staff, which resulted 
from tho . recommendations of the 
Ksher committee. 

"The practical point that we have 
to put before you," added Mr. Hal* 
dano, "is the desirability of a certain 
broad plan of military organization 
for the Empire. We know that you 
have all got your own difiiculties and 
the idiosyncracles of your own people 
to deal with. No rigid model is there- 
fore of use. But a common purpose 
or a common end may be very potent 
in furthering military organization. 
For ourselves we have over hero 
worked out our organization quite 
definitely, and, indeed, the practical 
form of it. is at present the subject of 
plans which are before parliament. 

"Complete Command of the Sea" 
."This conception of defence Is that 
the army should be divided into two 
parts with distinct functions. There 
is a part, with defence as -its primary 
main function, and it has no obliga- 
tion to go over the sea. That is raised 
by the citizens of the particular do- 
minion of the crown concerned, simply 
for tho purpose of home defence. 

"There is the other part which ex- 
ists not for local defence, but for the 
service of the Empire us a whole, ex- 
peditionary force, which, in a country 
like ours, must bo naval as well as 
military—and I go further and say 
primarily naval. 

"There is the fleet, which, in order 
to make tho defence of the Empire 
what we all hope and believe it' is, and 
are convinced that it must remain if 
the Empire is to hold together, must 
have the complete command of the 
fleet of any other power, or, for that 
matter, of any other two powers. 

"And In conjunction with that, there 
is an expeditionary force consisting of 
regular troops which we have just 
reorganized at home. This expedition- 
ary force, working In conjunction 
with the navy, will be able to oper- 
ate at a distance for the defence of 
the Empire as a whole." 

Colonial General Staff 

"My main purpose in addressing the 
conference," Mr. iiaklane proceeded, 
"is to suggest for your acceptance the 
opinion that the general staff which 
we have created at home should re- 
ceive as far as possible an Imperial 
character." 

Denning his idea, Mr. Haldane said 
it was not their wish even to suggest 
that the colonies should bow their 
heads to any direction from home in 
military matters; but the general 
staff officer, trained in a great com- 
mon school, recruited from most vary- 
ing parts of the Empire, but educated 
in military science according to com- 
mon principles, would be at tho dispo- 
sition of the local government or of 
the local commander-in-chief, wheth- 
er he were Canadian, British, Aus- 
tralian; New Zealander, or South Afri- 
can, for giving advice and furnishing 
Information based upon the highest 
military study of the time. The gen- 
eral staff was a class by itself in the 
army; 

"But supposing," continued the 
speaker, "wo were studying at homo 
in the general staff the great question 
of Imperial defence, and, amongst oth- 
ers, questions of Imperial defence in 
Canada, what an advantage it would 
bo to us, and I think to you also, if 
Ave sent you a general staff oflicer in 
exchange for one of your general staff 
officers, who should come over here, 
and who should bo working with us 
at the very problems which concern 
the defence of the Empire as a whole 
in Canada. And so with all the other 
ulfairs in the crown's dominions. 

"We might broaden the basis of this 
general staff which had just been 
created. It was a purely advisory or- 
ganization, of which command was not 
a function. The beginning would 
.have to lie very modest. 

"If these, tilings were organized, 
nnd if we were to bring about such an 
interchange of officers as would tend 
to mako tho work of the general slaff 
in the largest sense the work of a 
military mind, which had surveyed tho 
defence of the Empire as a whole, it 
would do much to bring about. I hat 
uniformity of pattern In organization 
and In weapons, and In other details 
regarding military matters, which is 
to some extont essential, if there Is to 
be effective co-operation in a great 
war." 

Tlie War Minister went on to ex- 
plain the nature of the four papers 
prepared by experts here, which he 
Ink] circulated among the premiers for 
their information. 

The first dcnlt with "the strategical 
conditions of the Empire from a mili- 
tary point of view. 1 " 



The second paper pointed out tho 
importance of assimilating as far as 
practicable war organization through- 
out tlie Empire, and of adopting a 
uniform system of nomenclature in 
regard to such organization. 

On tills point Mr. Haldane added: 
"The value of any assistance which 
tho self-governing dominions may of- 
fer in the future to the Mother Coun- 
try will bo~much increased if it can 
be given in the form in which it can 
readily be fitted into tho organization 
of an entire army in the Held. On 
that I should like to emphasize tlie 
absolute necessity of turning our at- 
tention to this in times of peace. It 
is too late when war breaks out. You 
arc at an enormous disadvantage if 
you commence to organize in concert 
for the first time after tlie breaking 
out of war." 

Tho third paper, it was explained, 
reiaied to tho patterns and provision 
of equipment and stores for colonial 
forces. The chief point made was that 
H was essential that the small arms 
supplied to any force which might 
have to act side by side with troops 
from the United Kingdom should fire 
tho same ammunition as supplied to 
tho latter. 

"A difference k in ammunition," . add- 
ed the minister,' "is one of the great- 
est curses in war time." 

The fourth paper urged the desir- 
ability of tho self-governing domin- 
ions, where possible, and without in- 
terfering with their own arrange- 
ments, giving their orders for advance 
stores, particularly arms and am- 
munition, through the war office. 
Reserve of Officers 

Mr. Haldane explained tihat they 
were endeavoring to organize a re- 
servo of officers, and the question 
was also engaging the attention of 
the self-governing dominions, and he 
proceeded: "If we could do some- 
thing to make that i-eserve of officers 
Imperial in the same sense as the 
general staff Is Imperial, so that you 
could give us from your reserve as- 
sistance in time of a great war, I am 
sure it would be a great source of 
strength. 

"Besides, I need not point out that 
any organization of this kind Is of tho 
very greatest assistance to. peace, be- 
cause it profoundly impresses tho 
mind of foreign general staffs, who 
cannot be sure what reserve we have 
behind us when we have troops and 
officers organized over this tremen- 
dously wide urea." 

The general point made in this pa- 
per was that to attain these objects 
probably the most desirable of all 
courses was that tlie general staff 
should be Imperial in the widest 
sense; and pointed out that they 
would welcome colonial officers In their 
ranks very cordially, and we would be 
glad to send officers to the. colonies to 
lake their places. 

The great object must 1m; to mako 
tho general staff an Imperial school of 
military thought, all tlie members of 
which were imbued with the same 
traditions, accustomed to look at stra- 
tegical problems from Hie same point 
of view, and acquainted witli the prin- 
ciples and theories generally accept- 
ed at headquarters. 

Sir Frederick Borden expressed gen- 
eral concurrence in .Mr. ilaldauo's 
statements, and was strongly In favor 
of exchange of officers between the 
colonies and the United Kingdom, lie 
dwelt upon the advisability of devel- 
oping the means Cor manufacturing 
munitions of war in the various col- 
onies. 

Dr. Smartt, on behalf of Cape Col- 
ony, put forward the possible sugges- 
tion that tho South African Perman- 
ent Defence Forces should bo disband- 
ed and re-enrolled on tho footing that 
a certain number of the forces should 
bo under obligation to servo,, with the 
consent of the governments, anywhere 
in tlie Empire. lie would have de- 
sired that there should be an expres- 
sion of the views of the conference in 
favor of (he same principle being 
adopted In all colonies. 

Sir Joseph Ward was opposed to 
Dr. Smartt's Idea of any discrimina- 
tion in liie enrollment of the forces 
on Hie ground that it would involve 
legislation, and that the people of 
New Zealand did not want to have 
paraded the possibility of having to 
go outside tho country to light. They 
wanted that it should he a voluntary 
offering on I ho part of the govern- 
ment and the individual to light over- 
sea, and they know that thousands of 
men could be got. 

The conference considered the draft 
resolution, which was unanimously 
approved In the following form: 

"Thai, this conference welcomes and 
cordially approves flic exposition of 
general principles embodied in (lie 
statement of the secretary of state 
for war, and, without wishing to com- 
mit any of tho governments repre- 
sented, recognizes and affirms the 
need of developing for the service of 
the Empire a general staff, selected 
front the forces of the Empire as a 



whole, which shall study military 
science in all its branches, shall col- 
lect and disseminate to the various 
governments military information and 
intelligence, shall undertake tho prep- 
aration of schemes of defence, on a 
common principle, and, without in tlie 
least interfering in questions connect- 
ed with the command and adminis- 
tration, shall, at the request of tho re- 
spective governments, advise as to 
the training, education and war or- 
ganization of tlie military forces of 
tho crown in every part of tho Em- 
pire." 

The. First Lord of the Admiralty 
then explained the general principles 
upon which the admiralty held that 
tho defence of tlie Empire should be 
organized. He especially insisted on 
tlie necessity for unity of control of 
tho fleet, lie explained that the one 
aim of the admiralty was to main- 
tain the naval forces on such a scale 
as to ensure the retention of tlie com- 
mand of the sea in any reasonably 
probable contingency. He stated that 
he did not desire to press for further 
contributions of men or money, but 
cordially welcomed the co-operation 
of the co'onles in the form most 
agreeable to themselves. Whether 
the colonies contributed or not, the 
admiralty would do their best to so- 
curo them from over-sea attack. 

After general discussion It was de- 
cided that the question of naval de- 
fence should be adjourned to a later 
meeting, the colonial representatives 
being meanwhile invited to confer 
separately with the admiralty regard- 
ing the position of their respective 
colonics.

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! Romance of the Thames 



By Victor Rousseau 
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Before the earliest page of Eng- 
lands' history had been written on by 
the leg-ions of Caosar, some tribes had 
raised a rude stockade upon the emi- 
nence known as Tower Hill, and bad 
confined the sluggish waters of the 
Thames between two walls, redeeming 
tho vast marshland over which they 
had spread. These walls, which run 
from London to tho estuary, were tho 
beginning of London's life bound up so 
closely with that of her historic 
stream. 

Today tho Thames is almost deserted 
abovo London Bridge, save for tho 
steamboats of the county council. In 
former years, however, many a gay 
water pageant enlivened the river. The 
coronations, state entries, funeral so- 
lemnities of sovereigns, the lord may- 
or's annual procession, all were by 
water, while tho streets (Bastcheap, 
Cheapside) were nothing but chepes, or 
markets, which contained booths, 
workshops and houses. State prisoners 
were conducted by water to the Tower. 
Elizabeth was so taken during her sis- 
ter's reign and CO yenrs later her body 
was thus conveyed from Richmond to 
Whitehall. King Charles went in tho 
royal barge to threaten his parliament, 
whoso live recalcitrant members also 
escaped by this high waterway. The 
life of London centred in tho Thames, 
which, cutting tho city equally into a 
north and southern portion, ws.j the 
grand artery of trafllc and locomotion. 

Before the nobles built their stately 
palaces along the Thames during the 
thirteenth century, the site of Charing 
Cross was occupied by a colony of fish- 
ermen, who afterward removed to. 
Lambeth, where they survived until 
well Into the eighteenth century. The 
fishermen of the Thames were famous; 
they only ceased in the sewage and 
paddle-wheel period of the early indus- 
trial opoch, and tho purification of the 
waters has already brought the smelts 
up to London Bridge again. Salmon- 
were so plentiful that apprentices stip- 
ulated in their contracts that they 
should not be fed upon salmon more 
than thrice weekly. Says Strype: 

"What should I speak of the fat and 
sweet salmons daily taken in this 
stream, and that in such quantities af- 
ter the time of the smelts is past as no 
river in Europe Is able to exceed It. 
But what store also of barbels, Chev- 
ings, perches, breams, roaches, dances, 
cudgeons, smelts, shrimps, eels, et- 
cetera are commonly to be had therein, 
I refer him to them that know by ex- 
perience better than I by reason of 
their daily trade in tihe same. And all 
of the body it seemcth from time to 
time to be as it were <lefraudcd in sun- 
dry ways of this hoar*} of commodities 
by the insatiable avairice of fishermen, 
yet this famous river complaineth com- 
monly of no want; but the more it 
granteth at one time the more it yicld- 
eth at another." 

During the Lent season the butchers' 
stalls were compulisorily closed, so that 
the fisheries acquilred a great import- i 
ance. In 1197 Ridhard I gave a char- 
ter to the city authorizing the removal 
by the mayor of weirs. In return for 
this 1,500 marks were paid. In 1320 
Master John lc Flslmiongere and others 
produced before the mayor and alder- 
men sixteen nets, known as wldels, 
which had been taken in tho Thames. 
It was proved that' they were of such 
small mesh that they destroyed tho 
small fishes and the salmon fry. They 
were burned, and the owner received a 
warning. In 1330 an edict was promul- 
gated that no man should fish with 
nets of any but the size ordered at the 
Guildhall. Yet fishing with nets of 
small mesh must have been a common 
practice, for in 1343 the Thames fishery 
issued tho following quulnt ordinance: 

"All the nettes shul be lorgenessc of 
two ynches thurghout as welo Peters 
as all Peter fisshers to fissile thurgh- 
out the yeere. Out taken that they 
mowe fisshe with streyto nettes for 
smelt betwene the day of Candelmasso 
and the day of ouro lady in lento and 
no forther, upon peyne of forfeture of 
his nettes and his gynnes atte the first 
trespas, and at the scconde trespas his 
bodv to prisonn •. Also that no samon 
be taken betwene the nativitoc of oure 
lady and tho day of Scynte Martyn, 
and also none engendrure of samon 
eny tyme of the yeere. Also that none 
lamprons he lampreys be taken be- 
twene the half month of April and 
August." 

Hentzner describes the river as 
"abounding in swans, swimming in 
flocks; tho sight of them and their, 
noise is vastly agreeable." These 
swans, which still exist upon the up- 
per reaches, belong to tho sovereign, 
the Vintners' company, tho Dyers' 
company and Eton college. On the 
Monday after St. Peter's day, June -!), 
the swans are "hopped;" that Is to 
say, marked with a knife on tho upper 
mandible. 

The bridges were mostly built In tho 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 
Pilgrims could ford the river at West- 
minster. At tho end of Horseferry 
road, where Lambeth bridge now 
stands, was a ferry, capable of con- 
veying a coach and six horses, belong- 
ing by patent to tho Archbishop of 
Canterbury. By this ferry, James II 
lied from his captors before the ap- 
proach of William. A London bridge 
was built at a very early date. The 
first wooden structure was replaced 
by one of stone during the years 1178- 
1206, and a toll was orectod to defray 
tho expenses. Tho houses on tho 
bridge, shown in tho illustration, were 
taken down in 1701. Many disasters 
have occurred to London bridge, as 
recorded in tho old children's song. 
In 1213 there was an outbreak of fire 
at tho Church of St. Mary Oves; 
the people ran on to tho bridge to 
witness the spectacle, and, by some 
chance, both ends of tho structure 
broke into flames, Ships and boats 
were put out to tho rescue, but owing 
to the multitudes that crowded into 
them they capMzed, tho numbor of 
deaths amounting to threo thousand. 
Tho bridge was destroyed in tho great 
lire of 1660. , Originally it was used 
only for tho transportation of goods 
and troops, the populace crossing tho 
Thames by boat. On the Southgato 
•were placed tho heads of traitors, 
which wero first parboiled. Wallace 
Jack Cade, Bishop Fisher and Sir 
Thomas Moro are among thoso whoso 
iootures were in this way exposed to 
•tho sight of tho populace,

mills, as well as a cage for women 
who had committed offenses ( against 
ecclesiastlcul discipline. 

Tho Thames watermen were cele- 
brated for their songs, their riots and 
their profanity and abuse of their own 
and one another's passengers. John 
Norden states that in 1594 no fewer 
than 40,000 people were maintained by 
the river service. During tho sixteenth 
century two thousand wherries sup- 
ported three thousand watermen, be- 
sides thoso maintained by tilt or cov- 
ered boats, tide-boats and barges. In 
1822 there wero still nine thousand 
watermen. Now there are not five hun- 
dred on the whole of the lower river. 
Tho omnibus and penny steamboat 
drove them out of existence. No boats 
ply at tho stairs, which are fast fall- 
ing into decay, and the Thames, as a 
highway, is practically unutilized, even 
the much-rn aligned County council 
steamers being laid up for the winter. 

The London Thames may be divided 
into two parts, separated by London 
bridge, which marks the terminus of 
tho port. Abovo we reach successive- 
ly, as wo start down stream, Rich- 
mond, a famous holiday resort for 
Londoners, tho palaco of tho Bishops 
of London at Fulham, and Chelsea, 
from whose old Albert bridge, Turner 
painted his sunsets. Then comes tho 
Embankment, perhaps the most mag- 
nificent thoroughfare in London, and 
tho most historical. Close behind, 
Cleopatra's needle, which is shown in 
the Illustration, is the Adelphi, where 
once the prince bishops of Durham, 
and, later, Sir Walter Raleigh, resided. 
Then comes tho gigantic pile of the 
Cecil hotel, once Salisbury house. The 
Savoy hotel, adjacent to it, now tho 
headquarters of the American tourist 
invasion, was a mighty palace held by 
John of Gaunt. Here dwelled in cap- 
tivity King John of France, captured 
by tho Black Prince upon the field of 
Crecy. The palaco was sacked by 
Wat Tyler's men, and afterward re- 
built as prison and hospital. 

Somerset, Arundel and Essex house 
are gone, though streets leading from 
the Strand to tho Embankment still 
commemorate them, but the Temple 
stands in its extensive grounds. Tho 
Temple, now the abode of barristers, 
was once occupied by Roman villas. 
Tho Black Friars, whoso name is given 
to tho bridge, and the White Friars, 
or Carmelites, settled near the Tem- 
ple, below which was the famous Al- 
satla, a sanctuary where all the worst 
outlaws and desperadoes of London 
lived in security until the time of 
Cromwell. 

Below London bridge we find our- 
selves, by an immediate transition, In 
the port of London. On either side as 
far as the eye can see lie ships, moor- 
ed against wharves, covered with 
swarming figures, busily unloading 
them. Cranes, which project from up- 
per stories, angle for freight. Toward 
the Tower bridge, whoso turrets, un- 
less veiled in the continual river fogs, 
may be seen guarding the entrance to 
tho pool like iron sentinels, a ship ap- 
proaches, with a ball hoisted at the 
masthead, and the lower bascules rise 
slowly to the signal. In the middle of 
the Pool a dredger Is slowly grinding 
her way down stream. Dutch eel boats 
painted In llaring green and red, squat 
ships with great wooden leo-boards, 
mostly of about n thousand tons dis- 
placement, lie in the middle stream, 
free from duos by immemorial custom. 
Below the Tower bridge, a distant 
forest of masts upon the left bank 
shows the location of St. Katherlne's 
and the London docks, while on the 
right, upon the Surrey bank, arise "the 
slender masts of the Baltic ships, with 
their cargoes of hides, tallow and 
timber. 

Proceeding down stream from Lon- 
don bridge, upon the Middlesex shore, 
we find our road along the river, 
should it be morning, blocked by an 
endless line of carts. We are outsldo 
the famous old Billingsgate fish mar- 
ket, with its two fish-surmounted 
domes, besieged by lines of vehicles 
upon tho land side and by vessels up- 
on the water, piled high with boxes or 
fish. Billingsgate was one of the an- 
cient ports of the city and was built 
close to the north end of London 
bridge, so that goods could bo land- 
ed under the protection of the Roman 
fort. Opposite, or nearly so, upon tho 
Surrey shoe, was the old wooden 
Globe theatre of Shakespeare, In a 
district now tho meanest and most 
squalid of all London. 

Next to" tho fish market is tho cus- 
tom house, the fifth erected upon this 
spot since the first was built in 13S5. 
Each of the former ones had been de- 
stroyed by fire. Only the actual cleri- 
cal staff is here, tho officers being dis- 
tributed in batches along tho river 
and docks. Outside in a boat may be 
seen the water guard, whose duties 
are to inspect those ships proceeding 
up tho Thames and to superintend tho 
unloading of such as carry cargo. 
Within the custom house is the fam- 
ous long room, 190 feet by 66, with 80 
clerks seated around a continuous 
counter. Hero the master of every 
ship arriving must deliver an account 
of his cargo, which is compared with 
the report of the consignee. The cus- 
toms duties here levied amount to 
$50,000,000 a year, a sum equivalent to 
half the amount paid nt all the ports 
of the united kingdom. Brandy, tobac- 
co, and pirated copyrights arc the 
chief objects of search. At each of 
tho docks is stationed a. permanent 
customs staff of from 40 to 80 men, 
and not a box or bale may land until 
the •master's declaration and entry,: 
.showing the duties payable on dutia- 
ble goods are In the hands of the cus- 
toms olliclals. 

Beneath, above and around tho 
docks are bonded warehouses, guard- 
ed night and day under lock and key. 
St. Katherlne's docks can hold 110,000 
tons, tho London docks, 250,000, and 
the Royal Albert docks near Woolwich 
where all the tobacco Imported Into 
London Is stored, a still larger quan- 
tity. Confiscated tobacco now goes to 
tho army and lnsano asylums; but 
formerly a!! captured contraband was 
burned at the London docks In a huge 
furnace, where as much as a bushel 
of paste diamonds, 000 hams, 4,000 
pirated novels, 2,000 pairs of gloves, 
2,000 pounds of tobacco and 50 boxes 
of cigars have been consumed In a 
single morning. 

There are three principal docks- In 
East London — the London and St. 
Katherlne's, the West and East India 
and the Mllwall. St. Katherlne's dock 
was once the "fair gardens" founded 
by Matilda, tho wife of Stephen of 
England, and continued so for nearly 
seven hundred years, Tho London and 
St. Kuthorlne'j docks were built dur- 
ing the first decade of the nineteenth 
century. That was In the days of small 
competition and large, easy profits. 
Toward tho middle of tho century tho 
owners of riverside property first be- 
gan to awaken to a realisation of tho 



value of their possessions. Then new 
wharves wero built continuously and 
competition commenced. At that per- 
iod corn and timber porters and stev- 
edores earned from ten to fifteen dol- 
lars a week, but tho slow increase in 
the value of goods was counterbalanc- 
ed by declining profits and shrinking 
values, while trade fell off owing to 
tho opening of continental routes, and 
It soon became necessary to cut down 
the pay sheets. By' the yeur 1872 
wages had gone so low that tho cas- 
uals of tho docks struck for ten cents 
an hour in placo of half a crown a 
dny—nnd gained it. Notwithstanding 
this success, tho conditions of dock 
labor arc now moro miserable than in 
any other lino of industry, Dock labor 
is tho employment offered by the Im- 
port trade, the export being under tho 
direction of a body of skilled laborers 
known as stevedores, independent ot 
tho dock companies, with whom tho 
shipowners contract directly. As soon 
as the ship has entered in the charge 
of tho transport guns, who place her 
in her proper berth for discharging, 
tho ship gangers and their men swarm 
on to the deck and into tho hold, un- 
loading goods. As thoso are passed 
out tho warehousing gangs tip them 
on to trucks or run them into the 
warehouses, or on to the platforms ol 
the cranes. The dock companies not 
only store goods, but prepare them 
for sale. Coopers are to bo seen mend- 
ing casks and plugging them, after 
the contents havo been tested by the 
government olliclals. Rum is valued, 
colored and reduced to standard 
strength. Tally clerks, engaged at ten 
cents an hour, sit making their In- 
ventories. Old men and boys are bus- 
ily cleaning and sorting spices. As 
each man passes through the gates 
he is "rubbed down" by the dock 
police, who stand conspicuously In 
evidence to prevent smuggling and 
petty thefts of goods which are so 
tempting to the casual laborer. 

At the East and West India docks, 
tea sugar and tropical woods are un- 
loaded. The Rum Quay has a capacity 
of 40,000 puncheons, with vaults x>i 
brick 154 feet in width. The import 
dock covers 30 acres and is flanked by 
half a mile of warehouses. It is said 
that visitors to the vaults return to 
tho air with all the symptoms of 
drunkenness, caused by the aroma 
from the rum puncheons. Ihe laboi- 
ers at this dock have their necks cov- 
ered with a calloused growth known 
as a "hummle," caused by the contin- 
uous pressure of tho great timber 
logs, which they carry with tho ease 
and dexterity of long practice. 

About ten thousand casual labor- 
ers Inhabit the squalid region in the 
vicinity of the docks, earning from 
three to four dollars a week by doing 
odd jobs and inhabiting miserable 
one-room lodgings, which rent for 
about 75 cents or a dollar a week. 
Every morning when the dock gates 
are opened thousands of those half- 
starved wretches struggle through the 
crowd behind the ropes to await the 
possibility of a job. The permanent 
laborers, who can usually earn tho 
princely stipend of five or six dollars 
a week, are, of course, first engaged; 
then the "preference" men are taken 
on When these have all been engag- 
ed' a thrill of interest passes along tho 
lino. Tho mob struggles and jostles, 
each man stretching out his hands 
clamorously in the effort to attract 
the compassion of the overseer, who 
walks up and down in front of the 
ropes, from time to time dexterously 
slipping a ticket Into the hands of 
some casual who takes his fancy. Af- 
te>* all those hands needed have been 
engaged the rest slink away sadly, 
to loaf around the gates or the public 
houses when they can get the price of 
a pint of beer, in tho hope of the ar- 
rival of another vessel later in tho 
day, or of some "job" which will pro- 
viso them with the prico of another 
drink or a bite of supper In the even- 
ing. 

Further down the river, at Wapping, 
are the headquarters of a famous 
body of men, the Thames police. In- 
side the unpretentious building are to 
be seen telescopes and cutlasses hang- 
ing from the walls, the latter often 
employed in fights with smugglers, 
though not to so great a degree as in 
former years, for the Thames is con- 
stantly patrolled from Fulham to 
Crayfnrd Creek. The men look busi- 
nesslike In their blue uniforms and 
wide-peaked yachting caps, embossed 
with a nickel anchor. The bout3, 
which are always ready for launch- 
ing, are rowed by three men and 
steered by the inspector, two leaving 
the Wapping stairs every alternate 
hour, one In the direction of Waterloo 
and the other toward Blackwall. There 
are also supervision boats to visit tho

Among 
the features of tho captain's act are 
tho demonstration of how railway 
switches can be thrown by an oper- 
ator from an ollice miles away, and 
thus prevent railway accidents; how 
signals can bo lighted a thousand 
miles away; bells rung, mines explod- 
ed and cannons fired from great dis- 
tances by tho wireless process, once 
the receiving machinery is adjusted 
for this purpose. 

Tho captain invites the strictest in- 
vestigation to prove his performance 
Is a genuine wireless telegraphic dem- 
onstration and expects to give a spe- 
cial performance for the benefit of the 
olliclals of tho fire and police depart- 
ments and other city olliclals some- 
time during the week.

patrols and receive the reports, as well 
as four steam launches and the boats 
of the detective staff. Inspection 
needs to be thorough and complete. 
Many a dead body is recovered from 
tho streamT many a suspicious vessel 
chased and boarded, and nearly every 
piece of driftwood is grappled with 
an oar, for often an innocent-appear- 
ing piece of wood or matting, which 
seems to be floating upon the waves, 
has a stout cord attached and a stolen 
or smuggled parcel anchoring It to the 
bottom of tho river. 

Below Wapping the river begins to 
assume a moro countrified character, 
and the tumbledown wharves that line 
It seem to prognosticate an era of 
commercial decay as they stand, soli- 
tary and unoccupied, amid tho mud 
and rdth and ooze around them. Close 
to this dismal spot is Execution Dock, 
where pirates were hanged In former 
years, their bodies being afterwards 
swung in chains from a stake In the 
foreshore until the tide had flowed 
over them three times. Tho notori- 
ous pirate Kldd was hanged hero In 
tho year 1701. As wo progress all evi- 
dences of commerce are centred In the 
large ships that pass up and down- 
ward toward the docks. Sailing barges 
are anchored In the middle of the' 
stream, their blood-red sails lending 
a picturesque touch of coloring to the 
sordid -squallor of (lie tumbledown 
tenements on each side of tho stream. 
Slowly the masts nrc hoisted by the 
working of the windlass, the main 
sheet Is hooked to the traveler, the 
tip and foresails are hoisted, the an- 
chor gets In with a clank, and they 
are off again, drifting down with tho 
tide. As we approach the estuary, 
past Gravesend and Tilbury, with Its 
old fort, tugs appear, helping the 
great ships toward their anchorage or 
the ocean. Tho larger vessels steer 
east through the downs; the coasting 
traffic northward, through the navig- 
able channels marked by the Nore 
lightship, Tho shores are now scarce- 
ly visible through the haze of mists 
that brood always over them; it is 
only on clear days that, we can ascer- 
tain tho low, almost uninhabited 
marshes, with their scarce houses, 
and, westward, the black smoke drift- 
ing down from tho great city.
